SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Chairman of the Board of Selectmen Mr. J. Louis 
Roberti chose not to seek reelection in May of 
1982. Mr. Roberti’s years of experience on the 
Planning Board, Conservation Commission, Cape 
Cod Planning and Economic Development Com- 
mission, Board of Assessors, Board of Selectmen 
and others made him eminently qualified for the 
position. His knowledge and experience has been 
missed. 


Mr. Bruce Stanford was elected from a field of five 
candidates and is now ably filling the position of 
Selectman/Assessor. 


The major factor affecting our community is the 
existence of Proposition 2/2. When revenues are 
allowed to increase at a rate which is much lower 
than the inflation rate, cuts in services must be 
made. When we add the fact that our population is 
constantly increasing, it is easy to see why further 
cuts in service are required. Through the present 
year we have been forced to reduce the Fire 
Department by two men, the Police Department by 
approximately 20,000 hours, the Park Department 
by two men, the Highway Department by three 
men and the School by 14 aides. The Tree Depart- 
ment has been greatly curtailed, and the Recrea- 
tion Committee, Conservation Committee and the 
Community School have had their appropriations 
reduced. It is our hope that these reductions have 
been in the proper areas and that the losses of ser- 
vices have had minimum impact upon our citizens. 


In spite of budget restrictions, certain projects are 
still going forward. Our septage disposal area has

been opened, and it appears to be a very success- 
ful project. We have established user fees for the 
facility and are returning to the town sufficient 
money to repay the cost of the facility over the next 
seven to eight years. 


Another project of note is the Marina expansion. 
The large project, involving the 22 acres of Town- 
owned land, is at the mercy of federal funding, and 
at this time we are not optimistic about its future 
given the budget restraints which exist. A smaller 
project involving only the existing water area has 
been studied over the last year and appears to 
have a good chance of success. This project would 
provide 40+ new slips for commercial fishing 
boats. Although estimated costs are not ready at 
this time, it is anticipated that the bulk of the 
money used will come from funds collected over 
the years in our Marina account. Under the terms 
of the lease between the Federal government and 
the Town of Sandwich, this money cannot be used 
as general revenue. It can only go into improve- 
ment of facilities at the Marina. In addition, the 
Selectmen feel that the fishing fleet is an important 
part of our heritage and has the capability of 
becoming an increasing part of our economy. 


The Selectmen are very proud of the Town’s ac- 
complishments over the past year. We would like 
to take the credit for these accomplishments, but 
we cannot. The credit must go to those persons 
who have labored so long and so hard in the un- 
paid positions which really make the Town 
operate. The School Committee, Recreation Com- 
mittee, Board of Health, Conservation Committee, 
Historic District Commission, Historic Committee, 
Library Trustees, Planning Board, Finance Com- 
mittee, and the Board of Appeals have all given a 
great deal in the service of the Town. On behalf of 
the Town, we offer our thanks.

ASSESSORS 


To the Citizens of the 
Town of Sandwich: 


This fiscal year has seen the lengthy process of 
revaluation of all real and personal property con- 
tinue throughout the town. The same appraisal firm 
the Town has used since 1955, the J.M. Clemin- 
shaw Co., has again been retained. 


Estimated tax bills were issued in the Fall of ’82. 
This was necessary as the revaluation process had 
not reached the point where a new tax rate could 
be set. The second half tax bills issued in the 
Spring of ’83 will reflect the new value of your pro- 
perty after revaluation and a new tax rate con- 
siderably lower than the $17.08 tax rate of last 
fiscal year. 


Our court case against the Department of Revenue 
regarding the value they assigned to State-owned 
land in our town is pending. We are very optimistic 
that we will be able to recoup a good sum of the 
approximately $500 million cut from our Cherry 
Sheet with the conclusion of this case.

4700 CONVERSION OF SEASONAL OR INTERMITTENT- 
USE STRUCTURES 


4710 Cottage Colonies. Any existing cottage colony 
may not be converted to single family dwelling use 
under separate ownership unless the lot upon 
which each building is located complies with the 
minimum requirements for single family dwellings 
in the zoning district in which the land is located, 
and such nonconforming cottage colony may not 
be converted to single family use under condomin- 
ium, cooperative, time sharing condominium, or 
any other single family dwelling use more intensive 
or frequent than seasonal or intermittent use, 
unless the lot meets the minimum requirements for 
CLUSTER DEVELOPMENTS, as set forth in Sec- 
tion 4440. This section shall apply whether or not 
the lot is situated in a district in which cluster 
development is a prohibited use. 


4720 Motels and Motor Courts. Any existing motel or 
motor court may not be converted to single family 
use under condominium, cooperative, time sharing 
condominium or any other single family use more 
intensive or frequent than intermittent or seasonal 
use, unless the lot meets the minimum require- 
ments and is in a district that permits multi family 
dwellings as set forth in Section 4600. This section 
shall apply whether or not the lot is situated in a 
district in which multi family dwellings are a pro- 
hibited use. 


4730 Lodging Houses. Any existing lodging house 
may not be converted to condominium, coopera- 
tive, or time sharing condominium unless the lot 
area per dwelling unit is at least equal to the lot 
area required at that location for a single family 
dwelling. The maximum number of converted 
dwellings shall be equal to the “Applicable Land 
Area” as defined in Section 4441 (b), divided by 
1.20 times the minimum lot area for a single family 
dwelling in the district in which the lot is located. 


4740 Procedures. The conversion of any structures 
provided herein shall be governed by the pro- 
cedures contained in Section 4431 through 4437; 
and, in addition, the Planning Board shall there- 
after submit its recommendation to the Board of 
Appeals, within thirty (30) days after receipt of 
reports from the Board of Health and/or Conserva- 
tion Commission, or within seventy-five (75) days 
of the date of preapplication review, whichever is 
sooner. 


The Board of Appeals shall act upon said applica- 
tion as an application for Special Permit as set 
forth in Sections 1330 through 1360, and, where 
applicable, Section 2400.

During the past year the Planning Board has acted 
on eight Definitive Plans, two Preliminary Plans, 
twenty plans deemed to be Approval-Not- 
Required. In addition to this, acting in conjunction 
with the Board of Appeals under the new multi- 
family section of the Zoning Bylaws approved at 
the 1982 Annual Town Meeting, the Planning 
Board aided in approving an eight unit multi-family 
development. 


1982 saw for the first time enough new construc- 
tion to trigger the growth control restrictions of the 
Zoning Bylaws. The issuance of a permit for the 64 
unit Shawme Heights Elderly Housing Project 
would appear to be the single item most responsi- 
ble for activating the growth controls. If building 


Starts continue to increase with the coming of 
spring and a lowering of the interest rates it would 
appear that the controls could stay in effect for 
some time to come. 


Again this year the Board was asked to rule on a 
request from the Highway Surveyor and the Town 
Engineer for permission under the Scenic Roads 
Act to remove some trees and straighten a curve 
on Chase Road. After examining the pros and cons 
the Board ruled favorably on the request. 


As in the past the Board received throughout the 
year invaluable assistance from the office of the 
Town Engineer. We wish to thank both Mr. William 
Taylor, the Town Engineer and Mr. Richard 
LeClerc, his assistant, for the effort that they have 
expended on behalf of the Board in the reviewing 
of plans and making recommendations regarding 
applications. 


The Board would also like to express our apprecia- 
tion to Mrs. Alice M. Maiato for her efforts on our 
behalf. Her hard work and dedication have made a 
great difference in the way the office has run and 
meetings have been conducted.

During the calendar year 1982, 249 plumbing per- 
mits were issued. This is a 9% decrease from 
1981. Five hundred ninety-eight (598) inspections 
were made of plumbing installations during their 
various stages of progress; ten (10) of which re- 
quired minor change. 


One hundred sixty-two (162) Disposal Works Con- 
struction Permits were issued with 205 on-site in- 
spections being made. The continued cooperation 
of the installers is greatly appreciated. 


A total of 17,003 miles was travelled during these 
inspections.

TREE WARDEN and 
INSECT PEST 
CONTROL 
SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectpeople 
and Citizens of Sandwich: 


This is my first report as Tree Warden of the Town 
of Sandwich. To serve the town as Tree Warden 
has been my goal for the past seven years. Now | 
am faced with an even greater challenge: Restor- 
ing and maintaining our tree population under the 
current budget restraints. | also sense a broad 
based community support for the planting and 
maintenance of trees. This became acutely ob- 
vious during our recent Gypsy Moth infestation, as 
people became aware of the vulnerability of trees, 
especially of mature shade trees. 


As a Town we must come to grips with the philoso- 
phical questions concerning tree management: 
Questions such as “Can we afford to expend funds 
for public shade trees”, must be rephrased, “Can 
we afford not to have public shade trees”. Trees 
are a symbol of commitment, our old trees symbo- 
lize a commitment from the past, our present plant- 
ings reflect a commitment to future generations. 
The Roman poet Caecilius Statius’ (220-168 B.C.) 
famous quotation, “He plants trees to benefit 
another generation”, illustrates this awareness 
throughout history. 


The largest problem faced by this department dur- 
ing the past year was the Gypsy Moth infestation. 
To most people it was their first experience with 
this pest, and as | pointed out at last years Town 
Meeting the problem is a matter of education. Our 
approach was to educate people about the prob- 
lem and how they can react to it. The hysteria pass- 
ed, and most people were able to deal with the 
problem. The wet weather during early June led to 
the collapse of the population in many areas of the 
Town. 1983 will bring a more typical Gypsy Moth 
problem, some areas which have yet to experience 
the problem will see Gypsy Moths for the first time. 
We will continue to monitor this situation and will 
keep you posted as to the development of problem 


areas. 
This past year we began planting trees from the 


Conservation Nursery, 50 trees were planted along 


town roads. The use of this resource will allow for 


more cost-effective tree planting programs and will 
enhance the beauty of our town, as well as improve 
the quality of our air, cool our hot summer and pre- 
vent erosion to name just a few benefits of trees. 


Thanks to the conscientiousness of my predeces- 
sor William J. Ellis, the village of Sandwich has 
been replanted with a wide variety of both shade 
and flowering trees. This program was in response 
to the loss of trees to Dutch Elm disease. Now we 
are faced with the challenge of replanting the many 
sub-divisions and outlying areas of town. This will 
require both philosophical and financial commit- 
ment. It is my hope that the label “Non-essential” 
will be removed from tree related programs. It is 
our children and their children who will suffer the 
loss if we don't. 


| would like to thank all the Town departments, 
Highway, Park, Conservation, Water District, 
Engineering, Board of Selectpeople for their co- 
operation throughout the year. | would also like to 
thank the Advisory Landscape Council for their 
continuing support of public shade tree programs.

CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Residents of the Town of Sandwich: 


The past year was a busy one for the Conservation 
Commission. A total of 45 applications under the 
Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act and the 
Sandwich Wetlands Protection Bylaw were acted 
upon. Six one-year permit extensions were granted 
and one was denied. In addition, 131 on-site in- 
spections were performed, 49 determinations of 
applicability were made, 21 requests for Cer- 
tificates of Compliance and bond releases were 
answered, 13 complaints were investigated and 7 
on-site meetings were held with the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Quality Engineering. 
A set of application guidelines was also formulated 
and approved. 


Other Commission business included the forma- 
tion of a subcommittee to investigate the feasibility 
of establishing a camping area at the Ryder pro- 
perty and the raffling off of several cords of wood 
cut on Conservation Commission property. The 
Massachusetts Department of Agriculture 
successfully negotiated the purchase of the 
developmental rights to the former Veg-Acres 
Farm. The purchase was made under the Agricul- 
tural Preservation Restriction Act and prevents the 
development of 230 acres of prime farmland. 


Carol McManus was appointed by the Selectmen 
to fill the vacancy created by the resignation of 
former Chairman Richard O’Brien. Reappointed for 
three year terms were Alden Lawson, Ted Dingley 
and Ronald Nurse. Mr. Lawson was elected Co- 
Chairman.

| submit my report for the fiscal 1982-1983. The 
| following works were completed during this period. 


General maintenance of Town roads was kept up 
to date as in previous years. Drainage, road resur- 
facing, patching, brushing, and re-conditioning of 
approximately 10 miles of road with oil and sand 
cover was completed under general road mainte- 
nance. 


From State Aid funds we were able to complete a 
section of Farmersville Rd. that was in need of 
rebuilding. Also preliminary work was started on 
Snake Pond Rad., however, due to extensive work 
by the Water Department in this area, we had to 
stop the reconstruction temporarily. We will 
resume reconstruction when the Water Depart- 
ment completes their work installing water mains 
in this area. We have also applied for State Aid 
funds to reconstruct three areas on Chase Rd. The 
areas in question are curves in the road, which 
have been considered somewhat dangerous. It is 
Our intention to remove as much of the curve as 
possible in order to give better visibility to 
motorists. This work was intended to start in 
November of 1982, however because of paper 
work, and approval from various State agencies, 
work had to be postponed until the necessary 
Paper work was completed. The work for this pro- 
ject is tentatively planned for the spring of 1983. 


In the spring of 1982 there was extensive planning 
and construction of a badly needed sewage plant. 
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After the preliminary work was completed by the 
late Wayne Gilmore, the additional required 
grading, excavating, installing of pipes, loaming 
and seeding, was completed by the department, 
and the expertise of the Engineering Department, 
at a significant financial savings to the Town. 


Because of extensive drainage and guard rail work 
done last year, and because of a badly needed 
sweeper, funds from these two accounts will be us- 
ed for purchasing a sweeper. 


Snow and Ice control this winter has been a major 
factor, and has consumed a great amount of time, 
effort, and manpower, and also a significant ex- 
pense to the Town. Again | wish to extend a word of 
thanks to the Conservation Department, and the 
Park Department, for their tremendous assistance 
with snow-plowing during this years snow storms. 
A thank you to the Engineering Department for 
their continued support to this department. 


George Hyttenen, a valued employee of this 
department retired this year after 17 years of dedi- 
cated and loyal service to the Town. George is 
missed by his co-workers, and other personnel 
who had the opportunity and privilege of working 
with George.

The Center is located in the upstairs room at the 
Town Hall Annex, 145 Main Street. It was created 
in 1977 to bring together historical material on all 
phases of Sandwich’s past and to write a new Town 
History and a book of Vital Records. These goals 
are now close. The History is being written and it is 
expected that the text will be complete about June 
1983 with the book itself being available later in the 
year. 


Important receipts at the Center during 1982 in- 
clude originals or copies of a large collection of 
wills and deeds from the Bourne, Hoxie and Tupper 
families.

HISTORICAL 
COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Commission was formed in 1971 when the 
Town voted to accept the provisions of Massachu- 
setts General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 8D. The 
duty of the Commission is to research, prepare, 
and maintain an inventory of physical historic 
assets in the whole town, as prescribed by the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission under these 
headings: 

1. Buildings (houses, barns, schools, factories, 

churches, and offices over 100 years old.) 


2. Structures (walls, herring bridges, 


wharves, the boardwalk, etc.) 


3. Monuments (Memorials in honor of war service, 
leaders, or historical events.) 


runs, 
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4. Burial Markers (cemeteries, tombs, noted per- 
sons buried, all stones earlier than 1830). 


5. Sites (location of Indian sites and historic spots, 
such as Christopher's Hollow, Old Briar Patch, 
the former brickyard and marine railway). 


Our inventory is important to the town as the basis 
of facts to be used in preparing historic tours, 
school history programs, lectures, historic maps 
and similar efforts to recognize and preserve our 
town heritage. The inventory is also the basis for 
Official identification of Sandwich historic assets in 
State and Federal programs such as National 
Register listings, new historic districts, and historic 
preservation grants. The files of the Commission 
on each old house and other historic features are 
public documents, and residents are welcome to 
use and copy them. Please come in to the Town 
Hall Annex (top floor) to find what is known of the 
age and history of hundreds of houses and other 
historic assets in Sandwich, including your own 
house if it is 19th Century or earlier. 


The Commission has completed an inventory of 
the stones in eighteen cemeteries with information 
on every grave marker, excepting only those in St. 
Peter’s Cemetery. These interral records are avail- 
able for anyone interested. We have aided a 
number of people with location of family graves or 
of plots. During the year we obtained the use of the 
interral records of Edward Nickerson and copied 
information on his burials in many Sandwich ceme- 
teries from 1898 on. 


Part of our inventory is a collection of current and 
early photographs of our various historic assets. 
During the year we enriched this collection signifi- 
cantly with gifts from Clara Field, Clare Morse 
Wing, Anna Caron, Bobby and Billy Ellis, Jane 
Mercier, Leona Kozlowski, Carolyn Crowell, Ella 
Hoxie, Donald Bourne and other friends. 


The Commission is entirely distinct from the Old 
King’s Highway Historic District Committee which 
is empowered to review additions or changes to 
buildings in the area north of the Mid-Cape High- 
way.

OLD KING’S 
HIGHWAY 


Regional Historic District 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In 1982 the Sandwich Historic District Committee 
acted on 241 applications for certificates of appro- 
priateness, a total roughly comparable to those of 
recent years. Of these applications, only 10 were 
finally denied. A few additional denials resulted in 
re-applications that were then approved. 


We take this opportunity to express our feelings of 
sorrow and outrage because of the total destruc- 
tion of the Freeman Farm historic site by a fire of 
- suspicious origin on December 29th. A little more 
faith in people and compassion for the building on 
the part of the owner might have prevented this 
loss. 


This year, as a result of recommendations made by 
the Committee studying the workings of the 
District, a new election procedure requiring can- 
_didates to file nomination papers and mandating 
all six towns in the district to hold elections on the 
same day in November was put into effect. This 
procedure places more emphasis on this important 
means of selecting new members for the Town 
Committees. Our Committee also adopted a plan 
outlining that portion of our District which was of 
most concern because of its historical sites. 


At the suggestion of the Committee, our Selectmen 
appointed Maximilian Ferro as our architect 
member. One of New England’s foremost preser- 
vation architects, he has proven of great 
assistance to both the Sandwich Committee and 
the six-town District Commission. 


We take this opportunity to thank Jonathan 
Leonard for his work on the Committee. His 
dedication and judgment will be missed. At the 
same time we welcome Mrs. Georgia Flagg of East 
Sandwich who takes Jonathan’s place beginning in 
1983. We also extend special thanks and best 
wishes to Mrs. Helen Palmer who has served as 
Secretary since the inception of the District and 
now wishes to step down. We again thank Building 
Inspector, Roland DeConto, for his help and co- 
Operation and Ms. Debbie Fournier for her 
assistance in processing the applications and pro- 
viding information to the public.

POLICE 
DEPARTMENT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


As Chief of Police, | respectfully submit my annual 
report for 1982. 


1982 was a busy year for the Sandwich Police 
Department. Total complaints investigated num- 
bered 6,400. 


Sandwich was fortunate in 1982, as it was every 
year since 1977, to have the lowest crime rate per 
thousand population, in Barnstable County. 


Breaking and entering, one of our more serious 
problems, increased to 133 from 110 in 1981. 228 
larcenies were investigated, up from 224 in 1981. 
Two rapes were investigated, one was cleared by 
court action, the other was unfounded. 


135 cases of vandalism, a continuing problem, 
were investigated, down from 165 in 1981. Other 
criminal investigations included assault 32, down 
from 48 in 1981 and auto theft 16, down from 20. 
Six forgeries were investigated, along with one 
arson and six receiving stolen property, 15 drug 
violations and 3 offenses against family. The re- 
maining complaints were of a minor criminal or ser- 
vice nature. 


Of the 6,400 complaints Sandwich Village ac- 
counted for 2,855, South Sandwich 1,333, East 
Sandwich 1,449, Forestdale 722 and Sagamore 
Beach 41. 


2,676 complaints were received between 8:00 A.M. 
and 4:00 P.M., 2,651 were recorded between 4:00 
P.M. and 12:00 Midnight, and 1,073 between 12:00 
Midnight and 8:00 A.M. 


Friday was the busiest day with 974 complaints, 
followed by Tuesday 949, Monday 938, Wednes- 
day 923, Saturday 915, Thursday 892, and Sunday 
809. 


A total of 231 arrests were made by members of 
the department, down from 255 in 1981. 50 inebri- 
ated persons were taken into protective custody 
and later released or transported to a detoxification 
center. 


Continuing the department's policy of strict 
enforcement of the motor vehicle laws, 2,557 cita- 
tions were issued, of which 641 required court ac- 
tion and 1,916 were warnings. 


161 motor vehicle accidents were investigated, 
down from 191 in 1981. One person died as the 
result of an accident on Rte. 130 on March 15, 
1982. 


Officers investigated 979 citizen reports of 
suspicious persons, vehicles or incidents, an- 
swered 732 burglar and holdup alarms, all but four 
of which were false, served 422 summonses and 
relayed 1,344 calls to the Dog/Conservation Officer 
from the Police Communications Center. 


Continuing its intensive housecheck program, the 
department members made 12,140 checks of va- 
cant homes. 289 homes and businesses were 
found open by officers during security checks. 


Assistance was rendered on 1,433 occasions, 635 
to the Fire Department and ambulance, 178 to 
other law enforcement agencies and Town Depart- 
ments, 26 to mentally disturbed persons, 64 to 
homeowners, 171 to disabled motorists, 156 
escorts, 79 civil matters, 11 medical assists and 
113 dog and conservation calls were handled by 
the police. 


62 Firearms ID cards were issued, along with 81 
pistol permits. 


$5,342.62 was turned over to the Town Treasurer 
from the sale of gun licenses, copies of police 
reports sold to attorneys and insurance com- 
panies, auction of found and surplus property and 
rental on the police alarm board. 


| would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
citizens of Sandwich, the Board of Selectmen and 
other Town departments and boards, other law en- 
forcement agencies, and of course, my own of- 
ficers, for the assistance and cooperation they 
have shown me during the year.

A total of 1,425 Calls were responded to during 
‘calendar 1982 by the Sandwich Fire Department. 
This shows a decrease of some 70 calls. Ambu- 
lance runs and brush fires are responsible for the 
greatest percentage of this decrease. 


Ambulance calls for the year 1982 accounted for 
approximately 50% of the total runs. 27 of these 
runs were mutual aid to other departments. For the 
residents of Sandwich who are our more recent 
citizens in town, we now have a charge for ambu- 
lance transportations. This was established by a 
vote at town meeting. 


Structural fires during 1982 show only an increase 
of 2 fires over the previous year, but estimated 
monetary losses increased greatly. This was due 
basically to two fires. The worst of these being the 
disaster that destroyed the Freeman Farm, a great 
loss felt by many people in the Town. 


During the year a total of 697 people had their 
blood pressures taken at the Fire Station. This is 
an increase of 166 over the previous year. 


Many members of the Permanent and Call Fire 
Departments have attended seminars, schools and 
special training courses in 1982. We presently 
have two members of the permanent fire force who 
are attending Paramedic School. Upon their com- 
pletion in June, we will then have six paramedics in 
the Fire Department. 


Proposition 21 is still a commanding factor in the 
operation of the Fire Department, as well as all 
other departments. In the near future | am going to 
have to ask for the replacement of certain vehicles 
now in the department, mainly a new ambulance 
and a pumper engine. 


Phone stickers with the Town’s emergency num- 
bers are available at Fire Headquarters. We also 
have Tot-Finder decals available. Remember when 
Calling to report an emergency call 888-2323. All 
other business can be done by calling 888-0525. 


As a reminder to those people who do not have 
street numbers on their homes, it sure would be a 
help if they did so. 


At this time, as in the past, | would like to thank all 
the Town Departments, individuals and neighbor- 
ing towns for the assistance given to the Fire 
Department in 1982.

PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Town of Sandwich Nursing Agency serves the 
residents in the geographical area of the Town of 
Sandwich (Sandwich, East Sandwich, South Sand- 
wich, Forestdale, and Sagamore Beach — the por- 
tion of Phillips Road and Sand Castle Drive that 
belongs to the Town of Sandwich). 


The Nursing Agency is a full-scaled Home Health 
Agency which offers skilled nursing, home health 
aides, occupational therapy, physical therapy, 
speech therapy and medical social work. These 
services are available to all residents of the town 
regardless of color, race, sex, age, handicap, or 
national origin. Other services include health pro- 
motion visits, maternity visits, geriatric counseling, 
and the blood pressure program. 


In conjunction with the Sandwich Health Associa- 
tion, the Nursing Agency offers Well Children Con- 
ferences, Well Women’s Conferences, Well Men 
Conferences, the Pre-school Clinic, and the Lead 
Poison Prevention Program. 


The Agency serves as a resource center by assist- 
ing the townspeople with information to meet their 
medical needs and emergency situations. 


As the town population continues to grow and the 
hospital stay of the patient is of a shorter duration, 
there is a greater demand for all of the Agency's | 
skilled services. Statistics show an increase of 
home health aide hours from 2,834.75 during FY 
1981 to 4,333.25 during FY 1982. There was an in- 
crease of therapy visits (occupational therapy, 
physical therapy, and speech therapy) from 398 
during FY 1981 to 508 during FY 1982. 


The Flu Clinics were held in Sandwich and the 
number of people attending the clinics increased 
because of the easy accessibility. Dr. Carlton A. 
Baker, with the assistance of the Agency's staff 
and volunteers gave the injections. The American 
Legion Post 188 provided the building and the 
Board of Health provided the entire financial assis- 
tance. 


During the Flu Clinics, the Sandwich Junior 
Woman's Club offer the Vial of Life to everyone that 
was interested in participating in the Vial of Life 
program. 


The Statistical Report states the nursing activities 
for fiscal year 1982. 


Group of Professional Personnel 
The Town of Sandwich Nursing Agency Group of 


Professional Personnel (GPP) held a_ budget 
meeting and three regular meetings during 1982. 


The 1982-1984 slate of nominees proposed by the 
GPP Nominating Subcommittee was approved by 
the GPP and submitted to the Board of Selectmen 
for final approval and appointment of the 
nominees. 


Joan Russell was elected Chairperson and Grace 
Day was elected Vice-Chairperson for a two year 
term. Merilyn Myers continues as Secretary. 


New members welcomed to the Group of Pro- 
fessional Personnel were Alvin Gibbs, Board of 
Health Representative; and Susan Miller, R.N. The 
resignation of John Jacobi was accepted with 
regret.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of Sandwich, Massachusetts: 


The Board of Health respectfully submits the 
annual report for 1982. Nineteen hundred and 
eighty-two was a busy, productive year for the 
Board of Health. The following items are some of 
the duties, obligations and regulations carried out 
by the Board on a daily basis throughout the year.

Responsibility for enforcing the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts Plumbing Code. 


Responsibility for issuing all plumbing permits 
and follow up with inspections to job comple- 
tion. 


. Responsibility for the enforcing and adminis- 


tering of Title V. 


. Responsibility for observing all percolation 


tests of on-site septic systems by Registered 
Professional Engineers. Check all these sys- 
tems to completion by licensed installers. 


. Responsibility for licensing all on-site septic 


system installers and requiring a test be per- 
formed to verify their knowledge of installing 
systems. 


. Responsibility for licensing rubbish and gar- 


bage collectors and regulating their operations 
to the Board’s satisfaction. 


. The Board of Health is responsible for main- 


taining the Landfill and its operation by the bid 
contract operator. The Landfill is operated 
according to a study and approval by the 
Bureau of Solid Wastes Division of D.E.Q.E.

. The Board receives all reports of wells drilled 


in the Town of Sandwich. This way we are 
assured that all wells are of good water quality. 
Records are kept of these reports for future 
reference. 


. The Board is responsible for inspection of all 


restaurants. The Barnstable County Sani- 
tarians assist the Board in this area. 


The Board licenses all restaurants, motels, 
hotels and all food handling establishments. 
We license cabins, cottages and others that 
take overnight or transient guests. Rentals by 
the week, month or year do not come under 
the jurisdiction of the Board. The Board also 
licenses all camps, trailer parks and permitted 
Camping uses. 


The Board has the authority to permit septage 
lagoon locations and regulate their use. The 
Board can also approve properly engineered 
stump dumps and landfill locations. 


The Board has the authority under the Human 
Habitation Regulations to require that apart- 
ment houses and other rental units meet the 
scope of these regulations. In the past we 
have had to close down units that would not 
or could not conform with these regulations. In 
other cases repairs have been made to meet 
the regulations. 


The Board receives complaints of the fore- 
going throughout the year and acts promptly 
to solve these problems. 


The Board takes and tests water samples on a 
regular basis from ponds, streams and marsh- 
es in Sandwich. We also take water samples 
from trouble spots that appear to indicate 
signs of pollution. Samples are taken when we 
have complaints of pollution. A log is main- 
tained of all these activities and is available 
to the public. 


The Board provides assistance to the Town 


Nurse and the Nursing Association. For a. 


number of years this Board has provided the 
funds for flu shot vaccine for the elderly and 
others that have required it. 


In the event of a suspected epidemic or an 
immunization program of some magnitude the 
Board of Health can act as Public Health 
Officials and proceed to control these events. 
We have had to do just that in the past. 


The following Officials are appointed by the Board 
of Health:

Complaints and other business necessary to the 
Board can be received at 888-4200, Monday 
through Friday, 8:30 a.m. - 4:30 p.m. The regular 
business hours for the Inspector is 8:30 a.m. -10:00 
a.m., Monday through Friday. The balance of each 
day is spent on inspections, complaints and other 
services as required. 


Recent water samples from the three monitor wells 
at the Landfill indicate that no substantial change 
has taken place since their inception in 1975. All 
tests were within the required parameters. We are 
pleased to make this report. In the future more 
monitor wells will be required for closer observa- 
tion of water quality at this facility. There is 
presently no indication of a plume or other con- 
tamination because of the Landfill. 


With the present operation at the Landfill and the 
reserve area being brought into use we should be 
able to stay on this site for the next fifteen years. 
We will know definitely when we firm up the plans 
for the reserve area. 


When this Landfill reaches its limit it will make an 
ideal solid waste transfer station and possibly a 
commuter parking area as well. We must always 
keep in mind this is State-owned property. 


The Board maintains a log of all septage delivered 
to the new lagoon area. These are available for 
your inspection. 


The Board regrets that there is no sewering for the 
Town. We believe it is needed now in certain areas 
and may be needed in other areas before too long. 
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Each year we declare lots unbuildable that cannot 
meet percolation tests. 


The Board continues to meet on the first Tuesday 
of each month. The exceptions are election times 
and legal Holidays. Notice is given and posted 
prior to any meeting change. 


The Board thanks all the Officials and Boards for 
their assistance through the year. Your assistance 
contributes to our success. 


We extend special thanks to the Barnstable Coun- 
ty Board of Health.

1981 - 1982 


The Barnstable County Health Department has 
always directed its programs toward the “promo- 
tion of health” for the residents of Barnstable Coun- 
ty. This year there has been greater emphasis on 
health education services both for health providers 
and for consumers, and on planning and organiza- 
tional changes. 


1) Health Counselling, screening, and blood 
pressure monitoring was offered by the public 
health nurse directors on a bi-monthly schedule at 
the work sites in Barnstable and Orleans. Ninety- 
one individuals have been seen. 


2) Continuing education programs for health 
agents, for community nurses, school nurses, for 
social workers, for multi-disciplinary groups have 
also related to the development of responsibility 
and understanding of one’s environment, one’s 
physical care, one’s behavioral situation. 598 
meetings were attended, 28 lectures given. 


3) Visibility, publicity and interpretation of services 
are being stressed and directed toward other coun- 
ty departments, the Financial Advisory Board, the 
public media, and community groups such as the 
League of Women Voters, Professional Advisory 
Committees. 


4) The County Health Department and the Cape 
Cod Community College co-sponsor the Health 
Resource Center. This department has provided 
$3,998.80 to pay for services and expenses of a 
coordinator, Linnea Gordon, who carries out a 
health education role. The 54 different users in- 
cluded three hospitals, five nursing homes, twenty- 
eight community agencies and ten professional 
group leaders. There were 241 showings of 
materials and some 1300 viewers. There are 387 
cardholders; these are professional health workers 
who have access to the audio-visual materials and 
library services of the college and to the Marine 
Biological Laboratory Library computer-search 
facilities. A Board of Directors is composed of 
representatives of community groups. 


5) The two dental hygienists have examined and 
instructed 3,290 pre-school and school children, 
have given topical fluoride application to 364 
kindergarten children, and supervised 1,394 
children in the fluoride rinse program: there are 
some 5,000 children in the total rinse program. 
Forty-one students from the Dental Hygiene Pro- 
gram have had field experience with this depart- 
ment. 


6) All inspections, site surveys, and visits in the 
Environmental Health program involve evaluation 
and instruction by the public health sanitarians; 
other town-inspectors, business owners and home- 
owners may request their services. 


The staff of three full-time and two summer inspec- 
tors reported: 


99 Housing inspections 
63 Lead Paint surveys 
286 Private water supply site inspections 
457 Sub-surface sewage inspections 
1,256 Inspections of food service establishments 
and markets 


The Laboratory Director-chemist, the bacteriolo- 
gist and senior aide completed analysis of water 
samples: 


1,499 Private well samples 
510 Surface waters 
3,616 Town water supply samples 
105 Landfill monitoring well samples for Brew- 
ster and Yarmouth 


A laboratory user fee schedule was instituted 
September 1, 1981. Consultation in the develop- 
ment of more extensive analysis of volatile 
organics was provided by Dr. Bernhard E. Bartels 
at Cape Cod Community College. 


7) Distribution of vaccines to area depots con- 
tinued: 1,090 doses of Tetanus Toxoid, 5,420 
doses of Polio vaccine, 3,150 doses of Tetanus 
Diphtheria, 200 doses of Diphtheria Tetanus, 272 
vials of Immune Serum Globulin, 280 doses of 
Typhoid vaccine, 4,980 doses of Diphtheria 
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Tetanus Pertussis, 1,030 doses of Measles- 
Mumps-Rubella, 217 vials of Tetanus Immune 
Globulin, 2,680 of Tuberculin PPD. 


The Epidemiological services provided for 159 
communicable diseases included Tuberculosis, 
Hepatitis, Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever; surveil- 
lance of Lyme Arthritis continues. 

8) Other services by public health nurses totalled 
312 visits to clinic and non-clinic patients. Thirty- 
four programs for nurses were held. Consultation 
for school nurses, and consultation and supervi- 
sion of home health agencies by agreement con- 
tinued. 


9) Under contract with the Mass. Department of 
Public Health, the team of social worker, physical 
therapist, nurse and three secretaries cared for 
696 children in the Handicapped Children’s Clinic. 
There were 1,242 visits to the clinic, 473 visits 
made by the Physical Therapist at home and 
school. Medical care was provided by:

The County Health Officer 
continued to be chairman of the Cape & Islands 
Hospital Consortium, served as member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, Personnel Committee, Long 
Range Planning Committee of the Board of 
Trustees of Barnstable County Hospital, Advisory 
Committee of Elder Services of Cape & Islands, 
chairman of Personnel Committee of Cape Cod 
Homemakers, Home Health Aid Service, Inc., ex- 
officio member of Health Resource Center, and 
elected member of the sub-area council of S.E. 
Mass. Health Planning and Development, Inc.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Since we now have over 2,200 Senior Citizens in 
Sandwich, the Council on Aging is assuming a 
greater role in the services rendered by the Town 
of Sandwich. We lost a good friend and firm sup- 
porter when Clarence VanBuskirk died and we still 
miss him; but still, with the full co-operation of a 
very fine Board of Trustees, the Council has been 
able to not only continue their services to the elder 
population but to increase that service. In the year 
of 1982, 2,130 seniors attended the twice weekly 
Drop In Center, 330 took part in the Friday Craft 
Class, 663 students in the Monday Art Class and 
597 took part in the Art Group under the very able 
direction of professional artist June Danforth on 
Wednesday. On Thursday, Albert Morse coor- 
dinated a Bridge Group with a total participation of 
800+. 


The third Thursday of each month Carol Marshall, 
Social Security Representative from Falmouth has 
been available and has served more than 150 peo- 
ple with Social Security and related problems. 


Five days each week the Meals on Wheels Group 
uses the Hall to prepare and deliver meals to 
homebound seniors. A total of 7,515 meals were 
delivered by volunteers who gave 2,960 hours of 
their time and traveled a total of 10,000+ miles. 


On April 6, 1982 a new program was started at the 
Clark-Haddad Hall and since that date a group of 
seniors have met twice a week to be served a 
nutritious meal by volunteers. Total meals served 
was 555. We were sorry to lose our longtime Nutri- 
tion Co-ordinator Joan McNaughton but we are 
happy to say that replacement Susan Bonney has 
been doing an excellent job and we look forward to 
a successful Nutrition Program in 1983. 


We fully appreciate the almost full use of the Clark- 
Haddad Memorial Hall but if and when we move to 
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the Human Service Bulding we know we will be 
able to increase the services offered to the Town of 
Sandwich. 


Cape & Islands Services has for the past two years 
funded our secretary and bookkeeper Trudy Gal- 
lucci. This funding is now coming to an end and we 
must find a way to keep this very wonderful person 
since our activities would be seriously curtailed if 
we were to lose Trudy. So we have asked the 
Finance Committee to advance additional funds for 
1983-84 so we may continue to serve our senior 
population as we have in the past. 


Bradley Kellogg, our Co-ordinator of Services per- 
formed the following services in 1982 — 3,153 
reassurance Calls, 346 friendly visits, 76 transports 
or errands. With the help of Trudy Gallucci, 
Bradley delivered 45 poinsettia plants to shut-in 
seniors for Christmas. Both Bradley and Trudy per- 
form far and above the call of duty and the Town of 
Sandwich is very well served. 


In 1977 Town Meeting voted funds to buy a Mini- 
Bus to be used by the Council on Aging to trans- 
port seniors. The Mini-Bus is now being used ona 
regular schedule four days a week and the total 
number of passengers has, once again, exceeded 
2,000. It is felt by all concerned that this expense to 
the Town has been fully justified. 


With the help and cooperation of the Cape Cod 
Bus Lines a trip a month has been planned for the 
entire year of 1983 and we expect to spend many 
pleasant hours with a warm and friendly group of 
seniors on one to three day trips. 


A report to the Town would not be complete 
without a mention of the wonderful group of 50 
volunteers who come to the Clark-Haddad Building 
to help prepare and deliver the meals to home- 
bound seniors and also those who cook and serve 
the meals two days a week to the group of seniors 
who are able to come to the Hall for an excellent, 
inexpensive and nutritious meal. 


Also a special thanks to those volunteer drivers 
who go out with their own cars or who drive the 
Mini-Bus for the benefit and enjoyment of Sand- 
wich Seniors. Without this dedicated group of 
volunteers we could not do the job that must be 
done in our wonderful town. 


The Friends of Sandwich Seniors have come to the 
aid of the Council each time a request was made, 
first when equipment was needed by the Con- 
gregate Meal Site and when a revolving fund was 
needed to help senior citizens in need. The Council 
on Aging is very pleased to have this back up 
organization and the good people who are 
members and supporters of the “Friends.”

COMMUNITY 
SCHOOL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Sandwich: 


One of humanities’ greatest freedoms is the free- 
dom of individuals to make choices which will 
enhance the quality of their lives. The Department 
of Community Education is dedicated to offering 
programs to the residents of Sandwich, hopefully, 
creating a better community in which to live. 


To facilitate community input in the Sandwich 
Community Schools, an Executive Council was 
formed by the Sandwich School Committee. 
Members for this year are: Robert Leahy, Chair- 
man; Naomi White, Vice Chairman; Adele Bartnett, 
Secretary; James Lucas, School Committee 
Representative; and also Robert Fraser; Elizabeth 
Gill; Sophie Glebow; Kathleen Keenan; Robert 
Nolan; Daniel O’Connell; and Wilma Stahura. | 
would like to express my personal thanks to each 
of these persons for their dedication and hard work 
in promoting citizen participation in education. 


This year the Community Schools offered over 200 
courses to the community with 2,085 people parti- 
cipating. Of the 2,085 people, 1,598 were Sand- 
wich residents and 487 were non-residents. | 
believe these figures represent a strong interest in 
the concept of Community Education offered here 
in Sandwich. 


The programs offered at your Community School 
have become so extensive and diverse that | have 
chosen three program areas of special interest to 
the community. They are the Pool, Extended Day 


Program, and the Little Red Schoolhouse Pre- 
School Program. 


1. Pool — The Sandwich Community Pool con- 
tinues to grow both in usage and income. Last year 
the pool income was at 100% of projection and this 
year will see us above that figure. Again the usage 
of the pool for Lap Swims has greatly increased 
with a larger percentage of memberships. Also, 
several new courses have been added such as 
Water Aerobics and our newly formed competitive 
age group team — The Stingrays. Special thanks 
should go to the maintenance staff for an upgrad- 
ing in pool care, thanks to Bob White, Jr.’s 
guidance. Also, special thanks to the Sandwich 
Aquatic Club for their generous donation of a 
storage drum and cover for the protection of the 
race lane. 


2. Extended Day Program at the Henry T. Wing 
School has an enrollment this year of 45 students. 
More than half of this number are full-time partici- 
pants. The average daily attendance ranges from 
18 to 25. At present, we are in the process of secur- 
ing additional space because of our enlarged 
enrollment. We have also undertaken a special 
project in accepting a special needs child from the 
Centerville area. It was felt that our program would 
be of benefit to this child for the social interaction 
among the children. A variety of activities are of- 
fered for the children: arts and crafts; board 
games; puzzles; sports activities; plays; contests. 
In addition, a nutritious snack is supplied each day. 


3. The Little Red Schoolhouse Preschool is a new self- 
funding program offered by the Community 
School. Thirty children are enrolled in a two-day or 
three-day program at the old red schoolhouse in 
Forestdale. A daily schedule of planned activities is 
provided by two professional teachers. Creative 
learning experiences are provided in art, music, 
cooking and dramatic play as well as language and 
mathematics readiness activities. Many communi- 
ty field trips have been provided to enrich the pro- 
gram. The Friends of the Little Red Schoolhouse is 
a parent advisory group and has been organized to 
provide the school with support and counsel. This 
group has worked on a number of fund raisers to 
help equip the school. Because the preschool has 
been so successful, plans are underway to expand 
this much needed community service. 


Last year | reported that the Community Schools 
had two goals in programming for the new year. 
This year | am pleased to report that a Preschool 
has been started thereby satisfying one of our ob- 
jectives. We will continue to work towards the crea- 
tion of an alternative High School so that all Sand- 
wich residents will be given the opportunity to 
finish their High Schoo! education. 
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As always, | urge you all to take advantage of the 
excellent facilities you are fortunate to have in 
Sandwich.

BIKEPATH 
COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Out of citizen interest, the Ad Hoc Bikepath Com- 
mittee was established in September for the pur- 
pose of investigating the feasibility of bikepath con- 
struction in Sandwich. The Committee has been 
very active since its conception and is excited 
about the prospects for the project it has devel- 
oped. 


Funding, of course, was a primary consideration. 
Each year the Massachusetts State Legislature 
passes a Transportation Bond Issue out of which a 
sum of money is set aside for bikepath construc- 
tion. And if a project is part of a regional plan, that 
project is eligible for 100% funding. The Com- 
mittee realized that the town could not in these 
times provide monies for bikepaths. Therefore, its 
approach was to devise a regional plan. 


Through the cooperation of the Army Corps of 
Engineers, permission has been obtained to con- 
nect a Sandwich bikepath to the Cape Cod Canal 
Service Road. Since this Service Road is an inter- 
town connection, joining with it qualifies the Sand- 
wich project for the necessary full funding. 


The Committee has studied many alternate routes” 
through town. A goal has been to provide, ultimate- 
ly, for a connection with a Barnstable proposed 
project on Race Lane. 


The Committee is currently prepared to submit the 
first phase of its project to the Department of 
Public Works Review Board for its consideration 
and recommendation. This phase is a combination 
of bikepaths and bikeways that connect the Canal 
Service Road with Sandwich Jr.-Sr. High School. | 


We are enthusiastic in our work. We are optimistic 
about the Review Board’s action. We anticipate the 
realization of our plan.

Report of the Ad Hoc 


CAMPGROUND 
COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of Sandwich: 


The Ad Hoc Campground Committee evolved out 
of an attempt by the Sandwich Conservation Com- 
mission to deal with some problems which had 
arisen at the Ryder Property. This land on Wakeby 
Lake, purchased by Sandwich Town Meeting in 
1974 as conservation land, was, over the next two 
years, improved with the construction of a bath- 
house, boat storage building, and other beach sup- 
port facilities. Contrary to what had been the ex- 
pectation, this area never became much utilized. 
Instead, it became the target of frequent van- 
dalism. 


To deal with these problems, the Conservation 
Commission formed a sub-committee to study 
possible solutions. This sub-committee proposed 
the idea of creating on the property a municipally- 
managed public campground and requested the 
Board of Selectmen to appoint an Ad Hoc Com- 
‘mittee to make further study. 


This committee, first convened in September, met 
regularly through the fall and winter. It examined a 
wide range of issues concerning the operation of 
campgrounds and gained much_ information 
through correspondence and through discussions 
with invited guests with campground knowledge. 


Particularly helpful to the Committee in their 
discussions were two non-members, one non- 
resident and one new resident, Mrs. Rose 
‘Broderick and Mr. Carl W. Eschelback, who, out of 
their enthusiasm for the project, gave much of their 
time and expertise to its study. 


The Committee’s research suggests that a public 
campground on the Ryder Property would have the 
potential to generate significant revenues for the 
town. Also, a campground, while providing a much 
increased utilization of the area, would provide for 
the supervision and maintenance of the property. 


The Committee at all times in its deliberations has 
had in mind a campground designed to preserve 
the valuable natural resources of the area. The em- 
phasis has been on a wilderness campground with 
construction carefully planned to avoid destruction 
of trees and other vegetation. 


Chief among the concerns of the Committee in this 
project has always been to serve the town. Itself 
convinced that a campground is a viable project, 
the Committee has determined to solicit the opi- 
nion of the citizens. We stand ready to continue in 
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this project, but only with the assurance that this 
effort proceeds with the general support of the 
citizens.

The Sandwich Arts Council was originally formed 
as a sub-committee of the Executive Council of the 
Community School. Because of the need to limit 
the Community School funding, the Arts Council 
was eliminated from the budget. This action was 
taken at the time that the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts introduced a legislative act to 
establish a Lottery for the Arts. One requirement of 
this law was the creation of a Arts Lottery Council 
in each town and city of the Commonwealth. The 
then existing Sandwich Arts Council members 
were appointed by the Selectmen of Sandwich as 
the Sandwich Arts Lottery Council for the purpose 
of directing the funds raised through the state’s 
Arts Lottery. To date, $114. has been allotted to the 
Town of Sandwich.

2. To submit to the (State) Arts Lottery Council an 
outline of the planned use of the fund.

The outgrowth of these 
studies became the recommendations presented 
to Town Meeting. 


With the support of the Board of Selectmen and the 
Finance Committee, a request for a total of 
$150,000.00 was made and approved. This re- 
quest was to buy materials and to have the 
students of the Upper Cape Regional Vocational 
High School construct a building to house the 
Council on Aging, the Public Health Nurse and the 
School Administration Offices with a multi-purpose 
hall available to other groups in town. The spirit of 
this proposal was an old fashioned “barn raising” 
with “Grass Roots” support from the community, 
thereby meeting the needs outlined for a minimum 
investment! 


After many false starts and delays, the committee 
has final drawings and specs by Architect Milton 
Schwartz, and has approval of the various boards 
and committees required, and is ready to move for- 
ward with construction. The final direction of this 
project is to be made this spring by the Finance 
Committee and/or Town Meeting.

Approximately forty places of business were 
visited in the Town of Sandwich to check the ac- 
curacy of various measuring devices.

Special testing and sealing were pro- 
vided during the year after measuring devices had 
been repaired at some places of business. 


The updating of test equipment continued during 
the year through the replacement of old equip- 
ment. 


It is recommended that the fees charged for testing 
and sealing be raised 50% beginning next fiscal 
year to meet the increased cost of operating the 
Weights and Measures Department, and to reduce 
the net cost to the Town of Sandwich. Most of the 
surrounding Towns have already raised their fees 
or are in the process of doing so. Town Meeting ac- 
tion is required to change the fees presently 
established by the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. 


The sum of $630.00 obtained in fees during the 
year was turned over to the Town Treasurer.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETINGS 


School Committee meetings are held at 7:30 p.m. 
on the fourth Wednesday of each month at the 
Sandwich Elementary School. 


SCHOOL ENTRANCE 


Kindergarten: 

Any child resident of Sandwich may attend Kinder- 
garten provided he/she has reached the age of five 
years on or before September first of the year of 
entrance. 


The State Laws require that all children seven 
years of age and over, who are physically and men- 
tally able, attend school. 


BIRTH CERTIFICATE 


A birth certificate is required for all children enter- 
ing either Kindergarten or Grade 1. 


MEDICAL REQUIREMENTS 


Medical requirements for school entrance are im- 
munizations, according to the General Laws of 
Massachusetts, certified by a doctor. 


State Regulations: 

The School Committee or Board of Health shall 
Cause every child in the public schools to be separ- 
ately and carefully examined by a physician duly 
registered in Massachusetts within six months 
before entrance to school or during the first year 
after entrance and at intervals of either three or 
four years thereafter. 


NO SCHOOL 


Every effort will be made to have school whenever 
feasible. On days when transportation by bus is im- 
possible, school will not be in session. Notice will 
be broadcast over radio stations WEEI, WNAC, 
WBZ, WHDH, WOCB, and WSDH at 7:00, 7:30 and 
8:00 a.m. In addition, there will be signals from the 
fire stations at 7:00 a.m. and 8:00 a.m. as follows: 
four signals from the East Sandwich and Forest- 
dale Stations and the Sandwich Station will sound 
2 pause 2 signal four times. In the event that it 
becomes necessary to close school before the 
regular dismissal time due to power failure, severe 
weather conditions, etc., the above radio stations 
will broadcast this information at 12:00 noon. 
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Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


It is my pleasure to submit my third Annual Report 
as Superintendent of the Sandwich School 
System. 


Despite the difficult times financially, my tenure as 
Superintendent has been made most pleasant as a 
result of the continuing support of the community, 
the high calibre of professional staff, a superior 
student body and last, but by no means least, an 
extremely dedicated, conscientious and supportive 
school committee. 


This year we have seen two new members added 
to our committee, Mr. William Thompson and Mr. 
David Buckley. These individuals replace Mr. Earl 
Lantery and Mr. Bruce Stanford. Mr. Stanford has 
now become a Selectman for the Town of Sand- 
wich. 


The fine work done by our departing members is 
now being picked up and carried on by their 
replacements. 


This year the achievement of our students hit a 
new high with average SAT mathematics scores in 
excess of 500, and a steady annual increase in ver- 
bal scores, which shows strong promise. At the 
elementary level, between 52% and 56% of our 
students have scored on a nationally normed stan- 
dardized achievement test in the upper third when ~ 
compared nationally. 


During the coming year, we shall focus emphasis 
on several areas. Among those are: 


Teacher Evaluation: A new instrument for evaluation 
was developed last year by teachers. The purpose 
of this new instrument is to help teachers to im- 
prove in their instructional performance. | am confi- 
dent that this instrument will assist in maintaining 
the high quality of education that has historically 
been provided to the students of Sandwich. 


Junior High Program: This program now in its first 
year has undergone changes since its inception. 
This is as might be expected and through this 
modification, a program is being developed which 
offers substantially new benefits to our students. 


Basic Skills: Continued emphasis is being placed on 
this important area, with high results. However, the 
basic skills today are not the same as they were 
twenty years ago and computer literacy is rapidly 
assuming its proper place among the three R's. 
Federal funds have been acquired and used for the 
purchasing of micro computers for our elementary 
school. Skills to be taught at each grade level have 
been defined and elementary students are now 
having an introduction to this important facet of 
their education. 


In our efforts to provide our students with a com- 
petitive edge when compared with other students 
in Massachusetts (and nationally) we must be con- 
tinuously modifying our curriculum. It has now 
been announced that a computer literacy compo- 
nent is being added to the SAT’s which are taken 
annually by our students. As the computer lan- 
guage to be included in this test is PASCAL, 
changes will be made immediately to provide our 
students with this background in their high school 
experience. 


High School Evaluation: In the 1982-1983 school 
year, Sandwich High School was evaluated by the 
New England Association of Schools and Colleges. 
In their final report to the staff of our high school, it 
was stated that in comparison with most high 
schools in the State, ours ranked as superior. 
There were, however, a number of suggestions for 
improvement made and these will be reviewed 
carefully and considered as goals in the coming 
year. 


For more detailed information regarding progress, 
problems, and the goals of our system, | offer the 
following: 


Elementary School: 

During the past year, there was a major concern 
for the growing student-teacher ratio, which will 
most likely continue. At the present time, our ratio 
for homeroom assignments remains at a low of 
twenty-three with a high of thirty-one; however, in 
various reading and math groups, the high number 
can reach thirty-six. We will continue to address 
this concern, but without either additional teachers 
or a reduction in student enrollment, this situation 
will persist. 


One encouraging aspect that has been developing 
over the last year has been school volunteers. We 
have continued to work in this area and in 
September, two of our volunteers, Mrs. Nancy 
Hopkins and Mrs. Gerri Matty, made a more direct 
approach and have found more than seventy-five 
people who have volunteered more than 104 hours 
per week. May | renew in this report, our call for 
even more volunteers. A call to the school is all that 
is needed. In addition to the individual volunteer ef- 
fort, | should mention the contributions made by 
the Heritage Museum. Two special projects have 
been ongoing for some time; namely, their 
Outreach Program and the Art History Project. 
These programs reach all students in all grades 
from Kindergarten to Grade six. The Thornton 
Burgess Society also has supported us with a Na- 
tional History project for more than two years, and 
in 1983, this will be formalized and directed to 
Grades 4, 5 and 6. So, you can see, when the term 
“volunteer” is used, it really creates a sizeable list. 


Other changes continue, such as in the Language 
Arts curriculum area, with the initiation of a listen- 
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ing program in Grades 1 though 5 this year. Soon 
we will be implementing a speaking program. 
Creative writing is also an integral part of the cur- 
riculum, beginning even in Grade 1. An example of 
creativity is our weekly in-house television news 
show WING NEWS. This program involves sixth- 
grade students, primarily writing news scripts from 
materials provided by the high school radio station 
and then making their own delivery on camera. 
Another small group of students is involved in the 
Weather Watchers program, telephoning to the 
high school radio station daily for broadcast via 
tape recording. Each classroom also has other 
creative aspects. After school this continues with a 
group in a newly organized Video Club and a Bird 
Watchers (Natural History) group. The band and 
chorus programs and our seasonal intramural 
athletic programs continue as well. In the area of 
mathematics, there is participation in both the Con- 
tinental Math League and the New England Math 
League. These programs are competitive mathe- 
matics contests and our students have consistently 
scored among the highest-ranked schools. Hang- 
ing in our lobby at the elementary school is a com- 
memorative plaque in recognition of the students’ 
efforts. We are now looking forward to the imple- 
mentation, in a small way at first, of a learning pro- 
gram with computers. Many staff members have 
participated in the training program already, with 
others taking courses in this area. Now with the ar- 
rival of an extension of the high school Wang com- 
puter and an Apple II microcomputer, things will 
begin to happen to further the education of the 
children enrolled. 


Sandwich Jr.-Sr. High School: 

On September 9th, 1982, our doors opened to 986 
students. There were 610 registered in the high 
school (Grades 9-12) and 376 in the junior high 
school (Grades 7 & 8). On October 1st, our enroll- 
ment increased to 1,020 students (Grades 7-12). 
This was an increase of thirty students over the 
October 1, 1981, figure. 


No new teachers have been hired during the past 
two years, even though our enrollment is growing 
and will continue to grow. At this time we have fifty- 
five teachers, eight department heads who also 
teach, and four guidance counselors who work a 
four-day week. 


The increase in enrollment, coupled with a non- 
hiring policy, will place serious restraints on our 
programs. If we are forced to hold to our current 
practices, it will be necessary to require that our 
Curriculum programs meet the needs of the 
building. the classrooms are limited to thirty 
students per room because of their size. If we 
place more than thirty students in a room, we will 
be creating safety problems. 


If the size of the staff is not increased, we will need 
to review the small sectional classes which exist in 


the areas of advanced placement, honors, and 
remedial curriculum. This will be necessary in 
order to accommodate the larger sections of the 
regular curriculum program and by so doing, elimi- 
nate the overcrowding of classrooms. 


The Sandwich School System is in a unique posi- 
tion in that its enrollment is on the upswing, 
whereas most other school districts are experienc- 
ing a degrease in enrollment. 


The new junior high program initiated in Septem- 
ber, 1982, makes several improvements which 
have been concerns of staff and parents. The 
junior high school has been assigned to one sec- 
tion of the building, in order to eliminate the inter- 
mingling of junior and senior high students. The 
junior high students have been assigned lunch 
periods during which a minimum of senior high 
students are in the cafeteria. The curriculum pro- 
gram places one-hundred students with four 
teachers. These four teachers constitute a team 
and they have the same students throughout the 
year. These teams meet amongst themselves with 
administrators and with parents. They plan 
together and integrate the various curricular 
wherever and whenever possible. The program is 
being evaluated at this time, and some refinements 
are planned for the 1983-1984 school year. We are 
very pleased with the new junior high program and 
feel that it is the direction in which we should be 
heading. 


Special Education: 


The primary goal of the Special Education Depart- 
ment has been to educate all exceptional children 
in a way that addresses their needs but does not 
isolate the child or unduly deprive them of the 
variety of opportunity provided by the regular 
education program. Toward this end, in-service 
programs have been conducted at the junior- 
senior high school and the elementary school to 
help regular classroom teachers work effectively 
with their special needs students without detriment 
to other students within the classroom. Programs 
have been conducted in the management of 
behavior and in adapting the manner of academic 
instruction to meet individual student needs. At the 
elementary school, a generic consulting teacher 
works with all regular classroom teachers to facili- 
tate the individual educational plans of students 
who spend all of their time within the regular edu- 
cation program in order to succeed. 


The school adjustment counselor and the school 
psychologist have initiated a program working with 
parents on behavior management at home and 
home-school issues. All parents are invited to par- 
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ticipate in these sessions as space is available 
within them. 


Within the last year the Special Education Depart- 
ment has been working with parents of children 
with special needs in the formation of a local ad- 
visory council. Our council is called PISES (Part- 
ners in Special Education in Sandwich), and we 
have our regular meetings on the second Monday 
of each month. There is a regular schedule of 
speakers each month who address issues of 
relevance to families of children with special 
needs. The meetings also provide general informa- 
tion and support for families and offer a structure 
for the planning of services to meet the needs of 
special students. 


As we develop a budget for the 1983-1984 school 
year, we are forced once again, due to fiscal con- 
straints, to consider elimination of educational pro- 
grams. As of this writing, the results of this concern 
are uncertain. Nevertheless, as | contemplate any 
reduction in our educational offering, | become in- 
creasingly aware of the close relationship which 
exists between the qualities of the school system 
and the life of the community, and properly so, for 
the schools are continuously reflecting the needs 
and desires of the community. The aspirations, ex- 
pectations and hopes which people cherish are in 
large part transmitted to the next generation 
through this institution and they are inextricably 
related to one another. 


Unlike any other agency, the schools are naturally 
oriented toward the future and the commitment 
which a community makes to the next generation is 
held by its school system. 


But, if we are to achieve the high purpose that has 
been set by the forefathers of our country, and, 
particularly those of the proud little community of 
Sandwich, we must have a fresh recognition of pur- 
pose and a new commitment to these goals of pro- 
viding the next generation with the ability to govern 
themselves and society. 


We must be prepared to take whatever steps are 
required in order to staff our schools with a suffi- 
cient number of the finest teachers available. 


Under the financial constraints of Proposition 2¥o, 


additional funding is no longer available to meet 
the staffing needs of our growing high school 
population. 


Once again this year the citizens of Sandwich will 
be called upon at Town Meeting to speak out for 
the educational system which they cherish. 


This is a privilege and a responsibility which | firmly 
believe the citizens of this Town are anxious to 
exercise. 


In the year to come, to whatever extent it is possi- 
ble or to whatever extent it is financially permiss- 
able, | shall continue to provide the schools with 
the educational leadership and direction which | 
believe meets the needs of this community. 


It is my sincere pleasure to serve such a proud and 
aware citizenry.

Report of the 
School Nurses 


Two pre-school clinics were held at the Public 
Health Office. Twenty-nine children were seen for 
physical exams. This visit included blood work for 
hemoglobin and lead poison level, blood pressure, 
urinalysis, dental screening and needed immuni- 
zations were given. Those immunizations included 
eleven DPT’s, ten polio, eighteen Tine tests and 
three Mantoux. 


The Fluoride Rinse Program in Grades two and 
three has 194 students participating.

CAPE COD GLASS WORKS 


and FUTURE CANAL 


The cover drawing reproduced here courtesy 
of the Sandwich Historical Society shows a great 
deal of Sandwich history as of 1884, or 100 years 
ago. The industrial buildings in the foreground 
are located on the railroad tracks at Willow Street 
running west through the gas company’s installa- 
tion. The two buildings at the left were com- 
pleted in 1859 and were called the Cape Cod 
Glass Works. They were built by Deming Jarves 
for his son, John W. Jarves, who married Mary 
Waterman and lived at 5 Jarves Street, the only 
member of the Jarves family to live in Sandwich. 
Unfortunately, John died in 1863. 


The building at left with square stack is the 
office with boiler room, steam engine, machine 
shop and rooms for cutting and decorating glass. 
The larger building beyond contains the glass fur- 
nace, pot house and annealing oven for actually 
making glass. The second furnace and chimney at 
right were added in 1864 when this was one of 
the most modern and efficient glass factories in 
America. 


However, Jarves was crushed by the death of 
his son and took little interest in the plant, which 
closed in 1869 on Jarves’ own death. In 1882 the 
unused plant was sold to Charles W. Spurr who 
commenced the manufacture of wood veneer 
here, used for wallpaper, furniture decoration and 
specialties. He completed the right hand building 
with the dormer section in 1884. Spurr leased 
the glass-making to a Doctor R. C. Flower who 
made a fancy glass called Vasa Murrhina here, 
1883-1885. The cutting and decorating rooms 
were leased to the Boston & Sandwich Glass Co. 
in 1888 and later to Albert V. Johnston to finish 
lamp shades. These activities were all moved out 
of this plant in 1892. Veneer was made here 
again during World War | for aircraft skin. The 
main buildings and stacks were demolished in 
1921. 


In this view the houses at right are o 
Church Street. At extreme right the 2-stor 
building is the Thayer Lumber Yard and Planin 
Mill. Beyond this is Mill Creek and then the up 
land in the marsh where the “CRIB” or Sandwic 
Cooperative Glass Co. had a small glass factor 
operating from 1888 to 1891. 


In the distance the drawing shows in joyft 
anticipation the long-awaited Cape Cod Canal. | 
1883 a license to build the Canal had been give 
to the Cape Cod Ship Canal Company which wa 
required to spend $25,000 in actual constructio 
within four months. The way they did this wa 
to bring in hundreds of oak piles and drive then 
into the upland next to Scusset Marsh and th 
anticipated line of dredging for the future canal 
This formed a large T-shaped wharf on dry lan 
which is the one seen in this drawing with rai 
tracks leading onto it. 


Ever since the first application to build th 
canal in 1801, it had been thought that the cana 
would lead to an immense freight and tradin 
center at Sandwich with much new employment 
Hence this wharf was felt to be vitally needed 
Its location was at the present freezer plant be 
side the Marina. 


Early in 1884 the dredge belonging to Fred 
erick A. Lockwood of East Boston commencet 
work from the beach and into Scusset Marsh nea 
Town Neck, digging a trench 200 feet wide an 
dumping the spoil on the north bank. Hundre 
came to picnic and watch this operation. Thi 
dredge was only strong enough for soft materia 
and broke down repeatedly when it struck har 
clay and boulders. It worked for six years an 
never even got up to where the wharf was waitin

Most of us will remember Alvan as the “Man on 
the Bulldozer’’ at rhe Town Dump — personally 
making few deposits, but many withdrawals, 
with interest. Because of his good eye for soon- 
to-be-buried treasures, the town dump will take 
several additional years to fill.

Tractor Hobbyist.”

SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The fact that Proposition 2% legislation has had a 
major impact on the manner in which the Town’s 
budget is formulated and, therefore, ultimately 
the level of services which the Town can afford to 
fund, is undeniable. We, consequently, begin our 
annual report as has been done the past four 
years, with a discussion of this legislation. 


Rather than make decisions on appropriations 
and prepare a budget based upon need, we are 
obligated to formulate the Town’s budget based 
upon a mandated monetary limit imposed by this 
legislation. Some would allow that this has been 
good for the Town, and others will state that is 
has not been healthy. However, it is a fact that 
we have not been able to maintain services at the 
level at which they were prior to Proposition 2%. 
We continue our commitment to prioritized 
funding of the budgets of the school, police and 
fire departments and have tried to make cuts in 
areas we hope the impact would be felt the least. 
This we have done for three consecutive years. 


However, we are quite certain, as we enter into 
budget preparation this fall, that the time has 
come, as we knew it would eventually in a grow- 
ing community such as ours, when we must ask 
our townspeople if they will allow us to over- 
ride the levy limit placed upon us by Proposition 
2%. We understand that you will want to know 
exactly the reasons we ask for this override and, 
as the Town’s budget takes shape, with the assist- 
ance of our Finance Committee, we will provide 
detailed substantiation for such a request. 


After several years of delay, the Town was finally 
able to present its case before the State Appellate 
Tax Board regarding the valuation of state-owned 
land in our Town. The state, with no justifica- 
tion, chose to arbitrarily assign a value of $12 
million on state land in 1980, down from a valua- 
tion of $15 million in prior years. This action 
resulted in a loss of $400,000. of revenue on our 
‘State Cherry Sheet reimbursement. 


Under the most able direction of Town Counsel 
Alan Green, with expert testimony of appraiser 
Martin Coleman of Waltham, and assistance from 
William Taylor and Richard LeClerc of our En- 
gineering Department, voluminous documenta- 
tion and information was presented before the 
Appellate Tax Board in Boston. 
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In November we received the most exciting news 
that we had won our case. The Appellate Tax 
Board ruled in our favor in finding that the fair 
cash value of state-owned land in Sandwich is 
$29,208,000. This decision will have a profound 
impact on our town as it means the state owes us 
approximately $3,400,000. in back monies since 
1980 and additional revenue each year in the 
future on the Cherry Sheet reimbursement. Our 
work, however, is not entirely finished in this 
case. We must prevail in the appeal the state has 
filed with the Supreme Judicial Court, and we 
will also have to ensure that legislation be sub- 
mitted to ask the state legislature to appropriate 
the monies owed to us. We are very optimistic 
that we will be successful in this appeal and in 
the legislature; however, realistically, we are 
probably looking at a two year process before we 
actually receive any of these monies. 


In the May 1983 Annual Town Meeting you 
authorized permission to use $95,000. of money 
from the Tax Stabilization Fund to be added to 
$120,000. from the Marina Account, so that we 
could construct approximately 35 slips for our 
commercial fishing fleet. We were pleased with 
this vote as we interpreted it as a re-affirmation 
of the support the Town has consistently given 
to plans for future development of the marina 
and adjacent land. 


We stated, in presenting the Article, that the Tax 
Stabilization money would only be used if we 
failed to secure passage of a Bill we had filed in 
the legislature. We can inform you that this Tax 
Stabilization money will not be used, as House 
Bill No. 2194 was passed as part of the state’s 
capital outlay package. Asa result, the Town will 
receive $600,000. of state monies to construct 
the much-needed commercial fishing slips and 
also some additional recreational slips. 


The passage of this Bill was due to the intense 
lobbying and efforts on our behalf of many local 
and state-level individuals, agencies and groups. 
However, none worked harder than our State 
Representative Tom Lynch who drafted the Bill 
and assumed responsibility for guiding it through 
the legislative process. We thank him for his 
efforts. 


Before actual construction can begin on this 
project, three things must occur. We must: 


1. Convince the State Director of Administra- 
tion and Finance to release the money for 
our project in the first year of the state’s 
three-year capital outlay bonding issue; 

2. Finish negotiating with the Corps on a new 
long-term lease; 

3. Acquire the remaining necessary permits 
from State agencies. 


We are addressing these issues so that construc- 
tion may begin as soon as is possible. 


The Corps of Engineer’s long-term study of the 
expansion of the East Boat Basin is still continu- 
ing and has passed into its third and final stage. 
When finally completed this study will make 
recommendations to us as to how much of the 
adjacent town-owned 22 acre parcel should be 
used to enlarge the existing basin water area. We 
can expect the final stage of this study to be com- 
pleted within two years. 


The Beard made the decision in August to begin 
the process to bring a Cable Television System 
into the Town. We intend to rely heavily upon 
the expertise of our appointed seven-member 
Cable Television Committee to assist us through 
this process and ultimately with the awarding of 
the license. We are hopeful that arrangements 
can be made so construction of the system can 
be done throughout most of the Town. 


We are convinced that our present means of dis- 
posing of refuse by the landfill method is environ- 
mentally unsound. The potential contamination 
of ground water is ever present and, because of 
this, we will be seeking alternatives for our Town. 
We are investigating the feasibility of joining with 
other towns in seeking what we hope to be a 
cost-effective alternative to our landfill operation. 


We are hopeful that the Planning Board is success- 
ful in obtaining a state grant for an updating of 
our Master Plan. A current Master Plan is con- 
sidered a prerequisite by the State in granting 
any monies to a town for purchase of open land 
in their community. We feel the Town has bene- 
fitted greatly by its willingness over the years to 
appropriate funds for purchase of conservation 
land. Unfortunately, directly because of Propo- 
sition 2% limitations, our land acquisition pro- 
gram has fallen by the wayside. We hope to 
reactivate this program by seeking state money 
once we have a current Master Plan for our 
Town. 


In a very real sense, land acquisition can insure 
the protection of our acquifer and maintain the 
rural, peaceful character of our communities. 

In closina we would like to extend our sincere 
expression of appreciation to those townspeople 
on the various boards, committees and commis- 
sions who give unselfishly of their time and 
energy in service to the Town. The responsibili- 
ties they willingly assume play no small part in 
the effective functioning of our Town.

ASSESSORS 


The revaluation of all real and personal propert 
in the Town of Sandwich, conducted by th 
J.M. Cleminshaw Co., Inc., has been ongoin 
through all of 1983 and is expected to be con 
cluded early in 1984. The process has bee 
agonizingly protracted for a number of reason 
principally among which have been a staffin 
deficiency at the state level in the Departmen 
of Revenue, and internal problems experienc 

by the Cleminshaw company with compute 
keypunching and tape conversion. 


Massachusetts law, during the most recen 
legislative session, has, to some degree, alleviate 
the burden on assessment offices by increasin 
from two to three the number of years betwee 
which towns must be certified by the Depa 

ment of Revenue as assessing at full and fai 
cash value. 


As our own revaluation nears completion, 
know with increasing exactness the new assess 
value of the town. It appears as of this repor 
that that value will be about $660,000,000.0 
an increase of about 65% over the 1977 valu 
tion figure. This increase will produce a co 
responding decrease in the tax rate, allowin 
only for the small increase in levy allowabl 
under the provisions of Proposition 2%. 


Happily, the long-pending legal action of th 
Sandwich Board of Assessors vs. the Departmen 
of Revenue regarding the value of state-owne 
land in Sandwich was resolved in Novembe 
with a judgment significantly in Sandwich’ 
favor. Whereas the Department of Revenue ha 
placed a value of 12.4 million dollars on the 

lands at the time of its assessment in 1980, th 
Appellate Tax Board’s judgment has determine 
the value to be 29.8 million dollars. Predictably 
the Department of Revenue has appealed th 
decision. But if the judgment is upheld, thi 
17.4 million dollar increase in value represent 
substantial additional monies in reimbursemen 
to the town each year on the Cherry Sheet a 
well as a retroactive settlement. 


The Board of Assessors is currently studying t 
determine the best future course of action fo 
the town as assessing has, on the one hand 


become more and more computer dependent, on 
the other hand, the Department of Revenue has 
defined more and more regulations and pro- 
cedures which lengthen time requirements.

There is no satisfactory 
data that proves that any part of Cape Cod could 
survive the immediate or delayed effects of a 
nuclear attack/war. The plan proposes to bring 
over 430,000 people to Cape Cod, thereby caus- 
ing severe hardship to both the Evacuees and the 
Host Towns.

PLANNING BOARD 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


During the past year the Planning Board has 
acted on 9 Definitive Plans and 38 plans deemed 
to be Approval Not Required. In addition to this 
the Board acted in conjunction with the Board of 
Appeals to approve a 67 unit multifamily devel- 
opment. 


The Board agreed to modify two existing develop- 
ment schedules in order to allow for the more 
orderly construction phasing of any already ap- 
proved multifamily development in one case and 
to reduce the number of potentially buildable lots 
available in the next two years. 


The building ‘“‘BOOM” continues at an acceler- 
ated pace. This year saw more building permits 
issued than in any previous year. The growth 
control restrictions continued in effect through- 
out the year as a result of the high rate of build- 
ing. 

It was with regret that the Board accepted, in 
August, the resignation of Mr. Herbert Rosen- 
berg. Mr. Rosenberg’s relocation to California 
caused him to relinquish the position on the 
Board which he had filled so well since 1978. 
His insight, sensitivity and untiring service on 
behalf of the citizens of Sandwich will long be 
remembered. The Board of Selectmen appointed 
Mrs. Shirley Coleman of Dale Terrace to fill the 
uncompleted portion of Mr. Rosenberg’s term of 
office. Mrs. Coleman has proved to be a most 
able member of the Board and should be com- 
plemented for her public spirit in volunteering 
her time and energies on behalf of her fellow 
citizens. 


Mr. William Taylor, Town Engineer, and Mr. 
Richard LeClerc, his assistant, have served the 
Board well as technical advisers throughout the 
year. We thank them for their assistance. 


During the summer the Planning Board Office 
was relocated to the Town Hall Annex building. 
Mrs. Alice M. Maiato served the Planning Board 
well in spite of the disruption of the office being 
moved and the need for her to assist in the opera- 
tion of the Inspector's office. We thank her for 
her hard work and perseverance.

Testing and sealing procedures were conducted 
during 1983 in some thirty-eight places of busi- 
ness that serve the public in Sandwich. Various 
types of measuring devices were checked for 
accuracy and condition. Those that met the

The fee increase was similar to 
policy followed by most of the towns on Ca 
Cod. The increased revenue to the Town 
Sandwich will make the Weights and Measu 
Department more self-supporting than it 
been in the past. 


The sum of $932.00 obtained in fees during 
year was submitted to the Town Treasurer.

| submit my report for fiscal 1983 — 1984. Gen- 
eral maintenance included resurfacing, patching, 
brushing, and reconditioning with oil and sand 
cover. This year we oiled and sanded the Service 
Road. Good maintenance of the roads is an in- 
vestment against costly repairs. 


New gas pumps have been installed at the High- 
way Department premises. This has been a 
convenience and a tremendous savings to the 
Town. 


When | was first elected to this position | had ten 
men in my employ; we now have seven. In 
spite of the cut in manpower, we have been able 
to maintain proper functioning of this depart- 
ment. The purchase of new, badly needed 
equipment has been one of the advantages that 
has enabled us to function properly. This year 
| have submitted a request to the Finance Com- 
mittee for a “Flail—-Mower.” This piece of 
equipment will enable us to brush and mow 
with one man operating the machine as opposed 
to two or three with brush cutters, etc., as has 
been the case through the years. 


One of my major concerns for the Town is that 
there are various gravel roads that should be 
abandoned by the Town. For example; portions 
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of Great Hill, Gully Lane, Discovery Hill, Kiahs 
Way, etc., to list just a few. These roads have 
been in limbo for years and slowly people are 
building homes in these areas. These roads are 
approximately 8’ wide, barely wide enough for 
one car to drive on. To bring these roads up to 
standards would be a significant expense to the 
Town. My reason for making the Town aware of 
this is that under present financial conditions 
maintenance for our regular roads has become 
out of proportion and some very serious con- 
siderations will have to be examined if these 
roads have to be upgraded. 


Also, when | became Highway Surveyor | 
initiated a policy whereby Bud Thayer of the 
Park Department and Tony Martin of Conserva- 
tion would use their Town trucks to help with 
snow removal. My reason for this stems back to 
when | was a young man attending Town meet- 
ing, and the general consensus of the citizens was 
that over and above the Highway Department 
trucks being used for plowing, etc., they would 
like to see other town vehicles utilized. 


Recently it has been suggested by the Selectmen 
that | no longer utilize them. Their reasons, 
“wear and tear on their equipment.’”” To my 
knowledge the only break-down on either vehicle 
has been an occasional replacement of a wind- 
shield wiper blade. We have about 6 to 7 snow 
storms per year, the amount of miles per storm is 
approximately 50 to 60 miles, this totals 420 
miles per year. A very important factor also is 
that these vehicles cover two vital areas of Town, 
and if there was an emergency ambulance or 
police run, we have radio contact with these 
vehicles and they could be a tremendous help. 


Both men are just as familiar with the snow 
removal operation and the Town as are the 
Highway Department people. Fortunately, we 
haven't seen a storm as bad as the blizzard of 
1978; however, if we ever did, these men and 
their vehicles would be invaluable. It is my 
personal observation that it is more beneficial 
for the Town to utilize these vehicles than to 
let them sit idle during a storm. 


The cooperation and interest of the citizens, 
Selectmen, and other Town departments in the 
past year have been greatly appreciated by this 
Department.

To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich 


As Chief of Police | respectfully submit my 
annual report for 1983. 1983 was a busy year 
for the Sandwich Police Department. Total com- 
plaints investigated numbered 5,994. 


Breaking and entering, one of our more serious 
problems, decreased to 78 from 130 in 1982. 
171 larcenies were investigated, down from 228 
in 1982. Five rapes were investigated. Three 
were cleared by court action, two are still under 
investigation. 


123 cases of vandalism, a continuing problem, 
were investigated, down from 135 in 1982. Other 
criminal investigations included assault 29, down 
from 32 in 1982, and auto theft 11, up from 6 in 
1982. 31 drug violations and 3 arsons were in- 
vestigated, along with three offenses against 
family. The remaining complaints were of a 
minor or service complaint nature. 


Of the 5,994 complaints, Sandwich village ac- 
counted for 2,816, South Sandwich 1,370, 
East Sandwich 1,185, Forestdale 581, and 
Sagamore Beach 42. 


2,430 complaints were received between 8:00 
A.M. and 4:00 P.M., 2,479 were recorded be- 
tween 4:00 P.M. and 12:00 Midnight, and 1,085 
between Midnight and 8:00 A.M. 


Friday was the busiest day with 957 complaints, 
followed by Saturday 937, Tuesday 848, Thurs- 
day 820, Wednesday 819, Monday 810, and Sun- 
day 803. 


A total of 346 arrests were made by members of 
the department, up from 231 in 1982. 97 inebri- 
ated persons were taken into protective custody 
and later released or transported to a detoxifica- 
tion center. 


Continuing the department’s policy of Strict 
enforcement of the motor vehicle laws, 3,046 
citations were issued, of which 852 required court 
action and 2,224 were warnings. 


174 motor vehicle accidents were investigated, 
up from 161 in 1982. Three people died as the 
result of accidents in Sandwich during 1983. 
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Officers investigated 927 citizen reports of 
picious persons, vehicles or incidents; answ 
593 burglar and holdup alarms, all of which 
false; served 261 summonses and relayed 1,6 
calls to the Dog/Conservation Officer from 
Police Communications Center. 


Continuing its intensive housecheck program, 
Department’s members made 8,776 checks 
vacant homes. 282 homes and businesses 
found open by officers during security checks. 


Assistance was rendered on 1,363 occasio 
634 to the Fire Department and ambula 
144 to other law enforcement agencies a 
Town departments, 27 to mentally disturb 
persons, 79 to homeowners, 131 to disabl 
motorists, 170 escorts, 44 civil matters, 9 medi 
assists, and 129 dog and conservation calls wi 
handled by the police. 


62 Firearms ID cards were issued, along with 1 
Pistol permits. 


$1,888.76 was turned over to the Town Treasu 
from the sale of gun licenses, copies of poli 
reports sold to attorneys and insurance comp 
ies, auction of found and surplus property, a 
rental on the police alarm board.

The Board of Health respectfully submits 
annual report for 1983. This has been a v 
productive year for the Board of Health. T 
following items are some of the duties, obli 
tions and regulations carried out by the Bo 
on a daily basis throughout the year. 


1. Responsibility for enforcing the Co 
monwealth of Massachusetts Plumbi 
code. 


2. Responsibility for issuing all plumbi 
permits and follow up with inspections 
job completion. 


3. Responsibility for the enforcing and 
ministering of Title V. | 


4. Responsibility for observing all perco 
tion tests of on-site septic systems 
Registered Professional Engineers. Che 
all these systems to completion by 
censed installers. 


5. Responsibility for licensing all on-s 
septic system installers and requiring 
test be performed to verify their kno 
edge of installing systems.

Responsibility for licensing rubbish and 
garbage collectors and regulating their 
operations to the Board's satisfaction. 


The Board of Health is responsible for 
maintaining the Landfill and its opera- 
tion by the bid contract operator. The 
Landfill is operated according to a study 
and approval by the Bureau of Solid 
Wastes Division of D.E.Q.E. 


The Board receives all reports of wells 
drilled in the Town of Sandwich. This 
way we are assured that all wells are of 
good water quality. Records are kept of 
these reports for future reference. 


The Board is responsible for inspection of 
all restaurants. The Barnstable County 
Sanitarians assist the Board in this area. 


The Board licenses all restaurants, motels, 
hotels, and all food handling establish- 
ments. We license cabins, cottages, and 
others that take overnight or transient 
guests. Rentals by the week, month, or 
year do not come under the jurisdiction 
of the Board. The Board also licenses all 
camps, trailer parks and permitted camp- 
ing uses. 


The Board has the authority to permit 
septage lagoon locations and regulate their 
use. The Board can also approve properly 
engineered stump dumps and landfill loca- 
tions. 


The Board has the authority under the 
Human Habitation Regulations to require 
that apartment houses and other rental 
units meet the scope of these regulations. 
In the past we have had to close down 
units that would not or could not con- 
form with these regulations. In other 
cases repairs have been made to meet the 
regulations. 


The Board receives complaints of the fore- 
going throughout the year and acts 
promptly to solve these problems. 


The Board takes and tests water samples 
on a regular basis from ponds, streams 
and marshes in Sandwich. We also take 
water samples from trouble spots that 
appear to indicate signs of pollution. 
Samples are taken when we have com- 
plaints of pollution. A log is maintained 
of all these activities and is available to 
the public. 
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15. The Board provides assistance to the 
Town Nurse and the Nursing Association. 
For a number of years this Board has pro- 
vided the funds for flu shot vaccine for 
the elderly and others that have required 
it. 


16. In the event of a suspected epidemic or an 
immunization program of some magni- 
tude, the Board of Health can act as 
Public Health Officials and proceed to 
control these events. We have had to do 
just that in the past.

NURSE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Sandwich 


The Town of Sandwich Nursing Agency contin- 
ues to serve the residents in the geographical area 
of the Town of Sandwich (Sandwich, East Sand- 
wich, South Sandwich, Forestdale, and Sagamore 
Beach — the portion of Phillips Road and Sand 
Castle Drive that belongs to Sandwich.) 


The Nursing Agency is a full functioning Home 
Health Agency, offering skilled nursing, home 
health aides, occupational therapy, physical 
therapy, speech therapy, and medical social work. 
The service is available to all residents of Sand- 
wich regardless of color, race, sex, age, handicap, 
or national origin. Other services available are 
health promotion visits, maternal and child health 
visits, geriatric counseling, and the blood pressure 
program. 
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The demand for the Agency’s skilled se 

continues to increase as the Town popula 
grows, as well as early discharge planning by 
pitals. Home therapy visits and home h 

aide hours have sharply increased over the 
two years. Therapy visits in FY 81 totaled 
visits. In FY 83 the total visits were 636, a 
crease of 60 percent over the two year per 
Home health aide hours were 2,834.75 in F 

and 5,556 hours in FY 83, an increase of 96 
cent over the two year period.

INDUSTRIAL 
DESIGN REVIEW 
COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the residents of Sandwich: 


During this past year the Commission has had 
several meetings, including an Open Meeting at 
which emphasis was placed on the importance 
of a standardized code to be adhered to by all 
construction within the industrially zoned area.

Guidelines and requirements must be met 
before start of construction or change of usage 
of land or buildings for the protection of the 
residents of Sandwich. The enforcement of 
requirements will be assigned to the Building 
Department.

HUMAN SERVICES 
BUILDING 
COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of Sandwich: 


The Human Services Building Committee was en- 
couraged by the strong support received at the 
1983 Town Meeting and with the additional 
appropriation of $80,000. It was the hope of the 
Committee that by November 1, 1983 the foun- 
dation would be poured and the students from 
Upper Cape Regional Vocational School would be 
hard at work framing the structure. 


Upon securing firm estimates from subcontractors 
and suppliers of materials, the cost of the building 
has escalated to $320,000, or $90,000 more than 
the $230,000 that the Town had appropriated at 
the 1980 and the 1983 Town Meetings. The 
Committee would not proceed until the monies 
available for the project could cover the cost. 


Therefore, the Committee delayed commence- 
ment of construction and embarked on efforts 
to: 


1. Raise additional monies through Fund 
Raisers. 
2. Trim cost on construction of the building. 


Concurrently it was becoming apparent that some 
of the space needs of the three departments to be 
housed in this building had changed. The need to 
house the School Administration in the Human 
Services Building was being questioned due to a 
slower than expected growth in school popula- 
tion. However, the need for permanent office 
space for the Council on Aging and the Town 
Nurse was still a real concern. 


By the end of 1983 the work of the Human Serv- 
ices Building Committee became two-fold: 


1. Through Fund Raising and cost cutting ef- 
forts, bring in line the cost of constructing 
the Human Services Building as presented 
at the 1980 Town Meeting — use available 
funds for construction of the building. 


2. To reassess the space needs of the Council 
on Aging, the Town Nurse, and the School 
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Administration; and to be prepared 
make an alternative recommendation at 
1984 Town Meeting if it became evid 
that there is a more feasible solution 
provide for their space needs. 


Members of the Human Services Building Co 
mittee have been staunch in their responsibili 
to fulfill their commitments. The Committ 
meets semimonthly with virtually perfect atten 
ance at each meeting. 


Members of the Human Services Building Co 
mittee are: Neal Pratt, Chairman; David Sam 
son, Vice Chairman; Merilyn Myers, Secretar 
Kathleen Currier, Roland DeConto, Herb Nels 
J. Louis Roberti. The Committee accepted wi 
regret the resignation of Earl Lantery, Chairma 
in September.

As of December 31, 1983 there were 1617 dogs 
licensed, an annual increase of 108.

Fees collected for 1983 for Pick-up and Care and 
Custody amounted to $1,895.

These 
figures are a decrease of $277 from the amounts 
recorded for 1982. 


Also, | would like to bring to your attention the 
increase from 7 dogs hit by motor vehicles in 
1982 to 23 dogs hit in 1983.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Residents of the Town of Sandwich: 


This past year the Conservation Commission met 
at 7:30 p.m. on the second and fourth Wednesday 
of each month in the Mohring at the Sandwich 
Jr/Sr High School. 


During the year the Massachusetts Wetlands Pro- 
tection Act was revised, bringing changes in the 
form and content of applications. A total of 
twenty-nine (29) Requests for Determinations, 
and forty-nine (49) Notices of Intent were acted 
upon. Three (3) One-year Permit extensions were 
requested and of those two (2) were approved 
and one (1) was denied. 


Regretfully, the Commission and Selectmen re- 
ceived the resignations of three knowledgeable 
and long-term members of the Commission: Steve 
Collings, Chairman, and Ted Dingley and Alden 
Lawson left due to other commitments and mov- 
ing. Fortunately, they were replaced by J. Louis 
Roberti, a man of vast experience in Cape Cod 
Conservation, Kathy Parsons, who will soon 
receive her Doctorate in Ecology from Rutgers 
University, and Horace “Bud” Schermerhorn, a 
long-time resident committed to preserving 
Sandwich’s natural resources. 


Other Commission business included the forma- 
tion of sub-committees to study the conservation 
lands in Sandwich, receive input from residents, 
and make recommendations as to possible future 
use for conservation and recreation. 


The Commission is also interested in encouraging 
a land acquisition fund to insure the Town's 
ability to buy fragile tracts of Coastal Wetlands 
while they are still available to us. Even in light 
of Proposition 2%, a town with Sandwich’s re- 
sources would be tragically in error if we were to 
allow the few areas left to be developed.

There have been many who have asked me, 
“Why do you want to be a Trustee on the 
board of the Clark—Haddad Building?” Why 
do I? First let me say, “I like Sandwich — 
secondly, | like people — not just elderly people 
like myself, but young people, kids, and all just 
as we all were once upon a time.”

Today it serves the residents of Sandwich as a 
human services building. Beautifully situated as 
to be readily accessible to all yet in a quiet, 
spacious area of our town — the old harbor to the 
north with the dunes and ocean beyond, and to 
the south the end of the marsh, the railroad 
tracks, and there the village starts. 


The Trustees have tried so very hard to serve as 
many of our people as is possible and practical 
to do (at the present time there are 16 different 
groups using the building), the Council on Aging 
maintains its office and staff here 5 days a week, 
art classes 3 days per week, and craft class 1 day 
per week. Social meeting groups 2 days a week, 
and holiday social gatherings on occasion. Elder 
Services of Cape Cod distributes its Meals on 
Wheels and holds its Congregate Meals program 
from here. 


On Sunday mornings and evenings two commu- 
nity church groups hold services for family 
groups and three different Girl Scout groups 
meet each week. The Sandwich Gardeners and 
the Sandwich Arts and Crafts Society meet here 
monthly on different days. The Sweet Adelines, 
the ladies vocal group, meet each Thursday even- 
ing, and the Sandwich Bridge Players each Thurs- 
day afternoon. The Sandwich Ladies Extension 
Service meets here, as does the Rabbit Breeders 
Association, and more recently the Bourne— 
Sandwich Professional Women’s Group meets 
here once a month. 
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Now, for a long time we've heard a great 
about the NEED for a Human Services Build 
... and that’s just what the Clark—Haddad M 
orial Building has been doing since 1974.

The Archives Center was set up in 1977 as a 
Town agency to bring together historical informa- 
tion on Sandwich from all sources. A new town 
history has been a key element in our planned 
output and was financed through items in the 
budgets for FY 1983 and 1984. 


This history writing project occupied the staff 
intensely during the year 1983 but proved more 
demanding and time consuming than had been 
realized, with continued distractions and other 
duties that took much of the Historian/Archivist’s 
time. However, the greater part of the text has 
now been completed and some 300 pages are 
already at the printers. We hope to have the 
finished book actually available in June. 


Many townspeople and friends from across the 
country have shown their interest and support 
by placing advance orders for the book so that 
by year end we had sold 515 copies and deposited 
$9,221.00 with the Town Treasurer. The names 
of these advance subscribers will be printed in the 
book. 


The Center had two changes of staff during the 
year, Leona Koslowski being taken ill May 9, 
Dorothy O’Connor resigning August 24, and 
Kathleen Pond working here for the rest of the 
year.

OLD KING’S 
HIGHWAY 


Regional Historic District 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Residents of the Town of Sandwich: 


During 1983 the Sandwich Old King’s Highway 
Regional Historic District Committee acted on 
289 applications for Certificates of Appropriate- 
ness, the largest number since the establishment 
of the District in 1974. In addition, about 50 
Certificates of Exemption were processed. Only 
about 7 of all the applications were denied, 2 be- 
cause the applicant failed to appear to answer 
questions regarding their projects and 2 because 
of insufficient information provided. 


One of the denials involved the application of 
vinyl siding on an historic house in the Town Hall 
Square area. The applicants appealed our deci- 
sion to the Historic District Commission which 
upheld the Sandwich Committee’s decision. The 
applicants then took an appeal to the Barnstable 
District Court. The hearings before Judge Staff 
were held on September 20th and November 
22nd. The judge has not yet rendered his deci- 
sion. We are grateful to our Architect member, 
Max Ferro, for the time and expertise he put 
into the preparation and presentation of the 
Commission’s defense. 


One of the projects sponsored by the Commission 
was the preparation of a book containing a tour 
of the historic buildings and sites in each of the 
six towns in the District. In addition, there is an 
article explaining the various styles of architec- 
ture found on Cape Cod. The book is now in the 
process of being revised and it is hoped that it 
will be published for public distribution later this 
year. 


We regret that Paul White found it impossible to 
continue as a member of the Committee for per- 
sonal reasons. We will miss his experience and 
deep interest in the work of the Committee. At 
the same time we welcome John Blaisdell, a local 
builder, who was elected to begin his term in 
January. We wish to express our thanks to Kay 
Berg, our new secretary, and Building Inspector 
Ronald DeConto, and Elaine Dwyer for their co- 
operation and assistance in processing applica- 


tions and helping those who must appear before 
the Committee.

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Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


This is my fourth annual report to the Town 
Sandwich and as has been the case since the ti 
of my first report, the schools are still struggli 
to conform to the mandates imposed by Propo 
tion 2%. Pupil—teacher ratios have risen wh 
instructional aides and supplies have declin 
Yet, despite this phenomena the students’ a 
demit achievements have prospered significant 
New programs have been initiated and establish 
and curricula has been, in some areas, expanded 


At the high school level enrollment continues 
increase each year and is predicted to contin 
for several more years. On October 1, 1983 to 
school enrollment was 1,026 students, which 
an increase of 5 students over the previous ye 
Seventh and eighth graders reported to t 
junior—senior high school on the 7th of Septe 
ber, 1983. 359 students were welcomed a 
spent their first day meeting in the auditoriu 
and attending classes. The junior high stude 
report a day earlier than the senior high school 
order to make their first day a bit less confusi 
The following day 667 senior high students 
ported, and so the year started. 


We have made refinements and improvements 
the attempts to operate separate junior and seni 
high schools in the same building. Our need 
present and our goal for the 1984—85 year is 
separate the two staffs completely and there 
increase the effectiveness of the program. T 
major thrust of our efforts in the new year 
center about the curriculum at the junior hi 
level. We feel that the program is forward looki 
and essential to junior high education. 


In the area of special education we have be 

three new classes to meet the needs of stude 
in this area. A transition class has been start 
at the junior high school. The purpose of t 
class is to remediate learning weaknesses in s 
dents who have normal !Q and no significa 
learning disability and, therefore, prevent juni 
high failures. We have also initiated a prima 
language class at the elementary school. T 
is a new self-contained classroom for stude 
with significant developmental delay. This h 
enabled Sandwich to bring back three stude 
from costly out-of-town placements. A p 
school language program has also been initiat 
and is now housed at the Wing Elementa 
School. This is a one-half day class which 

dresses speech and language delay and prepa 


children who are developmentally delayed for 
kindergarten. 


During the course of this year the Sandwich 
special needs program has undergone two audits 
by the State Department of Education. One isa 
follow-up on compliance requirements and the 
second on use of Federal funds. On both reports 
the Sandwich School System was commended. 


At the elementary level additional computers 
have now been acquired through a federal grant 
and our program is expanding in that area. The 
“Great Books” enrichment program is also now in 
operation in grades 2 through 6. This completes 
the plan for curriculum adoption in this area of 
enrichment. 


An elementary volunteer parent program has been 
extremely successful. Over 70 people have volun- 
teered over 2400 hours to assist our educational 
programs. Of course, all of our accomplishments 
are primarily through the everlasting enthusiasm 
of our childran and the inability of our teachers 
to give anything less than a total commitment to 
students’ interests. 


In the 1984—85 school year we hope to com- 
plete the implementation of our new junior high 
program, giving 7th and 8th grade students an 
atmosphere for learning which is totally geared 
to the individual needs of that special age group. 
We also plan to further refine the system's com- 
puter literacy program by developing sequential 
skills for grades kindergarten through twelve, 
along with the use of accompanying reinforce- 
ment materials. In an effort to increase con- 
tinuity of curriculum between all grade levels, 
new vehicles of communication will be estab- 
lished between administrators and department 
heads at all levels. 


The adequate funding of teachers’ salaries became 
a sensitive issue of serious concern in this past 
year when teacher morale was seriously affected 
by the inability of the Schoo! Committee to fund 
a desirable wage. The highest degree of profes- 
sionalism is required of a successful teaching 
staff. This can only be accomplished by a sense 
of pride in the value of a professional’s contribu- 
tion. There is, of course, a direct relationship 
between the staff’s sense of value and pride and 
the willingness of the community to attach a 
monetary worth to the value of teacher contribu- 
tion. The community will have opportunity at 


ala 


Town Meeting time to show support for their 
teaching professionals by supporting the funding 
of the school budget. 


The increased awareness at the State and Federal 
levels of Government of the need for greater fi- 
nancial commitment to academic excellence is 
heartening. To say that our children are the 
most valuable resource Is simplistic. 


It is with a small sense of optimism, due to this 
growing general awareness of the need to properly 
finance education, that | look forward to the 
coming year. In the meantime, | shall continue 
to join our dedicated staff in their continuing 
efforts to provide the children of Sandwich with 
the very best that can possibly be provided.

SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The Town has been wrestling for the past few 
years with the double problem of rapid growth and 
constraints on the budget caused by the provisions 
of Proposition 2%. 


At the state election in November our citizens 
voted to exclude debt which was incurred prior to 
the start of Proposition 2%. This gives the Town 
adequate resources to fund the FY ’86 and FY ’87 
budgets for which we are most grateful. . 


The growth of population is very worrisome to the 
Selectmen. We feel that we are very fortunate to 
own almost 2,000 acres of land. We wish that the 
budgetary constraints were not as severe as they 
are so that we could purchase more land on the 
open market. Although zoning, agricultural 
restrictions, Conservation restrictions and open 
space abatements can help, the only truly effective 
control is ownership of the land. To this end a joint 
committee of various board members has been 
formed with the charge of completing our open 
space plan so that we can compete in the next 
round of state land acquisition grants which is 
expected next August. 


With our growth in population we are now facing a 
problem in the size of our school population. We 
perceive a need for additional classroom space 
within the immediate future, and to this end you 
will be requested to approve a school building 
committee at the forthcoming annual meeting. 


The marina project is moving, it’s very slow, but it 
is moving. Through the efforts of Selectman Joan 
Russell the Town has been allocated $600,000. of 
State construction money to more efficiently use 
the existing harbor space. We are advised that the 
state anticipates starting construction in the fall of 
1985. 


Disposal of solid waste is a continuing problem, 
and to this end Selectmen Bruce Stanford is 
working diligently with the County Solid Waste 
Committee in an effort to bring the SEMASS 
proposal to our voters. This solution, while 
expensive, appears to be our best and possibly our 
only long-term solution. 
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Lastly, the Board of Selectmen would like to tha 
all the elected and appointed officials of Sandwi 
for their efforts in helping to maintain the quality 
life in Sandwich.

The painfully long process of revaluating the Tow 
of Sandwich was finally and successfull 
completed in May of 1984, and the new full an 
fair value of the Town, as of January 1, 1983, wa 
certified by, the Department of Revenue a 
$632,244,260, a 62% increase over the 197 
valuation figure. The completion allowed th 
issuance of FY ’84 tax bills which were mailed o 
June 6. Since the Town’s levy capacity is fixed b 
Proposition 2%, the overall increase in valu 
produced a corresponding decrease in the tax rat 
from $17.31 to FY ‘83 to $11.63 in FY ‘84, 

reduction of $5.68 per thousand. 


Growth in Sandwich continues to occur rapidly 
Tax bills for FY '85 were based on an increase 
value of $644,269,936, as of January 1, 1984 
representing over 12 million dollars of value i 
growth for the preceding calendar year. The impac 
of the library expansion project, which was bonde 
outside Proposition 2%, was evident in the FY ‘8 
tax rate which, with an allowance for a 2% % lev 
increase and other adjustments, rose to $12.15. 


Much of the delay in the recently completed re 
valuation procedure was due to a major change i 
methodology from a manual to a computer process 
Key punching errors and tape conversion problem 
significantly slowed the operation. However, th 
new practice of entering assessing informatio 
onto a computer tape and programming th 
process of obtaining value should greatly facilitat 


the work of revaluation in the future.-It should, 
moreover, greatly assist the Town in complying 
with the state requirement of certification of 
assessed value at full and fair cash value every 
three years. 


In an attempt to further improve the new, 
computer-assisted, assessing process, the Board of 
Selectmen has appointed a computer study 
committee which will consider not only the 
procedures of assessing, but also the other 
functions of town government to determine what 
improvements can be made through additional, 
computer assistance. 


The demands upon the assessing department, of 
course, grow heavier as growth continues. Every 
new subdivision, every new home, every building 
alteration or addition impacts on the work of the 
assessor. It is our hope that the work of the 
computer study committee will yield improved 
techniques for more efficiently handling the ever- 
expanding duties of the department.

Section 4900 applies to the issuance of building 
permits for new dwelling units that are located in 
one of the following:

(2) A subdivision made subject to Section 4900, 
by means of a covenant, which will ensure that the 
subdivision is protected from changes in zoning for 
the life of the covenant. 

(3) A multi-family development. 


The covenant necessary for a subdivision plan to 
comply, with subsection 4910 (2), is Form J of the 
Sandwich Subdivision Rules and Regulations. 


4920 Activation 


If permit issuance will result in 400 or more 
building permits for new dwelling units, having 
been authorized town-wide within a twenty-four 
month period, permits shall only be issued in 
accordance with Section 4930. 


4930 Development Scheduling Options. 


(1) A Development Schedule may be approved by 


he Planning Board. This Schedule will state, on a 
t-by-lot basis, the date on which a particular lot 
ecomes eligible for issuance of a building permit; 
r the date of which a particular dwelling unit of a 
ulti-family development becomes eligible for 
suance of a building permit. This Schedule will 
ake the form of a covenant (Form J of the 
andwich Subdivision Rules and Regulations) and 
ill be recorded with the subdivision plan which 
reates the lot, or the Special Permit authorizing the 
ulti-family | development.

This option allows the developer to accumulate 
ots, or dwelling units, during the life of the 
covenant. The developer does not have to build 
ithin the year that the lot or dwelling unit 
ecomes eligible. 


Properties, subjected to a development schedule, 
hall be protected against zoning changes which 
ould otherwise effect the property, for a period of 
time, after the property is free to be built on, in 
accordance with the covenant, equal to the time 
within which any lot within the subdivision, or a 
dwelling unit within the multi-family development, 
remain subject to the covenant. 


(2) If there has been no development schedule 
approved for a particular subdivision, and the 
Planning Board authorization level of Section 
4920 has been reached, no building shall be 
permitted in any subdivision, except to the 
following extent: 


a. Twenty lots of a subdivision; or 20% of the total 
number of lots of the subdivision; may be built 
on within any twenty-four month period without 
restriction. This restriction shall apply to lots 
shown on any subdivision; or lots shown on a 
contiguous subdivision; or parcel owned in 
common ownership after May 1, 1979. 


b. On parcels of land approved for multi-family 
developments, twenty dwelling units; or 20% of 
the total number of units approved for the 
parcel; may be built on in any twenty-four 
month period, without restriction.

If the number of parking spaces in any such area i 
more than fifteen but not more than twenty-five, o 
eparking space, more than twenty-five but n 
more than forty, five percent of such spaces, b 
not less than two; more than forty but not mor 
than one hundred, four percent of such spaces, b 
not less than three, more than one hundred but n 
more than two hundred, three percent of suc 
spaces, but not less than four, more than tw 
hundred, but not more than five hundred tw 
percent of such spaces by not less than six; mor 
than five hundred but not more than one thousan 
one and one half percent of such spaces but n 
less than ten; more than one thousand but not mor 
than two thousand one percent of such spaces bu 
not less than fifteen, more than two thousand bu 
less than five thousand three-fourths of on 
percent of such spaces but not less than twent 
and more than five thousand, one half of on 
percent of such spaces, but not less than thirty. 


b. Parking spaces designated as reserved under th 
provisions of paragraph (a), shall be identified b 
use of above grade signs with white letterin 
against a blue background and shall bear the word 
‘‘Handicapped Parking: Special plate required 
Unauthorized vehicles may be removed at owner’ 
expense’’, shall be as near as possible to a buildin 
entrance or walkway; shall be adjacent to cur 
ramps or other unobstructed methods permittin 
sidewalk access to a handicapped person; and sha 
be twelve feet wide or two eight food wide area 
with four feet of cross batch between them. 


No person shall leave unauthorized vehicles withi 
parking spaces designated for use by disable 
veterans or handicapped persons as authorized b 
this Bylaw or in such a manner as to obstruct a cur 
or ramp designated for use by handicapped person 
as a means of egress to a street or public way. 


The penalty for violation of this Bylaw mad 
hereunder shall be as follows. For the first offense 
fifteen dollars, for the second and subsequen 
offense (es), twenty-five dollars. Any such vehicl 
may be removed according to the provisions o 
Sec. one hundred and twenty D. of Chapter tw 
hundred and sixty-six. 


This Bylaw shall take effect July 1, 1984. Th 
enforcement agent shall be the Chief of Police o 
any officer designated by him. 


The Chief of Police shall notify in writing, the owne 
or person in charge of any parking lot who is not i 
compliance with the Bylaw. If said parking lot is no 
in compliance within thirty days of receipt of suc 
notification, a fine of ten dollars a day shall b 


vied for each day the non-compliance continues.

Town Meeting was reconvened on Monday, 
May 14, 1984 and called to order by the 
Moderator at 7:50 P.M. 


Upon ascertaining that a quorum was present, the 
failure of the referendum to pass left the Town with 
no budget, and the meeting went to Article 4. 


ARTICLE 4 - To hear the report of the Finance 
Committee and to raise and appropriate a sum not 
to exceed $8,278,075.36 to defray Town 
expenses for the fiscal year July 1, 1984 to June 
30, 1985. The amount stated herein shall not be 
exceeded except upon the reduction of a 
corresponding amount from elsewhere within the 
budget, or do anything relative thereto. 


REMARKS: Due to the failure of the exclusion of 
debt referendum a budget decrease of $196,009 
was mandated. Responding to this mandate the 
Finance Committee and the Board of Selectmen 
submit the following plans for consideration:

Mr. Farren made a motion to amend Article 4 to 
completely delete a sum of $69,699 from the 
1984-85 Town of Sandwich Budget as voted by 
1984 Town Meeting to be taken from 16 Town 
Departments. (Upon being told that the whole 
$196,009 should be accounted for) he added to 
the first sixteen accounts to delete $126,310 from 
seventeen additional accounts. 


The motion was seconded. Several speakers asked 
about specific accounts and these were discussed. 
Several urged that the amendment be turned down, 
some speaking against Plan |. It was pointed out 
that some items were mandated and could not be 
cut as indicated, the Finance Committee and 
Selectmen had taken these into account. 


Mrs. Feigenbaum made an amendment to the 
amendment to cut an additional $14,000 from the 
law account, adding $10,000 to the Library 
account and $4,000 to the Tree Warden account 
as provided in the amendment. This amendment 
failed to be seconded. 


Further discussion continued. Mr.  Farren 
reintroduced the amendment to the amendment, to 
cut an additional $14,000 from law account, 
$10,000 to be added to Library and $4,000 to 
Tree Warden account. This was seconded and 
FAILED TO CARRY by voice vote. 


After more discussion on varying items, the 
amendment was voted upon and FAILED TO 
CARRY by voice vote. 


Mr. Whearty made the motion to amend the main 
motion to substitute Plan Il for Plan |. This was 
seconded. There was considerable discussion on 
this amendment. 


Mr. Carr moved to fix the method of voting to vote 
by secret ballot on this amendment and this was 
seconded. 


Tellers were appointed - Marius Jansen, Jack 
Raymond, Chester Cross, Walter Fagnant, Nancy 
Fleet, William Chase and Ted Dingley. A standing 
vote on fixing the method of voting was 202 for a 
secret ballot and 389 against. 


Mrs. Feigenbaum made an amendment that we 
reduce all departments by 2%%. This was ruled 
out of order, and a vote was taken on the 
amendment to substitute Plan Il for Plan | in the 
main motion. By standing vote 365 - YES, 185 - 
NO. 


Mr. Fagnant made the motion to amend Plan Il that 
all budgets be cut by 2.3% or whatever it takes, all 


portions of those budgets not mandated by law, to 
effect the $196,009. This was seconded and after 
discussion was DEFEATED UNANIMOUSLY by 
voice vote. 


Indefinite postponement of Article 4 with the 
recommendation to the Selectmen that they have 
another referendum vote on the debt exclusion was 
voted down. This motion was made by Carol 
McManus. 


Mr. Fleet on the Finance Committee pointed out 
emphatically that the Finance Committee had done 
their very best and no amount of looking would 
produce anything they felt was better. 


After some further discussion, the motion made by 
the Finance Committee as amended by substituting 
Plan Il for Plan | was voted and CARRIED by voice 
vote. 


The motion was made and seconded that the 
meeting be dissolved and so voted. 


Meeting adjourned at 10:10 P.M.

PLANNING BOARD 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of Sandwich: 


The past 12 month period has seen a rate of 
building starts that is unprecedented in the history 
of Sandwich. This high rate of building has kept the 
provisions of the zoning bylaw growth control 
regulations in effect through the year. These 
provisions limit the number of building permits that 
can be issued in subdivisions. The effect of these 
regulations is to spread the impact of rapid growth 
out over a number of years so as to give the town a 
better opportunity to cope with it. 


During the calendar year 1984, the Board dealt 
with 35 plans believed to be Approval Not 
Required, 10 Preliminary Plans and 12 Definitive 
Plans. In addition, the Board issued opinions to the 
Board of Appeals on several Special Permit 
applications. 


The year 1984 saw several changes in Planning 
Board personnel. Miss Nelda Hoxie found it 
necessary to resign her position on the Board in 
June. Her position is now being filled very capably 
by Mr. Edgar Brenc of Captain Town Road in East 
Sandwich. Also during the year the Board accepted 
with regret the resignation of Mrs. Alice Maito who 
had served the Board for several years as Secretary 
and Office Manager. We were very fortunate to 
obtain the services of Mrs. Kathleen Pond to fill the 
position of Officer Manager for us. 


The Engineering Department, Town _ Engineer 
William Taylor and Assistant Richard LeClerc have 
continued to supply the Board with their invaluable 
technical knowledge and expertise. We would find 
it difficult indeed to function without them.

The Sandwich Fire Department responded to a total 
of 1,749 calls during calendar year 1984. This 
shows an increase of 214 runs over the previous 
year. The Ambulance accounts for nearly 50% of 
the calls and the remaining number over various 
phases of the Fire Department operations. 


Structural Fires remained approximately the same 
in number as the previous year, but losses on major 
fires were down by over 50%.

»f the sole source aquifer in the Town of Sandwich, 
he Board now requires that any building lot, in new 
subdivisions that are served by wells, be not less 
than 40,000 sa. ft. and that water wells serving 
any building lot be not less than 10 ft. from any 
property line. 


The continued testing of the ponds in Sandwich 
during the high use months has proven the ponds 
to be well below the coliform limits for swimming 
areas and the testing of the well at Town Hall 
indicates that this water supply is below all 
recommended top limits for drinking water. 


The Sanitary landfill area is now open 7 days a 
week from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m. 


Fees received by the Board amounted to 


$41,744.00.

PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Sandwich 


The Town of Sandwich Nursing Agency continues 
to serve the residents in the geographical area of 
the Town of Sandwich (Sandwich, East Sandwich, 
South Sandwich, Forestdale, and Sagamore Beach 
- the portion of Phillips Road and Sand Castle Drive 
that belongs to Sandwich.) 


The Nursing Agency is a full functioning Home 
Health Agency, offering skilled nursing care, home 
health aides, occupational therapy, physical 
therapy, speech therapy, and medical social work. 
Other services available are health promotion visits, 
maternal and child health visits, geriatric 
counseling, and the blood pressure program. The 


services are available to all eligible residents of 
Sandwich regardless of color, race, sex, age, 
handicap, or national origin. 


The Town of Sandwich Nursing Agency, after three 
years was again surveyed by the Department of 
Public Health for recertification. This recertification 
allows the Agency to participate in the medicare 
and medicaid program. 


Several new regulations have been enforced by the 
medicare program. Medicare services are given to 
all eligible medicare recipients in the Town of 
Sandwich on an intermittent basis for a short 
period of time. Daily care may be given for a period 
of three weeks. If the patient condition warrants a 
longer period of daily care, another set of physician 
orders are necessary stating so. 


As in previous years, the Agency has conducted the 
conferences (clinics) sponsored by the Town of 
Sandwich Health Association. The conferences are 
available to all residents of the Town of Sandwich 
and include: 


1. Well Children Conferences 

2. Well Men Conferences 

3. Well Women Conferences 

4. Preschool physicals for 
kindergarten 

5. Lead Poison Screening

The Agency's staff, working in conjunction with the 
Town of Sandwich Board of Health, conducted the 
annual Flu Clinic for the residents of the Town of 
Sandwich. Dr. Carlton Baker was the attending 
physician.

The Agency staff, both business and nursing, 
continue to attend meetings, lectures, and taking 
courses to increase their knowledge for the 
betterment of the Agency.

SOLID WASTE 
COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Extensive study of solid waste disposal by the 
Barnstable County, Solid Waste Advisory 
Committee and the Five Town Solid Waste 
Committee culminated with a recommendation that 
all Cape towns join in a regional solution and 
participate in the SEMASS Energy Recovery Project 
planned to be built in Rochester, MA. The 
Sandwich Board of Selectmen, wishing to position 
the town for potential implementation of this 
recommendation, appointed in August of 1984 a 
Solid Waste Advisory Committee and charged it 
with the investigation of those local issues which 
would be necessary elements of SEMASS involve- 
ment. Specific among them are: 

1. Transportation of refuse to Rochester 

2. Size and definition of waste stream 

3. Design of a transfer station 

4. Back-up landfill 

5. Methods of payment. 


The Solid Waste Committee has met twice monthly 
since its inception. It has consulted with some 
experts in the waste disposal area and has co- 
ordinated with the Board of Health which manages 
the landfill. Its intention is to continue to gather 
information through various means, to sort and 
assimilate this information, and to present it as a 
report to the 1985 annual town meeting.

The purpose of the Sandwich Council on Aging is 
to act as a community resource and advocate to 
create and promote opportunities for the optimum 
in health, independence, and well-being for elders 
of Sandwich. 


Established in 1972 the Council coordinates with 
many other agencies in the Town to further the 
well-being and independence of the senior citizens 
of Sandwich. Although not funded with large 
amounts from taxation, the Council receives some 
funding, if necessary, from the Friends of 
Sandwich Seniors. 


Reassurance calls made by the Coordinator of 
Social Services were 2,981 and miles travelled for 
errands and friendly visits were 2,050. Friendly 
visits amounted to 310. 


Hours logged for the van for the year were 2,536 
(by volunteer drivers). Medical appointments for 
seniors by private car amounted to close to 1,000 
hours and the mileage also was very high with 
visits to Boston, Falmouth, and Hyannis and 
Sandwich. 


Last year the Council requested funds for a much- 
needed 12-passenger van, but due to town 
meeting action did not get it. Once again the 
Council is asking for the van and is hopeful that 
Town Meeting action will be favorable. Since last 
year the van has 7,293,780 passenger miles. 


We thank our office staff consisting of Bradley 
Kellogg and Trudy Harris and our instructors Ruth 
Sobolewski and Bertha Backer and the many 
volunteers who have aided the Council. Last, but 
not least, we thank the town officials and the 
citizens who have helped to fund the Council.

To the Citizens of Sandwich: 


This is my third Town report as Tree Ward 
These three years have been filled with ma 
uncertainties, the continued spread of the Gyp 
Moth, Dutch Elm disease and the steady decline 
the Maple due to the salting of roads. But 
problem including the great hurricanes, has had t 
effect of the continued eroding of public funds f 
trees. We have however, continued to plant tre 
along our roads in our parks and on our school a 
library grounds. 


Our planting program continued with fifty tre 
being planted along Town roads. Special projec 
included planting a wide screen around the ten 
courts with cedars donated by Commonweal 
Electric and labor money provided by the Adviso 
Landscape Council. Reverend John Thomas a 
family donated a twelve foot Spruce to the librar 
This tree replaces the sixty foot Spruce whi 
toppled during a wet snow fall in early April. T 
Memorial Tree Program continues to boost t 
planting capabilities of this department. 


The Gypsy Moth continues to cause proble 
throughout the town. Property owners should p 
close attention to this pest and contact me or tf

removal of disease and beetle infected wood). W 
continue to contribute to research by the El 
Research Institute by injecting many of our Elm: 
particularly large Elms located in the Véillag 
Injections of fertilizer and fungicides maintain th 
vigor and help to prevent the spread of the diseas« 
therefore allowing us the opportunity to prune ot 
infected parts as a way of saving infected trees. 


Looking to the future | would like to see increase 
planting in the Forestdale, South Sandwich are: 
As this area becomes developed the demand ft 
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reet trees increases. As Sandwich.in general 
comes more suburban, the planting of trees can 
ovide shade in the Summer, purify the air we 
eath, stabilize our soils, and greatly improve the 
pearance of these areas.

CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 


To the Board of Selectmen 
and the Residents of the Town of Sandwich: 


The Conservation Commission met at 7:30 P.M. on 
the second and fourth Wednesday of each month in 
the Mohring at the Sandwich JR./Sr. High School 
during the past year. 


We received a total of fifteen (15) Requests for 
Determinations and forty (40) Notices of Intent 
which were acted upon in accordance with the 
Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act and the 
Town of Sandwich Wetlands Protection Bylaw. 


We regretfully received the resignations of former 
members Ronald Nurse and Richard Loring. We 
welcomed to the Commission long-time Sandwich 
residents Norma Butler and Andy DeGraw who 
bring enthusiasm and extensive environmental 
experience. 


The Commission has been actively involved in the 
development of an open-space plan for the Town of 
Sandwich in conjunction with officials from the 
Department of Environmental Management. We 
applied for and received a state award to cover 
some of the expense of developing this plan. An 
open-space plan is a prerequisite for eligibility for 
state land acquisition monies. 


In addition, subcommittees of Commission 
members have met to 1) continue discussion of 
long-term and short-term goals for conservation 
land management, 2) formulate regulations for 
administering the town Wetlands Protection Bylaw, 
and 3) develop a town conservation ‘‘wish list’’ 
including funds for technical advice on land 
acquisition and a conservation resource library. 


During the year, the Commission gratefully 
received much input from town residents 
concerning private and public projects occurring in 
environmentally sensitive areas. We look forward 
to continued interest and dialogue with citizens as 
Sandwich faces the challenge of accelerating 
development and land use.

HISTORICAL 
COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Historical Commission was established in 
1971 under state law, and is responsible for 
researching and maintaining information on our 
surviving historical assets. This is a study group, 
unpaid except for office expenses, which has 
valuable reference files for use by citizens, by 
Town and State bodies, and by the Commission 
itself to propose useful output such as tourist 
maps, school classes, walking tours, descriptive 
booklets. Our files and associated photographs and 
maps are kept at the Commission’s offices at the 
Archives Center, 145 Main Street, and are public 
documents available for study and copying. They 
describe five classifications of assets: 


1. Buildings, 100 years or older, plus more 
recent public buildings or churches. 

2. Structures such as the Boardwalk, bridges 
and dams. 

3. Monuments such as statues or boulders with 
plaques. 
Burial markers, tombs, and cemetery areas. 

5. Sites of importance such as Christophers 
Hollow, the Old Briar Patch, the Glass Factory 
areas. 
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During the year valuable historical photos w 
received from Carolyn Crowell, Bill and Mae Fost 
Claudia Forni, and Robert Ellis. We made copies 
114 photos of Sandwich from the Society for t 
Preservation of New England Antiquities in Bost 
Our photograph and slide collection has be 
catalogued for ready access. 


Research done during the year has_ includ 
analysis of fifty old houses in East Sandwich f 
which the series of owners was described 
Quaker Susan F. Hoxie; studies of owners of t 
Quarter House, the Helen Latimer Cape on Ma 
Street, the Lindens on Water Street, the Wi 
Howland house on Morse Road, and the To 
Neck pasturage area; and a start was made 
listing the three volumes of re-recorded deeds fro 
Sandwich following the fire in the County buildi 
in 1827. 


The Commission’s photographs, maps and fil 
were of great value in assembling the new to 
history book ‘‘Sandwich, a Cape Cod Town’”’ 
process of publication at year end.

Work on this book was completed late 
in 1984, and publication is expected about 
February 1, 1985. About 350 Sandwich residents 
have paid in advance as subscribers to this book, 
and another 300 copies will be mailed to other 
advance subscribers around the United States. We 
regret that the completion of this important Town 


oject took longer than anticipated. The author is 
m= Russell A. Lovelii, ¢ dr.) Town 
rchivist/Historian. Mrs. Barbara L. Gill, Mrs. 
aroline Kardell and Mrs. Edna Petitjean helped in 
embling and reviewing the book, while typing 
as done by Mrs. Kathleen Pond, Mrs. Dorothy 
"Connor and Mrs. Amanda Blaisdell.

OLD KING’S

Regional Historic District Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Residents of the Town of Sandwich: 


The year 1984 was marked by a great increase in 
building in the Town and in the Historic District 
which includes that part of the Town between the 
Bourne and Barnstable town lines and from the 
Mid-Cape Highway north to Cape Cod Bay. The 
committee acted on 307 applications for 
Certificates of Appropriateness and more than 65 
Certificates of Exemption were processed; the 
largest number since the establishment of the 
District. 


Although the Village Broadsider no longer reports 
on our activities, one of the projects which came 
before us and gained some publicity was the new 
berthing building which the Coast Guard proposes 
to build. Our Committee felt that the plans first 
submitted to us did not meet the guidelines* for the 
District. After several meetings with 
representatives of the Coast Guard command, the 
plans were changed sufficiently to be more in 
conformity with our guidelines. We realize that, in 
general, Federal entities do not come under the 
jurisdiction of lower governmental units, and we 
are grateful to the Coast Guard and expecially Rear 
Admiral Bauman for their willingness to make the 
appearance of their new building compatible with 
the rest of the area. 


Now that the Conway Building is essentially 
completed, we would like to compliment Mr. 
Conway and architect Grattan Gill on their fine 
addition to the street scape in Sandwich. We 
should also give credit to Paul Dugan for the 
transformation of the former Gulf station at the 
corner of Route 6A and Jarvis Street. 


Again we must express our regret that a valued 
member of the Committee, Dan Cullity, felt unable 
to run for a second term. Our newly-elected 
member, James Conathan, is a residential designer 
by trade, and will be a knowledgeable addition to 
the Committee. We wish to thank Building

Report of the Sandwich 
Junior/Senior 
High School Principal 


At the high school level enrollment continues to 
increase each year and is predicted to continue for 
several more years. On February 1, 1985, the total 
school enrollment was 1,040 students, which is an 
increase of 14 students over the previous year. 
Seventh and eighth graders reported to the 
Junior/Senior High School on the 5th of 
September, 1984. 369 students were welcomed 
and spent their first day meeting in the auditorium 
and attending classes. The Junior High students 
reported a day earlier than the Senior High School 
in order to make their first day a bit less confusing. 
The following day, 658 Senior High students 
reported, and the school year began. 


This has been a year filled with change at Sandwich 
High School. The entire school community has had 
to adjust to a new principal, assistant principal, 
guidance counselor, many faculty replacement and 
anew athletic league. 


As the new principal, | must note my pleasure and 
gratitude for the cooperation and support that has 
been extended to me by everyone. | continue to be 
deeply impressed by the quality of our student 
body and the caliber of faculty, department heads 
and support staff. | am also indebted to the 
parent’s group (S.H.A.P.E.) for their consistent 
efforts in behalf of our school. 


Working together, we have taken a step forward in 
advancing both the climate and morale of the 
school. Effective lines of communication have been 
developed and we have honored a commitment to 
increase the representative involvement of. all 
groups in decisions that define program and 
policies. 


Our students continue to excel in every area of this 
comprehensive high school. While a complete list 
would be too long to include, students have 
distinguished themselves’ in scholarship, 
citizenship, music, drama, art, athletics and 
community service. There is just cause for 
everyone to be proud of these accomplishments. 


As we look ahead to 1986, there are serious 
concerns regarding the lack of financial support for 
our programs. Since 1978, the school has adjusted 
itself to a series of major cuts in its operating 
budget. Unless there is a significant change in this 
financial picture, we will be forced to dismantle 
programs that have defined the quality and 
comprehensiveness of our school. 


The inescapable truth is that our cost per pupil is 
$200 less than the state’s average. With 1,050 
students at the Junior/Senior High School, this 
means that we have $210,000 less than the 
average Massachusetts high school. This reality is 
imposing an enormous strain that severely 
undermines the condition of facilities, replacement 
of critical equipment, adequate supplies of paper 
and instructional materials, proper staffing and 
supervision, adequate textbooks and 
transportation. 


We are a growing school that must provide for the 
diverse needs of a comprehensive community. 
Continued problems with funding is certain to 
jeopardize the great reputation that our schools 
have enjoyed both on and off the Cape. 


The brunt of minimizing the disruption created by 
inadequate support can no longer be borne 
exclusively by the school. There will have to be a 
number of difficult choices made concerning the 
level of services being offered by this school.

School population has reflected a noted increas 
over the previous year. At the time of this writin 
December 1984, one hundred eleven (111) ne 
students have given rise to a total enrollment f 
Kindergarten to Grade 6 of one thousand eight 
one (1081). Enrollments by grades appe 
elsewhere in this report and should be reviewed b 
the citizens in the Community in order to more full 
understand specific educational issues. Growt 
always brings the need for additional or expande 
services; in this case educational. 


The Elementary School Parent Advisory Council’ 
work continues - with many sub-committee 
working to provide and/or meet school needs. A 
major effort continues to be School Volunteers 
Volunteers have become the backbone or a 
essential ingredient in our Great Books Progra 
and will be extended with our first informal effor 
with the Future Problem Solving Program. Withou 
these volunteers, the aforementioned program 
just would not be. 


Two other Parent Advisory Council projects tha 
got underway in 1984 was the International Fol 
Festival, which brought so many people to ou 
school sharing cultural expertise, experiences an 
understanding with the students in all grades. W 
began our 1985 plans shortly after finishing ou 
first effort and we have high hopes to expand and 
broaden our efforts. Our most recent joint effort 
has been relative to the well being of children, 
which is our ‘‘Call In - Call Back’’ system and sign 
out for early dismissal. This is a preventive effort in 
response to much we hear and see in the media 
relative to the unknown disappearance of young 
children. We appreciate the supportive response 
from all sources. 


As the current year comes to an end, it is 
worthwhile to further note another change made. 
As all of us remember, Elementary School during 
the seasonal holidays was a time for gifts, food 
and parties. We have kept the tradition, but have 
added a concept of giving to those less fortunate. 
With parental support we have attempted to 
discourage the gift exchange and also reduce the 
amount of food at parties and urge students to find 
ways to earn money they would be willing to 
donate. The majority of the donations went to the 
Cape Cod Needy Fund with a smaller amount to the 
Salvation Army. The results were most rewarding 
to all involved. In previous years, individual 
classrooms or grades had undertaken this effort 


dno one had the realization of the impact of such 
effort school wide. 


rriculum continues to be reviewed and updated, 
t with no major changes. Two areas may shortly 
ve some impact in curriculum, which is a Writing 
ject and a Substance Abuse Project. These 
jects have received some financial support from 
Commonwealth for study and development of 
terials for classrooms. The former project was 
veloped by four elementary teachers - Mrs. 
nson, Mrs. Menesale, Mrs. Lewis and Mrs. Kern 
d involves approximately twenty teachers, while 
e latter project was a result of recent activity and 
ncern brought forward by People Organized for 
yemical Awareness (POCA). Specific curriculum 
r grades Kindergarten to eight of a preventive 
eme will be developed as a direct result of this 
fort, as well as a review of discipline policies and 
w help may be provided to those in such need. 


je area of the Arts, received attention with 
yother project developed by our Curriculum 
ordinator, Mrs. Celata, which was for grade four 
id partially funded by State money with matching 
nds from other sources, such as PAC, American 
sgion, Lions and Kiwanis. This project will bring 
ie Boston Arts Group to grade four with dance, 
‘ama and visual aid, all focusing on whales and 
e whaling experience as their central theme. A 
nited amount of activity will involve the entire 
ementary school. 


closing this report, we extend our appreciation to 
1e Schoo!

he number of students needing special services 
as increased on an average of 7% per year over 
e last four years. During that time we have 
creased services within the normal school 
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program by adding two programs, one at the 
primary level and one at the Junior High level. We 
have also added a Pre-School Language 
Development Program which, for the first time this 
year, serves three, four, and five year old children 
with speech or language delays. These programs 
have increased the scope of our services much 
more than the number of additional children whom 
we are able to serve. They have made services to 
certain low incidence groups of students more 
integrated and cost effective by providing 
programs within the Sandwich School System 
rather than transporting them to Collaborative 
programs or other public school programs in 
neighboring towns. As vital as this type of 
programming is, it does not address the needs of 
the large number of students whose needs do not 
require substantially separate programming, but 
who are served within the Elementary, Jr. High, 
and High Schools in a combination of regular 
classroom study and Resource Room special study. 


The staffing patterns and methods of delivery of 
special services that are currently in use are 
functioning beyond 100% capacity. A new 
conception of the partnership between Special 
Education and mainstream education is necessary 
to meet the needs of students without further 
straining the resources of the Sandwich School 
System. Planning, discussion, In-Service work, and 
consultation is going on in order to create new 
modes of service so that students with atypical 
learning patterns will be served in compliance with 
the mandate of Chapter 766 of the General Laws of 
Massachusetts and Public Law 94-142 of the 
Federal Laws; service of special needs students in 
the ‘‘least restrictive alternative’’ program option, 
which is within the regular classroom, as much as 
possible. 


The Special Education Staff, in cooperation with 
the faculty and administration of the Elementary, 
Junior High and High Schools increased the 
ongoing effort to facilitate appropriate adaptations 
to mainstream classroom education so that 
students with special needs can access the full 
richness of the curriculum. 


The Special Education Staff focused effort on two 
areas: Prevention and Early intervention and 
Mainstream adaptation. Our Pre-School Screening 
Program, Parent Education Program both address 
the first goal.

To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


}The major problems facing the Town over the past 
jyear are the same as we faced last year - rapid growth 
pand lack of money. 


jLast year we issued 479 dwelling unit permits. We 
traditionally have 2.3 persons per household. That 
means that we may expect our 1986 population. To 
raise by 1100 persons, or 10% above our 1985 

pulation. Our growth in revenues from all sources 
is up 7.7%. This continued disparity between growth 
in population and growth in revenues results in a 
serious shortfall, which can only be corrected by an 
poverride of Proposition 2%2. We know that it is very 
difficult to convince two thirds of the citizens that they 
should voluntarily raise their taxes, but on the other 
hand, we know the magnitude of the cuts in all 
departments which will have to be made if the request 
for override is voted down. We also know that the 
Town has traditionally been very fair in their support 
of needed projects. We hope that this override is 
perceived by you, the voters, to be a needed project, 
and we hope and pray for your support. 


The $800,000. Marina Project is now underway, and 
we expect completion of the new docking facilities by 
early June. 


The Schoo! Building Committee has been diligently 
pursuing its assigned task. It appears doubtful at this 
time that they will be ready for a full presentation at 
the Annual Town Meeting, and so we would expect 
a single-subject Special Town Meeting to be held 
some time between June and September. 


The Board would like to thank all the elected and 
appointed officials as well as the numerous volunteers 
whose efforts combine to make Sandwich the best 
place to live.

Report of the 
BOARD OF 
ASSESSORS 


To comply with statutory mandate that all Towns 
revalue real and personal property triennially; the 
Board of Assessors has contracted with Cole-Layer- 
Trumble Company for revaluation of property in 
Sandwich as of January 1, 1986. It is anticipated that 
the revaluation project will be completed in the early 
fall in time for FY ‘87 tax billing. 


Growth in Sandwich continues to be overwhelming. 
Tax bills for FY '86 were based on an increased value 
of $680,033,200 as of January 1, 1985, representing 
over 35 million dollars of value in growth for the 
preceding calendar year. 


At the May 1985 Town Meeting, the voters endorsed 
a phased-in computerization of the Town. A micro 
computer with associated hardware and software has 
been purchased for the Town Hall Annex to automate 
much of the activities of the Treasurer, Collector and 
Clerk. This equipment is now in place and providing 
day to day assistance to the operations of the Town. 
The Finance Committee has now voted to support the 
implementation of phase two of the Computer Study 
Committee’s plan to automate all the Town. Voters 
at the May 1986 meeting will consider an article to 
provide assistance to the Assessors’ office. 
Computerization of the assessing function will greatly 
improve the efficiency and moderate the costs of 
assessing work which continues to expand in 
complexity and detail with Sandwich’s prodigious 
growth. 


The state-owned Jand case between the Board of 
Assessors and the Department of Revenue still has 
not been resolved. It was heard in February on 
remand from the Supreme Judicial Court by the 
Appellate Tax Board. Sandwich has a strong case of 
contention; however, the outcome remains outside 
predictability.

r. James Foley spoke on this Article: ““On behalf of 
e 2.482 service men listed as missing in action, | 
ould like to address myself to this article. 


| 1974, the Vietnam War was officially listed as over. 
ur marines, airmen, navy and army fighting units 
ere home. 

e learned that the Vietnam experience had divided 
iis nation like nothing before in history except the 
‘ivil War. In our haste to put the bad times behind 
s, we forget those men that remain in southeast Asia. 
‘efore our final departure from Vietnam, many 
risoners of war were returned to us and to their 
amilies. Some of these returnees privately mourn 
ose comrades that they saw in captivity, comrades 
jat have not been returned, or seen again. 

Vhat of those that fell in the field, wounded and 
aptured when positions were overrun. What has 
appened to those men as well as the bodies of the 
nes that fell dead and were left behind. 

he National Memorial to Vietnam in Washington 
osts the names of over 55,000 men and women who 
ave their lives in this conflict. Included in those 
ames are those listed as missing in action. How 
ertain are we that those men are dead? How certain 
re we that those men have paid the supreme 
acrifice on behalf of their country. How certain are 
e? We're not. 


f Vietnam, 
eported sightings of Americans. Americans that are 
being used as slaves in forced labor camps. Why is 
it that everytime the present government of Vietnam 
wants something from the United States, they 
magically find three or four bodies and have them sent 
home for identification? 


What of the families of these missing men. Imagine 
a wife and her children, they themselves now parents, 
at home wondering if the man they knew and loved 
was alive or dead. 
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What of the Mothers and Fathers who raised their 
sons to believe in family, believe in God and to believe 
in America. What of these parents who gave their sons 
and daugNters to the service of their country. What 
do we say to these people. Do we say forget their 
loved ones, forget their sons, forget their husbands, 
forget their fathers, forget them for they must surely 
be dead. 


| ask you tonight, would you forget them? How can 
you forget the love, the devotion, how can you forget 
the life? 


This resolution asks our representatives to move 
forcefully and to account for all those men listed as 
missing. This resolution asks them to put pressure on 
the Vietnam regime and allow us to retrieve our dead, 
our relatives, our friends. 


These men as well as the millions of others that served 
in this conflict shared a common bond. It was a bond 
of brotherhood. 


If the final chapter is ever written on Vietnam, we will 
find no love stories, no romance, no glamour. One 
common factor however will emerge, that being that 
the men who served and in many cases died, all 
wanted to live. Each man was devoted to the other 
ones survival. This bond formed a brotherhood that 
will never be broken. 


Each man and woman serving in Vietnam knew then 
as they do now, that they were experiencing 
something that they did not want anyone else to 
experience. They saw things, they wanted no one else 
to see. These men and women wanted only one thing, 
to return home. Home to the love of family, to peace 
and freedom. 


The men listed as missing in action wanted no less 
than to return home as well.

The purpose of these regulations is, in the interest of 
public health, safety and general welfare, to preserve 
the quality and quantity of the Town’s groundwater 
resources in order to insure a safe and healthy public 
water supply. 


5010 CREATION 

Water Resource overlay Districts are hereby created 
covering the areas described on the map entitled 
Water Resource Districts, dated April 1, 1985 on file 
with the office of the Town Engineer. That Map and 
all explanatory matter thereon is hereby made part 
of this Bylaw. Such Water Resource Districts shall be 
considered to be superimposed over any other 
districts established in this Bylaw. Land in a Water 
Resource District shall be subject to the requirements 
of Section 5000 as well as to all other requirements 
of this Zoning Bylaw which apply to the underlying 
districts. 


5020 DEFINITIONS 
For the purpose of this Bylaw, the following will define 
terms used within: ‘‘Process wastewater’ shall 
include all wastewaters disposed on site other than 
sanitary wastewater. 


“Recharge Area’”’ shall mean the area encompassing 
land and water surfaces through which precipitation 
enters the groundwater body, and from which 
groundwater flows naturally, or is drawn by pumping, 
into a water supply well. 


“Toxic or Hazardous Materials’ are any substance 
or mixture of such physical, chemical or infectious 
characteristics as to pose a significant actual or 
potential hazard to water supplies, or other hazard to 
human health, if such substance or mixture were 
discharged to land or waters of this town. Toxic or 
hazardous materials include, without limitation, 
organic chemicals, petroleum products, heavy metals, 
radioactive of infectious wastes, acids and alkalies, 
and include products such as pesticides, herbicides, 
solvents, and thinners. Wastes generated by the 
following activities, without limitation, are presumed 
to be toxic of hazardous: 


* Airplane, boat and motor vehicle service and repair 

* Chemical and bacteriological laboratory operation 
* Cabinet making 

* Dry cleaning 

* Electronic circuit assembly 

* Metal plating, finishing and polishing 

* Motor and machinery service and assembly 

* Painting, wood preserving and furniture stripping 

* Pesticide and herbicide application 


* Photographic processing 
* Printing 
* Chlorination of wastewater 


5030 USE REGULATIONS 

Prohibited uses - Within the Water Resource District 
the following uses are prohibited: underground 
storage of fuel or gasoline or any toxic or hazardous 
material sanitary landfills, junk yards, municipal 
sewage treatment facilities, car washes, road salt 
stockpiles, dry cleaning establishments, metal plating, 
chemical and bacteriological laboratories, fuel or 
gasoline storage as a principal use, any use which 
includes retention of less than 40% of lot area in its 
natural state with no more than minor removal of 
existing trees and ground vegetation, or creation of 
impervious surfaces covering more than 20% of lot 
area, any use involving generating of toxic or 
hazardous waste materials incidental to the principal 
use; boat and motor vehicle service and repair; and 
any other use which involves as a principal activity 
the manufacture, storage, use, transportation or 
disposal of toxic or hazardous materials. 


5040 PERFORMANCE STANDARDS 

To preserve the natural land surface providing high 
quality recharge to the groundwater, to limit sewage 
flow and fertilizer application to amounts which will 
be diluted adequately by natural recharge, to prevent 
the formation of plumes of contamination in the 
groundwater system, and to prevent the discharge or 
leakage of toxic or hazardous substances into the 
groundwater, all uses other than single family 
dwellings shall meet the following performance 
standards: 


1. The concentration of nitrate nitrogen resulting from 
wastewater disposal and from fertilizer application, 
when diluted by rainwater recharge on the lot shall 
not exceed 7 parts per million (ppm). 


2. For dwelling and non-dwelling uses, sewage flow 
as determined by Title 5 of the State Environmental 
Code shall not exceed 330 gallons per day (gpd) per 
acre of lot area, or exceed 20,000 gpd regardless of 
lot area, and less than 10% of the lot area shall be 
maintained as cultivated lawn. 


3. All toxic or hazardous materials shall be stored in 
product tight containers protected from corrosion, 
accidental damage or vandalism and shall be used 
and handled in such a way as to prevent spillage into 
the ground or surface waters. A product inventory 
shall be maintained and reconciled with purchase, 
use, Sales and disposal records at sufficient intervals 
to detect product loss. 


4. No toxic or hazardous materials shall be present 
in wastes disposed on the site. Wastes composed in 
part or entirely of toxic or hazardous materials shall 
be retained in product tight containers for removal and 
disposal by a licensed scavanger service or as 
directed by the Board of Health. 
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5. With the exception of the 7 parts per million (ppm 
nitrate nitrogen limit as stated in paragraph 1 
contaminant levels in groundwater resulting fro 
disposal of process wastes from operations other tha 
personal hygiene and food for residents, patrons an 
employees or from wastewater treatment and disposa 
systems greater than 10,000 gallons per day capacit 
shall not exceed those levels specified in tables C an 
E of the ‘Drinking Water Regulations o 
Massachusetts” (DEQE, June 15, 1977), afte 
allowing for dilution by natural recharge on th 
premises. 


6. All runoff from impervious surfaces shall be 
recharged on the site, diverted toward areas covered 
with vegetation for surface infiltration to the extent 
possible. Dry wells shall be used only where other 
methods are infeasible, and shall be preceded by oil, 
grease and sediment traps to facilitate removal of 
contaminated solids. In the vicinity of chemical or fuel 
delivery points, provisions shall be made for spill 
control. 


7. Sand gravel removal operations shall be limited in 
depth so that the water table will not be exposed at 
any time. Land area exposed at any one time shall 
be minimized and land shall be returned to a natural 
vegetative state within one year of completion of 
operations. 


8. Where the premises are partially outside of the 
Water Resource District such potential pollution 
sources as on-site waste disposal systems shall, to 
the degree feasible, be located outside the District. 


5050 WATER QUALITY REVIEW COMMITTEE 

1. There is hereby established a Water Quality 
Review Committee (WQRC), comprising one 
representative each appointed from time to time by 
and from the Board of Selectmen, Board of Health, 
Planning Board, Conservation Commission, Water 
District and the Health Agent. 


2. Certificate of Water Quality Compliance. A 
certificate of Water Quality compliance shall be 
obtained by the owner of the premises from: the 
WQRC a) For erection of any new principal structure 
other than a single family dwelling or for change in 
occupancy requiring a Certificate of Use and 
Occupancy under the State Building Code; 


No building permit or Certificate of Use and 
Occupancy shall be issued by the Building Inspector 
unless a Certificate of Water Quality Compliance, if 
required, has been obtained. 


3. Requirements 
A certificate of Water Quality Compliance shall be 
granted only as follows: 


For new construction or additions or new activities not 
involving structures, or for change in occupancy or 
operation on previously developed premises, only if | 
in full compliance with all requirements of Section E 
Performance Standards. 


. Submittals 

applying for a Certificate of Water Quality 
mpliance, 7 sets of application materials shall be 
ubmitted to the Building Inspector, who shall forward 
ne set to each member of the WQRC. All information 
ecessary to demonstrate compiiance must be 
ubmitted, including but not limited to the following: 


. Acomplete list of all chemicals, pesticides, fuels 
nd other potentially toxic or hazardous materials to 
e used or stored on the premises in quantities 
reater than those associated with normal household 
se, accompanied by a description of measures to 
rotect from vandalism, corrosion and leakage, and 
0 provide for control of spills. 


>. A description of potentially toxic or hazardous 
astes to be generated, indicating storage and 
jisposal methods. 


5. Evidence of compliance with all requirements of 
Section 5040 Performance Standards. 


4. All multi-family developments which will have five 
or more dwelling units, hotels and motels, clustered 
developments, planned developments, nursing 
homes and hospitals, and any project resulting in a 
wastewater discharge of greater than 2,000 gallons 
per day (gpd) on any single acre shall be required to 
submit the following: 


1) a water table contour map and a geologic 
description of the area in the vicinity of the proposed 
project to determine groundwater flow directions; 


2) projections of nitrogen levels in down-gradient 
groundwater, simulation of contaminant movement in 
groundwater and delineation of plumes; and 


3) a projection of the impacts on downgradient 
drinking water (public and private wells; existing, 
future and potential), on lakes and ponds, and on 
coastal waters. 


4) The information submitted to the WQRC must 
demonstrate that no significant impact to 
downgradient water resources will occur as a result 
of the project. 


5. ACTION 

The WQRC shall act within 21 days of acceptance of 
a complete application, approving it by issuing a 
Certificate of Compliance if a majority determine that 
the applicant has adequately demostrated compliance 
with the requirements of the Water Resource District, 
and rejecting the application otherwise. 


6. CERTIFICATE REVIEW 

Each three years the WQRC shall review compliance 
with this Bylaw and the Certificate of Water Quality 
Compliance. Upon request, Certificate holders shall 
submit the following: 

a. Description of any changes from the originally 
submitted materials. 

b. Certification that the waste disposal system has 
been inspected by a licensed septic system installer 
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or treatment plant operator within the preceding 90 
days and found to be properly maintained and in 
proper operating conditon. 


c. Results from analysis of leachage or wastewaters 
as may be required by the Board of Health. 


Evidence of non-compliance shall be reported to the 
Board of Health for enforcement action. 


5060 ENFORCEMENT 

1. Inspection 

These provisions shall be enforced by the Agent of 
the Board of Health. The Inspector of Buildings, or 
Agent of the Board of Health may enter upon the 
premises at any reasonable time to inspect for 
compliance with the provisions of this Bylaw. 
Evidence of compliance with approved waste disposal 
plans may be required by the enforcing officers. All 
records pertaining to waste disposal and removal shall 
be retained. 


2. Violations 

Written notice of any violation shall be provided to the 
holder of the Certificate of Water Quality Compliance, 
specifying a time for compliance including cleanup of 
any spilled materials which is reasonable in relation 
to the public health hazard involved and the difficulty 
of compliance, but in no event shall more than 30 days 
be allowed for either compliance or finalization of a 
plan for longer term compliance, approved by the 
WQRC. 


VOTED - That the Town amend the Sandwich Zoning 
Bylaws, Section 2110, anew section 2590 and a new 
section 5000, Water Resource District, as printed in 
the Annual Warrant under Articles 36, 37 and 38, with 
the correction in Article 37 to RD-60. 


This was a voice vote, 1 NO and in excess 329 YES 
and declared CARRIED by the necessary 24rds 
requirement. 


ARTICLE 33 - To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Town. of Sandwich Zoning Bylaws by modifying the 
Town Zoning Map by deleting from the R-40 District 
and placing in the IND (Industrial) District an area 
designated on Town of Sandwich Assessor’s Map 59 
as Lot R-3, or do anything relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - To indefinitely postpone this 
Article 33. (Voice vote) 


ARTICLE 39 - To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Sandwich Zoning Bylaw as follows: 
Change Section 2600 so that the minimum lot area 
for R-20 and for S, B1-1 and MAR is 40,000 square 
feet instead of 20,000 square feet. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - To indefinitely postpone this 
Article 39. (Voice vote) 


ARTICLE 40 - To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Sandwich Zoning Bylaw as follows: 

Change Section 2550, subparagraph (3) by deleting 
‘May 1, 1979” as it appears in Line 2, Line 4 and Line 


5 and substituting therefore ‘‘May 1, 1985”’ in each 
place. 


VOTED - That this Article be indefinitely postponed. 
This vote was declared CARRIED by majority. 


ARTICLE 41 - To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Sandwich Zoning Bylaws under Article V, Definitions, 
by changing the dates in paragraph 2 under Flood 
Plain District in two places to July 3, 1985 and adding 
after the second date change, ‘‘and as may be 
amended from time to time.’’, so that paragraph two 
reads as follows: 


“The Flood Plain District is delineated on the 
Sandwich Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM), dated 
July 3, 1985, as Zones A, A 1-30, V 1-30 to indicate 
the 100 year flood plain.

ARTICLE 42 - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money not to exceed $14,000 for the purchase of a 
new One-Ton Four Wheel Drive Pickup Truck for the 
Fire Department, or do anything relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town raise and 
appropriate $14,000 for the purchase of anew % ton 
Four-Wheel Drive Pickup Truck for the Fire 
Department. 


ARTICLE 43 - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed $12,000.00 for the 
purchase of a new vehicle for the Fire Chief’s use, 
or do anything relative thereto. 


VOTED - That the Town raise and appropriate 
$12,000.00 for the purchase of a new vehicle for the 
Fire Chief. 


This was a voice vote and declared CARRIED by 
majority. 


ARTICLE 44 - To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Town of Sandwich Bylaws by deleting Article XxX! 
Wetland Protection Bylaw in its entirety and 
substituting the following, or do anything relative 
thereto. 


Article XX! Wetland Protection Bylaw 


Section 1. Purpose 

The purpose of this Bylaw is to protect the foreshores, 
wetlands, and water resources of the Town of 
Sandwich by controlling activities deemed to have a 
significant effect upon the values afforded them,

including but not limited to the following interest 
public and private water supply, ground water, flo 
control, erosion control, storm damage preventio 
water pollution, salt and fresh water fisherie 
shellfish, wildlife, recreation, and aesthetics. 


Section 2 Permit Required 
No person shall remove, fill, dredge, alter, or buil 
upon or within one hundred feet of any fresh wate 
wetland, bank, coastal wetland, beach, dune, fl 
marsh, meadow, bog, swamp, or any estuary, creek 
stream, pond, lake, or the ocean, or land under o 
bordering on said waters or wetlands, or any lan 
subject to tidal action, coastal storm flowage, o 
flooding, other than in the course of maintaining, o 
repairing, or replacing, but not substantially altering 
an existing and lawfully located structure or facilit 
used in the service of the public and used to provid 
electric, gas, water, telephone, or telecommunicatio 
services, without first filing written application for 
permit so to remove, fill, dredge, or alter in any othe 
way, and receiving and complying with a permit issue 
under this Bylaw. Such application shall include suc 
plans as may be necessary to describe such propose 
activity and its effect on the environment. 


Section 3. Procedure 

Filing a Notice of Intent with the Conservatio 
Commission under the Wetlands Protection Act shal 
constitute application under this Bylaw. Th 
Conservation Commission shall hold a public hearing 
on each application prior to acting upon it, with timing 
and notice as required for actions under the Wetlands 
Protection Act and shall grant, grant with conditions, 
or deny a permit within twenty-one days of the close 
of the hearing. 

The Commission shall schedule its hearings and 
deliberations under this Bylaw, so as to facilitate 
coordination with other approvals as may be required 
from the Planning Board under its Subdivision Control 
Law, or the Zoning Board of Appeals under its Zoning 
Bylaw. The Commission shall, whenever feasible, 
holds its hearing under this Bylaw in conjunction with 
its hearing under the Wetlands Protection Act. 
Section 4. Definitions 

Definitions set forth in the Wetlands Protection Act 
and in regulations adopted thereunder by the 
Department of Environmental Quality Engineering, or 
any successor thereto, are hereby made a part of this 
Bylaw. 

The term “‘person”’ as used in this Bylaw, shall include 
any individual, group of individuals, association, 
partnership, corporation, company, business, 
organization, trust estate, the Commonwealth or 
political subdivision thereof, including the Town of 
Sandwich, administrative agency, public or quasi- 
public corporation or body, or any other legal entity 
or its legal representative, agents, or assigns. 


Section 5. Application for Determination | 
The Commission shall make a determination as to 


ther or not this Bylaw applies to a specific situation 
or to the filing of a written Notice of Intent under 
he provisions hereof within twenty-one days of the 
eipt of a written request by certified mail, or by 
nd, from any person desiring such determination. 
e Commission, its agents, officers, and employees, 
may enter upon the land on which the proposed work 
$ to be done in response to a request for a prior 
termination, or for the purpose of carrying out its 
uties under this Bylaw, and make, or cause to be 
made, such examination or survey as it deems 
necessary. 


ection 6. Notificiation of Abutters and Owner 

ny person filing a Notice of Intent under this Bylaw 
hall, in writing and at the same time, notify all 
butters by certified mail or hand delivery, and the 
wner of the subject property, if different from the 
petitioner, on which work is proposed of his intention 
to so alter. Said notification shall include date, time, 
nd place of hearing. An attested list of persons so 
notified, signed by the applicant, shall be presented 
o the Sandwich Conservation Commission with said 
notice of intent certifying that all required notices were 
given and the dates that they were given. 


Section 7. Emergency Projects 

Notice is required by Section 2 of this Bylaw shall not 
apply to emergency projects necessary for the 
protection of the health or safety of the citizens of 
Sandwich. An emergency project shall mean any 
project certified to be an emergency by the Sandwich 
Conservation Commission. In no case shall any filling, 
dredging, constructing, or altering commence prior to 
any emergency certification nor extend beyond the 
time necessary to abate the emergency. 


Section 8. Security 

The Conservation Commission may require the 
posting of a bond with sureties or other security to 
secure faithful and satisfactory performance of work 
required by any conditions as the commission may 
determine necessary. The amount of such bond shall 
not exceed either the estimated cost of the work 
required, or the estimated cost of restoration of 
affected lands and property if the work is not 
performed as required, whichever is the greater. 


Section 9. Appeal 

Appeal from any decision under this Bylaw shall be 
made to the Superior Court within thirty days of the 
date of issuance of said decision. 


Section 10. Policy Guidelines 

After due notice and public hearing, the Conservation 
Commission may promulgate policy guidelines in the 
form of additional definitions, rules and regulations 
consistent with the provisions and objectives of the 
Bylaw and designed to clarify and implement its 
purpose. Notice shall be given at least two weeks prior 
to such hearing by publication in a newspaper of 
general circulation in the Town and by posting with 
the Town Clerk.

The “‘building boom’’ has continued unabated during 
the past year. Town Meeting voted in May to increase 
lot sizes and frontages in the R-20 and R-40 zones. 
In anticipation of the proposed change, an inordinately 
large number of Preliminary Plans were filed in 
advance of Town Meeting in order to take advantage 
of the less restrictive requirements. 28 Preliminary 
Plans were filed in 1985 as compared with 10 in 1984 
and none in 1983. The same held true for Definitive 
Plans. The Board reviewed 26 Definitive Plans which 
resulted in the approval of 570 new lots as compared 
with 12 plans in 1984 and 9 plans in 1983. The 46 
Approval Not Required Plans that the Board reviewed 
in 1985 was not greatly different in quantity from the 
35 in 1984 and the 38 in 1983. 


In September, Mrs. Shirley Coleman resigned from 
the Board to be replaced by the appointment of Mrs. 
Amanda Blaisdell. Both Town Engineer, William 
Taylor and his assistant, Richard LeClerc left town 
service during the year. The Board would like to 
recognize the invaluable services that they have 
performed over the years and wish them well in their 
new endeavors.

DEPARTMENT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


As Chief of Police, | respectfully submit my annual 
report for 1985. 


1985 was a busy year for the Sandwich Police 
Department. Total complaints investigated numbered 
6,036, up from 5,905 in 1984. Serious crime rose 29% 
with 385 offenses in 1985 compared with 298 in 1984. 


Breaking and entering, one of our more serious 
problems, increased to 121 from 72 in 1984. 216 
larcenies were investigated, up from 181 in 1984. For 
the second year in a row, no rapes were reported 
during the twelve month period. 160 cases of 
vandalism, acontinuing problem, were investigated, up 
from 143 in 1984. Other criminal investigations 
included assault, 27 up from 24 in 1984, and auto theft 
13, down from 17 in 1984, 22 drug violations and 5 
arsons were investigated, along with 6 offenses 
against family. The remaining complaints were of a 
lesser of criminal or service complaint nature. 


Of the 6,036 complaints, Sandwich village accounted 
for 2,431, South Sandwich 1,563, East Sandwich 
1,371, Forestdale 638 and Sagamore Beach 33. 


2,485 complaints were received between 4:00 P.M. 
and 12:00 M., 2,482 were recorded between 8:00 A.M. 
and 4:00 P.M. and 1,069 between 12:00 M., and 8:00 
A.M. 


Saturday was the busiest day with 926 complaints, 
followed by Wednesday 865, Thursday 863, Friday 
862, Monday 858, Tuesday 844 and Sunday 818. 


A total of 269 arrests were made by members of the 
department in 1985 and 106 inebriated persons were 
taken into protective custody and later released or 
transported to a detoxification center. 


1,469 motor vehicle citations were issued, of which 
601 required court action and 868 were written 
warnings. 


206 motor vehicle accidents were investigated, down 
from 220 in 1984. Two persons were killed as the 
result of motor vehicle accidents in 1985, in Sandwich. 


Officers investigated 1,122 citizens reports of 
Suspicious persons, vehicles or incidents, answered 
595, burglar and holdup alarms, all but three of which 
were false, served 287 summonses and relayed 1,213 
calls to the Dog/Conservation Officer from the Police 
Communications Center. 


Continuing its intensive housecheck program, the 
department’s members made 5,349 checks of vacant 
homes. 120 homes and businesses were found open 
by officers during security checks. 
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Assistance rendered numbered 1,317, 648 to the Fi 
Department and ambulance, 146 to other | 
enforcement agencies and Town departments, 19 
mentally disturbed persons, 60 to homeowners, 1 
to disabled motorists, 139 escorts, 78 civil matter. 
2 medical assists and 118 dog and conservation cal 
were handled by the police. 


85 Firearms ID cards were issued, along with 88 pist 
permits. 


$14,315.75 was turned over to the Town Treasur 
from the sale of gun licenses, copies of police repo 
sold to attorneys and insurance companies, auctio 
of found and surplus property and rentals of the polic 
alarm board and alarm service fees.

The Fire Department responded to a total of 2000 calls 
during 1985, this is an increase of 251 responses over 
the previous year. Increases were shown in about all 
categories. 


Although the number of structural fires remained 
approximately the same, the estimated losses for 
these fires increased drastically because of major 
losses in three building fires. 
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Ambulance runs totaled 892 in 1985, this is an 
increase of 56 calls over 1984. The Fire Department 
now operates with two class one ambulances. We 
have had to take the Cadillac, Class 5 ambulance off 
the line as it no longer can meet the regulations 
required by the Department of Public Health. A 
request for a new back-up unit will be submitted in 
the Town Meeting in May 1986. 


At this time, | am happy to announce that through 
training and new hiring, the Fire Department now has 
9 Nationally Registered Paramedics on their roster. 
This amount will enable us to meet the manpower 
requirements as regulated by the state law. 


As all departments in town, the Fire Department has 
been hurt financially since Proposition 2/2 became 
law. A new fire pumper and repairs to our newest 
pumper (1972 vintage) are a must at Town Meeting 
this year. We still have a manpower shortage and 
there is some much needed equipment that will have 
to be gotten in the very near future. 


My annual pitch again this year about smoke 
detectors in your homes. If you don’t have them, 
please install them for the safety of your family. Also, 
with the increased growth in Sandwich, more and 
more homes, house numbers would sure help us 
locate your homes a little faster. 


During 1985, 628 persons had their Blood Pressure 
taken at Fire Headquarters. Remember, this service 
is available to all.

During the calendar year 1985, 686 Plumbing permits 
were issued. There were 1247 inspections made of 
plumbing installations during their various stages of 
installation. Minor corrections were required on 18 of 
these with major corrections required on 1 installation. 
One hundred fourteen minor corrections were 
required on final inspections. Fees collected for 
plumbing permits amounted to $20,110.00. 


Five hundred forty eight (548) permits were issued for 
new Disposal works construction, 1004 on-site 
inspections were made of these installations only one 
of which required corrections. Seventy four (74) repair 
permits for Disposal works installations were issued, 
seventy inspections were made of these installations. 


A change in the State Plumbing Code, requires that 
all potable water piping in any building, when copper 
tubing is used, be tested to assure that lead free 
solder was used as the joining material. This 
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procedure will require more time being spent on both 
rough and final inspections. This requirement pertains 
only to permits issued after January 1, 1986. 


The continued co-operation of licensed installers is 
appreciated by the Board of Health and the Inspection 
Office. 


We wish to thank everyone that has worked with, and 
assisted us during the past year, including Tony 
Martin; Conservation Lands Manager, the Town 
Engineers Office, Highway Department, Selectmen’s

BOARD OF HEALTH

The Board of Health respectfully submits the following 
report for the calendar year 1985. 


In order to protect fragile coastal and fresh water 
resources and ease the burden onthe Town’s septage 
facilities, the Board of Health has initiated a program 
of required upgrading of inadequate and failed septic 
systems. We have concurrently enacted an ordinance 
requiring that on-site septic systems comply with 
current state codes before any permits can be issued 
for additions or alterations to a structure. 


This year has seen the expansion of our systematic 
program of surface water testing in co-operation with 
the Barnstable County Health Department and the 
State DEQE. This program is aimed at the tracing and 
elimination of sources of pollution affecting our ponds, 
streams and shellfishing areas. 


The Sanitary Landfill is open 7 days a week from 7:30 
AM to 4:00 PM. The gatehouse has been moved to 
facilitate monitoring of traffic into the landfill, and the 
Town no longer accepts Commercial brush dumping. 


Fees received by the Board amounted to $72,569.50. 


Mr. Stetson Hall, Director, Barnstable County Health 
Department is appointed as County Health Officer for 
the Cape area and his staff is appointed as health 
service personnel for Sandwich.

SANDWICH 
HOUSING 
AUTHORITY 


The Sandwich Housing Authority had a busy and 
productive 1985. Major work was undertaken to fulfill 
the contractural obligation to develop family housing 
units under a grant awarded by the State’s Executive 
Office of Communities and Development. 


The Authority initially undertook to acquire existing 3 
bedroom units. However, housing costs in excess of 
those allowed by the state caused the authority to 
change its mode of development to new construction, 
after acquiring only one existing unit. 


At Annual Town Meeting, the authority received a 
donation of land from the Town on Quaker 
Meetinghouse Road upon which to develop six units 
of family housing. 


Following state procedures the authority hired AKRO 
Associates, Architects, Hyannis, as the project 
architect. 


At the close of 1985 the authority had established a 
Citizens Advisory Committee to work with it on project 
design and had completed the concept phase of the 
program. The project will be developed as six-units 
of family housing, four-three bedroom units, one of 
which will be fully accessible to handicapped persons, 
and two-two bedroom units. These units will be 
developed in clusters of three in two buildings with 
a central courtyard, play space, and appropriate 
parking. 


During 1986 the authority will present its plans to 
relevant Town boards for approval in advance of 
initiating Construction. 


Throughout the development process, the Sandwich 
Housing Authority has been assisted by the staff from 
Barnstable Housing Authority. 


The housing authority meets at Town Hall on the third 
Thursday of each month at 7:30 P.M. 


Major support for the authority’s activities comes from 
grants from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
through the Executive Offices of Communities and 
Development. All records and financial reports are 
kept by the authority and are available for public 
inspection.

PARK DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


During the year of 1985 the Park Department 
maintained approximately forty acres of grass. Thirty 
acres of this grass was mowed weekly with the rest 
being mowed bi-weekly. 


The summer months bring many people to the 
beaches in Sandwich. We try to clean these beaches 
at least twice weekly during the summer. Also there 
are forty-five barrels placed around town at the 
beaches and fishermens landings which are emptied 
three times weekly. There are three bathhouses, Town 
Neck, Lombard Park, across from the Town Hall, 
which are cleaned daily by Park personnel. 


For the past two years we have planted two hundred 
rhododendrons in the new Town Cemetery on Route 
130. This year we plan to plant another fifty plants. 
We have also planted two hedges in front of the gates, 
Azaleas around the building and various shrubs. The 
wooded area was brushed out with the Gravely 
during the winter. 


Since Proposition 22 went into effect in 1980 the Park 
& Cemeteries budget has not grown at all. Many of 
the projects that were done yearly are now neglected 
because of the lack of money and personnel. Before 
22, the Park Department had a full time gardener and 
a full time foreman. Now 5 years later - the park is 
back to one full-time man trying to keep up with 
everything. It’s just not possible. 


| would like to thank the other Departments for their 
cooperation and help, the selectmen for their 
guidance, and the men who worked so hard to keep 
Sandwich a beautiful Town.

For over 10 
years this department has been carrying out an 
injection program; we are recognized as having one 
of the longest on going programs in New England. 


In late September hurricane ‘‘Gloria”’ struck the South 
Coast of New England. For many people, including 
myself, this was the first experience with a storm of 
this magnitude. Clean up following the storm lasted 
more than three weeks. | would like to thank all the 
Town Departments and New England Telephone, and 
Commonwealth Electric for their cooperation during 
and after this storm, and also for their cooperation 
throughout the calendar year. 


| would especially like to thank the Advisory 
Landscape Council, and the Friends of the Library for 
their continued financial support and encouragement.

ENVIRONMENTAL 
TASK FORCE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Sandwich, Massachusetts 


The Annual Town Meeting of 1985 voted to authorize 
the formation of the Environmental Task Force. This 
brings together three at-large appointees and a 
representative from each of those Town Agencies, 
who are all concerned with matters of the environ- 
ment, health, conservation, land use guidance, and 
recreation. Beginning May 29th, this group has worked 
through 24 meetings with obvious enthusiasm. 


Since the fiscal restraints of Proposition 22 and the 
added funding pressures for increased municipal 
services due to escalating land development, the 
acquisition of lands for open space, aquifer and 
wetlands protection, conservation and recreation, has 
been at a standstill. But conditional State aid is 
available. 


In order to participate in the State’s Division of 
Conservation Services Self Help program for land 
purchase reimbursement, an Open Space and 
Recreaton Plan for a five year period must be 
presented. This was immediately undertaken with 
inquiry of the residents as to their needs and desires. 
A draft plan was filed by August 30th, and was 
approved September 17th. This establishes the 
town’s participation eligibility until 1990. Publication 
of the final plan is expected by March 1986. 


The search for lands was started at the very beginning 
of activity. Parcels from the accumulated listings from 
each represented Agency for lands needing 
acquisition protection were graded, and the 
procurement process begun. Negotiation took place 
with fifteen owners of lands totaling some five hundred 
acres, with owner rejections due to development 
preseuies of all but three parcels. By year’s end we 

ave reached purchase option agreements for these 
three totaling approximately 130 acres. These are now 
being independently appraised to the Division of 
Conservation Services’ specifications. Each will be 
presented in detail for acquisition approval at the 1986 
Annual Town Meeting. Negotiation for a number of 
equally significant parcels is continuing. Details of the 
planning are contained in the forthcoming Plan 
publication.

HISTORICAL 
COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Sandwich Historical Commission was established 
in 1971 by Town vote accepting the provisions of the 
General Laws Chapter 40 Section 8D. The 
Commission’s purpose under law is to research, 
establish, and update an inventory of the Town’s 
historical assets using standard forms and definitions 
in the following categories: 


A. Areas of distinct character and appearance 
through facades of buildings, waterways, plantings, 
streets, walls, and other elements of appearance and 
historical background. 

B. Buildings over 100 years old, and all public 
buildings. 

C. Monuments and Markers such as statues, or 
plaques mounted on memorial boulders. 

D. Sites of historical events and locations such as the 
Old Briar Patch and Christopher’s Hollow. 

E. Burial Grounds, especially markers older than 
1830. The Commission has an inventory of markers 
in 18 local burial areas. 

F. Structures, such as dams, walls, roads, bridges, 
the Canal. 


The Commission’s inventory of Sandwich historical 
assets is located at 145 Main Street in the Archives 
office, and is available to the public to consult during 
office hours. Information such as the age and history 
of various houses can be obtained. 


Based on the Sandwich inventory, the National 
Register of Historic Places includes the Town Hall 
Square Historic District and the Wing Fort House. The 
inventory is the basis for obtaining grants for 
restoration of public and commercial buildings of 
National Register status, and for other legal purposes 
such as the historical background of property involved 
in Federal or State land-takings and surveys. 


The Commission was active during the year in several 
projects, copying from early deeds at the Registry, 
studying the condition of the early burial markers at 
Old Town Cemetery, adding new photographs of 
changes in historic buildings (such as the Wren 
Church and Public Library) and answering questions 
from property owners. The Commission’s inventory 
and its collections of old maps, deeds and 
photographs is an important town asset in itself, and 
is a worthy and protected place to deposit historical 
items. If families with old deeds, letters or photographs 
of Sandwich would prefer to retain possession, then 
it is urged that they bring in these treasures to be 
safely copied, identified and returned.

ARCHIVES and

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Archives Center was set up in 1977 by town vote 
to establish a town office which could bring together 
historical information on Sandwich from all sources. 
The Center is in the upstairs area at 145 Main Street, 
and employs two archivists and a secretary, all 
working part time and amounting to less than one full- 
time employee over the year. This is a modest 
investment for a town which prides itself on its historic 
character and appearance. 


In February 1985, the book ‘‘Sandwich A Cape Cod 
Town”’ was published in 2150 copies. The author was 
R. A. Lovell, Jr., Town Archivist. The reception in the 
town and across the country has been good, with 1850 
copies sold by year-end and only 300 copies 
remaining for future sales. Income deposited with the 
Town Treasurer by year-end exceeded the town’s cost 
for publication so that the current sales represent a 
clear profit to the town. All those interested in the 
town’s long and fascinating history are urged to get 
a copy while supplies last. 


The Archives staff has prepared a typescript of the 
births, deaths and marriages preserved in town 
records up through the year 1884, when the division 
of the town occurred. This information will be 
published, probably in two volumes, through the 
assistance of the New England Historic Genealogical 
Society of Boston, without cost to the Town of 
Sandwich. This publication will match the town history 
in appearance and will put Sandwich at long last in 
the same category as the majority of Bay State towns 


having both its history and its vital records in print. 

n the Cape, the towns of Brewster, Truro, Harwich, 
armouth, and Falmouth have already had their vital 
ords published for the use of descendants in their 
omes or at libraries and historical societies across 
e whole country. Interest in Cape Cod genealogy 
high and growing.

Submitted herewith is the report of the operation of 
the Building during 1985. 


Activities as to the use of the building remained about 
the same as last year. The prime use of the building 
continues to be the Council on Aging, Elder Services 
of Cape Cod and the programs under their direction. 


In April it was discovered we had a colony of termites 
located in the front of the building. The Trustees had 
‘the entire building treated for termite control by a 
‘professional termite control company and made 
arrangements for an annual inspection to make sure 
the problem is under control. No discernable damage 
was done to the building. 
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According to the best information now available, the 
Council on Aging, Elder Services of Cape Cod and 
their affiliated programs will be moving to their new 
quarters on Quaker Meeting House Road during May 
or June 1986. This will leave the utilization of the 
building to a few organizations who meet on a weekly 
or monthly basis. 


The Trustees feel this is now an opportune time to 
return control and management of the building to the 
Town and are making plans to request that this be 
done in the legal manner required. The building will 
still be known as the Clark-Haddad Memorial Building, 
however, there will no longer be a separate elected 
Board of Trustees.

The Committee reorganized at their June 1985 
meeting. Rose M. Merritt of Bourne was elected as 
Chairperson; Helen G. Westergard of Marion was 
elected as Vice-Chairperson; David P. Sampson was 
elected as Secretary and Kim Carman of Wareham 
was appointed as Treasurer. 


Upper Cape Cod Regional has experienced a year of 
transition with the retirement, effective March 1, 1985, 
of Arthur L. Sweetman, Superintendent-Director since 
1971. David P. Sampson, Assistant Director at Upper 
Cape Regional for the past ten years was appointed 
as Superintendent-Director as of April 1, 1985. Barry 
J. Motta of Fairhaven was appointed as Assistant 
Director effective August 1985. Special thanks and 
gratitude is extended to the members of the Screening 
Committee who volunteered their valuable time 
screening and interviewing applicants for the position 
of Superintendent-Director. 


The newly appointed administration of the school is 
working with staff, the community, and students ina 
renewed effort to provide the most effective 
vocational-technical education to all residents of our 
communities. Considerable effort is being expended 
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to develop programs which will serve the post high- 
school population, school drop-outs, and adults by 
providing vocational training opportunities, as well as 
evening and summer school programs in order to 
more fully utilize the school’s facilities. 


Students have been involved in a variety of extra 
curricular activities throughout the year. The Student 
Body initiated a Students Against Driving Drunk 
Program and has been responsible for bringing an 
assembly program and various fund raisers aimed at 
increased student awareness of the dangers 
associated with driving drunk. 


Upper Cape Regional Travel Club has been 
established by students and their first trip to Europe 
occurred in the spring of 1985. They have established 
plans for a second trip in the spring of 1986. 


Student Council has been very active in assisting the 
school administration in reviewing student rules and 
regulations and was a supportive force in the 
elimination of student smoking in the school. 


Satellite course offerings through Northeastern 
University and University of Massachusetts - Boston, 
along with numerous professional and public 
meetings are examples of expanded use of the 
school’s facilities. 


Efforts are being made to up-grade educational 
programs, textbooks, and curriculum, School spirit is 
evident among students and faculty amidst an 
atmosphere of pride in the accomplishments of the 
school. 


A General Advisory Committee was formed in the 
spring to act as a steering committee for the various 
Program Advisory Committees and to establish a 
closer link of communication between them and the 
School Committee. This Committee consists of 
Richard Armstrong, Fiddler’s Cove Marina, North 
Falmouth: Robert Caradimos, The Lobster Bowl 
Restaurant, East Wareham; James Crossen, 
Northeast Fisheries Center (Retired), Falmouth; 
Joseph T. Cunning, Jr., JM Construction Company, 
Marion; Jovina Dean, ‘‘Hair Do Haven’’, Onset; 
Thomas Donovan, Donovan Construction Company, 
Pocasset; John Elliott, Bourne State Police Barracks, 
Bourne; Joseph Grazulis, MMA Instructor (Retired), 
Sagamore; Kenneth P. Jackson, Jackson Plumbing 
& Heating, Bourne; Sheila Keene, Falmouth Hospital, 
Falmouth; Kenneth G. Pereira, Buzzards Bay; Mario

Concrete Products, Wareham; James T. Wenzel, 
Wenzel Auto Body, Pocasset; and William A. Wood, 
Mattapoisett. 


The Regional School District has received financial 
assistance under Chapter 70 in the amount of 
$213,850, representing payments toward the current 
fiscal year (1986) operating expenses. Also received 
were the following: Transportation $173,886; Chapter 
71, 16D Regional School Aid $195,304; P.L. 81-874 


Federally connected students $4,809; and 


Construction Grant $63,814.81. 


A Chapter 1 ECIA Grant in the amount of $80,949 has 
been approved to provide two full-time teachers, three 
aides, supplies and equipment for the supportive 
service to students in language arts and mathematics. 


Carl D. Perkins Grants (P.L. 98-524) in the amount 
of $26,331 have been approved to provide an 
instructor in vocational special needs, vocational 
recruitment for the handicapped, and computers for 
the Health Careers Department. 


A P.L. 94-142 Title VI-B Grant in the amount of 
$27,440 has been approved and is being used to 
provide three instructional aides, equipment and 
supplies to the Special Needs Program. 


A Grant in the amount of $4,290 was awarded under 
Chapter 74, Apprenticeship Training, for the purpose 
of Evening School salaries. 


Under the Educational Consolidation and 
Improvement Act (ECIA) of 1981, Chapter 2, a Grant 
for fiscal 1986 has been approved in the amount of 
$5,258 to expand video technology in the vocational 
areas, computer assisted instruction, and to develop 
a library of vocational instructional videotapes. 


The School Committee has voted to accept an EEOG 
Grant in the amount of $16,629, and a Professional 
Development Grant of $37,960 as provided under 
Chapter 188 of the Acts of 1985 and is in the process 
of obtaining approval from each of the member towns 
in order to access these funds in accordance with 
state law. 


In addition to the above, the school staff is making 
every effort to seek out available funding sources 
which will provide enhanced educational opportunities 
to our students without having a direct effect on the 
local town assessments. Included in these attempts 
are Commonwealth In-Service Grants for Teacher 
Training, Planning Grants to study Dropout Prevention 
and Remediation, Equipment Grants through the Carl 
D. Perkins Act, and funding for summer programs to 
supplement the school year programs already 
available to our students. 


The school’s various vocational programs continue to 
depend upon actual work experiences both in the 
school and in the community to acquire experience 
consistent with that found in the work place. Major 
building projects this year include construction of the 
Sandwich Human Services Building on Quaker 
Meeting House Road in Sandwich; an addition to 
Wareham Historical Society Building on Main Street 
in Wareham; and an addition to the Church of the 
Nazarene in Onset, as well as several other smaller 
building projects. 


The public is invited to utilize student services in the 
Automotive, Auto Body, Upholstery, Carpentry, 
Marine Services, Masonry, Painting and Decorating, 
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and Cosmetology Programs, and to frequent th 
Canalside Dining Room which is open on a daily basi 
for lunch and staffed by Culinary Arts students. 


Graduation of the Upper Cape Cod Regional Clas 
of 1985 took place on June 2, 1985 at th 
Massachusetts Maritime Academy. Of the 10 
graduates receiving their diplomas, 11% wer 
accepted in trade-related programs at both two an 
four year colleges and technical schools. Eighty-fiv 
percent were successfully employed-55% were 
placed directly in their trade and 30% were placed 
in other fields. Approximately 4% had a commitment 
to report to the Armed Forces in late summer or early 
fall. 


We would like to invite parents and community 
members of our district to become actively involved 
in the educational programs that are provided by 
establishing an interest in what is happening at Upper 
Cape Cod Regional, by visiting the school committee 
meetings held the second Thursday of each month, 
by visiting the school during our Open House sessions 
held in the fall and spring, and by communicating with 
your child’s teacher to follow his/her academic 
progress, and by attending our extra curricular events. 


As Chairperson of the School District Committee, | 
wish to thank fellow members, members of the 
General Advisory Board, Program Advisory Boards, 
school employees, and town and school officials of 
our district for their continuous support. The success 
of our school is due to the dedication of the many 
people who recognize and support vocational- 
technical education.

More than half of the residents of Sandwich take 
dvantage of the Sandwich Community School--some 
by taking classes, others by making use of the school 
facilities. Whatever the reason, the Community School 
has an impact on many of us. 


The Community School is committed to meeting the 
educational, recreational, and social needs of all 
residents. That is why this year there are new year- 
round classes in gymnastics and martial arts for 
children of all ages and real estate and aerobic’s 
classes for adults. 


Other programs offered include: Theater & Dance 
Instruction, Pool Courses, Driver Education, Evening 
Classes in Vocational and Instructional Classes, Little 
Red Schoolhouse Preschool Program, before and 
after School Day Care for elementary school children, 
High School Summer School, and Summer Sports 
Camps. 


The Little Red Schoolhouse Preschool is now in its 
fourth year of operation. Under the direction of Jeanne 
Hamilton, the school provides a planned daily 
schedule of activities for children age three to five 
years old. Sixty-four youngsters attend the program 
on a two or three day/week basis at the H.T. Wing 
‘School. Creative learning experiences are provided 
‘in art, music, cooking, computer, dramatic play, as 
well as language and math readiness activities. 


The Sandwich Community Pool under the direction 
of Diane Babbitt has experienced unprecedented 
growth in terms of Pool Members and number of 
people taking exercise or instructional classes. Use 
your community pool today!!

To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich and 
The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


With the voters acceptance of Article #58 of the 1985 
Town Warrant, the School Building Committee was 
appointed and convened on August 8, 1985. The 
School Building Committee unanimously voted the 
late Dr. Francis G. Soule, Jr. as its Chairman. Under 
his professional and astute guidance the School 
Building Committee received its initial direction and 
motivation. It was with great regret that for health 
reasons his resignation was accepted. Frank will be 
missed. Replacing Dr. Soule as a member and 
Chairman of the Committee was Dr. Joseph E. Killory. 
His tenure on the Committee, however, was brief due 
to his appointment by Governor Michael Dukakis to 
the Massachusetts State Board of Education. 


In conjunction with Dr. Joseph Nicholson, 
Superintendent of Schools for the Town of Sandwich, 
the School Building Committee, also designated as 
the Designer Selection Committee, has addressed 
and discussed present and projected student 
enrollment, the areas of Town where maximum 
growth is occurring and/or is expected to occur, 
possible building sites for the school buildings, and 
selection of an Architect. The School Building 
Committee also has taken into consideration in its 
planning for additional facilities the anticipated 
revision of the present grade configuration to a K 
through 8 grade organization, which was approved 
late in 1985 by the School Committee. The School 
Building Committee also has reviewed the Long 
Range Plan and the preliminary Educational 
Specifications for the project developed by the 
Superintendent of Schools and his staff. To date, 
meetings and/or discussions have been conducted 
with staff members of the Massachusetts State Board 
of Education, Sandwich Governmental Department 
Heads, as well as other persons that the School 
Building Committee felt would provide required and/or 
helpful input to the future decision making process. 


Throughout the coming year continued efforts will be 
made to make decisions in an expeditious manner in 
order to proceed with the delivery of adequate 
educational facilities within the shortest possible time 
frame.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETINGS 


School Committee meetings are held at 7:30 p.m. on 
the third Wednesday of each month at the Sandwich 
Elementary School. 


SCHOOL ENTRANCE 


Kindergarten: 

Any child resident of Sandwich may attend Kinder- 
garten provided he/she has reached the age of five 
years on or before September first of the year of 
entrance 


The State Laws require that all children seven years 
of age and over, who are physically and mentally able, 
attend school. 


BIRTH CERTIFICATE 


A birth certificate is required for all children entering 
either Kindergarten or Grade 1. 


MEDICAL REQUIREMENTS 


Medical requirements for school entrance are 
immunizations, according to the General Laws of 
Massachusetts, certified by a doctor. 


State Regulations: The School Committee or Board 
of Health shall cause every child in the public schools 
to be separately and carefully examined by a 
physician duly registered in Massachusetts within six 
months before entrance to school or during the first 
year after entrance and at intervals of either three or 
four years thereafter. 


NO SCHOOL 


Every effort will be made to have school whenever 
feasible. On days when transportation by bus is 
impossible, school will not be in session. Notice will 
be broadcast over radio stations WQRC, WOCB, 
WCIB, WCOD, WBZ, and WHDH beginning at 7:00 
a.m. In addition, there will be signals from the fire 
stations at 7:00 a.m. and 8:00 a.m. as follows: four 
signals from the East Sandwich and Forestdale 
Stations and the Sandwich Station will sound 2 pause 
2 signal four times. In the event that it becomes 
necessary to close school before the regular dismissal 
time due to power failure, severe weather conditions, 
etc., the above radio stations will broadcast this 
information at 12:00 noon. 


Report of the 
School Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Residents of the Town of Sandwich: 


Two major factors contributed to a year of change and 
challenge for the School Committee - the growth of 
the student population in Sandwich, and the passage 
of Chapter 188, the Educational Reform Bill of the 
State. 


In its attempt to improve the quality of education 
throughout the state, Chapter 188 imposes many new 
regulations upon the operation of the schools. It 
requires additional testing of students, and it requires 
reports on curriculum present and projected, 
graduation requirements, discipline procedures, 
sources of guidance and remediation. 


This bill is funded and provides for some 
reimbursements for added requirements. We have 
availed ourselves of whatever financial relief has been 
appropriate. Unfortunately, the bulk of the distribution 
of funds relies on a formula which is unfavorable to 
Sandwich. Our low tax rate and high property values 
leaves our share of funding inadequate to help 
address our needs. 


Growth is a greater problem. The year 1975 was the 
last year that the Town was asked to provide space 
to accommodate student growth. Since 1977, the 
Town's population has increased 45%, and the 
kindergarten through 8th grade (K-8) population has 
grown 32%. The Cape Cod Economic Development 
Commission projects unprecedented growth through 
1990. 


The School Committee addressed this staggering 
growth pattern with its recommendation to the School 
Building Committee. The recommendation was the 
result of study of maximum State reimbursement 
policy of school size and educational requirements, 
the philosophical, political and social aspects of the 
Town and, of course, the educational social and 
emotional needs of students. This included copies of 
independent studies, input from parents, teachers, 
administrators, and citizens, and visits to other school 
systems with the recommended structure. 


The School Committee voted unanimously, to accept 
the concept of K-8 schools and to recommend to the 
School Building Committee to provide space for 
Students in a K-8 structure and that each building 
ideally house 650 students, but not to exceed 875. 
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The School Committee is always available for citiz 
input and we welcome your communication.

Report of the 
Elementary School 
Principal 


My report last year indicated continued growth, with 
the student population at 1,081 for grades 
kindergarten through grade six. Growth still remains 
significant with our December 1985 count at 1,280 
students, reflecting an increase of 199 pupils over that 
twelve month period. To accommodate this number, 
we have now made use of some spaces not originally 

designed for classroom use; this practice will continue 
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until the New Building Committee completes its’ task. 


The Elementary School continues with many of the 
extra curriculia programs and events as possible. 
Programs such as Great Books, Future Problem 
Solving, Art History, and the school wide effort to the 
Cape Cod Needy Fund, remain very dependent upon 
volunteers and available space. 


Regular school curriculum programs continue, but 
changes in other ways occur. One example is the new 
teachers in the classrooms, with the numbers of 
students being one aspect that has brought about this 
change. These changes are as follows - Paula Soltis 
in Grade 3, Susan Markarian in Grade 5, Mary Earle 
in Grade 6, Jane Hoffman in the Library and Patricia 
McArdle in Grade 1. The Art Teacher position has 
changed to two people, with each teaching half time. 
Pamela Hobart teaching art in grades 1, 2 and 3 and 
Christina Jacobi continuing, but teaching grades 4, 
5 and 6. Music also functions in a similar manner with 
Debra Hanson teaching grades 1, 2 and 3 and 
MaryLou McLean continuing with grades 4, 5 and 6. 
Classroom teachers now number forty-eight, with the 
support staff in Physical Education, Music, Art, 
Special Education, and Administration numbering 
over thirty. 


Other changes that have been implemented are an 
improved Substance Abuse program which is 
incorporated in the new Health text. The Writing 
Projects that were reviewed a year ago have been 
initiated in grades one to six. Completed in October 
of 1985 was another creative arts effort, this time with 
Grade Three with Heritage Plantation, supported 
financially by a grant from the State, entitled ‘‘Art Tells 
A Story’’. Improvement therefore continues to be an 
aspect of your Elementary School. 


In closing, we extend our appreciation to parents of 
school children, grandparents, all the citizens in this 
growing community, and to our elected officials for 
their support as it really is needed now, and will be 
in the future.

Report of the Sandwich 
Junior/Senior 
High School 


This past year has been a challenging and productive 
one for Sandwich Junior/Senior High School. Our 
enrollments continue to reflect a steady growth. A five 
(5) percent increase during 1985/86 has raised our 
total enrollment to 1,081 students. Ten (10) new 
professional staff have joined our faculty--seven (7) 
as replacements and three (3) as additions. The added 
faculty in Industrial Arts, Home Economics/Art and 
Social Studies resulted in the reestablishment of 
courses in A. P. History, Art, Behavioral Sciences and 
Journalism. The caliber of this group has clearly 
strengthened the quality of our programs and 
services. In a key position, Mr. Robert Milbier has 
assumed the responsibilities as high school assistant 
principal and very quickly proven himself to be a rich 
asset to our school. 


| continue to be pleased and grateful for the manner 
in which this entire school community has pulled 
together in addressing problems and advancing the 
excellence of programs. Students, faculty, department 
heads, and our parents’ group, S.H.A.P.E., have 
consistently provided generous assistance and 
Support in all efforts to make things better. 
Communication within the schools’ community is 
sound and decision-making processes that define 
programs, policies and procedures, have involved, as 
is appropriate, all reference groups. 


This year has been marked by significant change in 
our Junior High program. After much research and 
discussion with staff, parents, sixth grade teachers 
and department heads, we developed a statement of 
philosophy and objectives for the Junior High 
program. This was prompted by a growing recognition 
that we needed a more gradual transition from 
elementary school to the demands of high school. 
There was also strong feeling that we needed a more 
student-centered curriculum that genuinely addressed 
the unique developmental requirements of this age 
group. Endorsed by everyone as a clear expression 
of what our program should be, this philosophy has 
produced greater focus and coherence for teachers. 


Using this statement to assess the existing program, 
a number of changes were made in our program for 
this year. The junior high has been placed on a 
schedule that separates it from the high school. 
Seventh and eighth graders are transported on their 
own buses and follow a schedule that minimizes 
contact with the high school. The junior high has its 
own faculty, assemblies, Homecoming, newspaper 
and In-Service. To date, these changes appear to 
have had a positive impact on the school as students 
seem better adjusted and more confident. Moving the 
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junior high program from the shadow of the hia 
school has developed a healthier identity for bot 
programs. 


The high school has also implemented its share 
change over the past year. To accommodate th 
junior high schedule, the high school day begins 
7:25 a.m. and ends at 1:30 p.m. with an extra hel 
session until 2:00 p.m. Students and faculty hav 
adjusted very well to rising early and reluctantly adm 
that they like this change. 


Course levels have been restructured and clarified t 
strengthen our curriculum in every area. Schedulin 
procedures were analyzed and modified to maximiz 
opportunities for students to take advantage of ou 
comprehensive program of studies. Studen 
handbooks were revised and rewritten to clearl 
outline a code of conduct, expectations, rights an 
responsibilities. A representative committee als 
reviewed our athletic program and developed 
statement of philosophy and objectives. In turn, w 
drafted an athletic handbook which is distributed an 
discussed with all athletes at the start of each season 
Following up on the nationally recognized smokin 
campaign of our junior high, we have taken the firs 
step in phasing smoking out of the school. 
cooperative effort of students and faculty ha’ 
reestablished a regular schedule of assembl 
programs. In this past year, these have included a ric 
variety of music and educational matters. 


With the invaluable help of the Sandwich Happenings, 
we have increased the frequency and quality o 
communication to parents. This paper, mailed to every 
household in Town, carries an open letter to parents 
each month from the junior high and high school. This 
share information, recognizes achievements, 
forecasts upcoming events, elicits assistance and 
presents matters of interest and concern. The 
Happenings also publishes our school newspaper as 
a detachable insert each month. This is written and 
compiled by a high school Journalisn class under the 
skilled direction of Mr. John Chisholm. | would like to 
commend Mr. Paul Menette, Editor, for this extra- 
ordinary service to our school and community. 


Another new resource has emerged this year in the 
form of an Athletic Boosters Club. This formal 
organization has been formed to include a 
representative from every varsity sport under one 
unified group. Replacing competing splinter support 
groups, the primary function of this encompassing 
group will be to unify parent and community support 
for the athletic program and to provide a financial 
complement that functions to facilitate the quality and 
comprehensiveness of the athletic program. The 
Success of this effort owes much to Mr. Robert 
Woodbury, Athletic Director, and Mr. Bill Eggeling, 
President of the Athletic Boosters. 


This past year also saw the reestablishment of a fine 
tradition at the high school. The Junior Prom, for the 


rst time in many years, was held in the gymnasium. 
e huge success of this lovely occasion was the 
ult of a cooperative effort that drew students, 
ulty, support staff, parents and local business 
ple together. 


uring this past year with the critical assistance and 
upport of the Superintendent and School Committee, 
were able to take significant steps forward in 
dressing recommendations from the New England 
ssociation of Schools and Colleges. The 
mmission, three years ago, renewed our 
ccreditation, contingent upon our taking action on 
number of recommendations directed at improving 
ur school. 


n our last progress report, it was a pleasure to cite 
he addition of faculty, curriculum changes, 
rganizational improvements and the much needed 
ddition of instructional computers. However, our 
‘eferences to outstanding needs in facilities, 
uipment, guidance, library/media resources and 
‘exts inescapably describe areas that continue to 
ncern us and represent non-compliance with fifty 
50) percent of the Commission’s recommendations. 


e@ have a truly beautiful school facility, but it is ten 
years old and showing predictable signs of wear. It 
is important to note that the extensive use of our 
building by an active Community School has clearly 
ccelerated the process of aging. There is serious 
need for major repairs and replacement of electrical, 

lumbing and hardware fixtures. Essential equipment 
in the wood shop, Graphics, Home Economics and 
Business departments desperately require a plan for 
regular maintenance and replacement. Increasingly, 
students are unable to type during class because 
machines are not working. There are leaks in our roof 
and growing needs for additional space, storage and 
furniture to accommodate the steady growth of this 
school. Cuts in the maintenance staff have permitted 
us to do little more than prioritize and respond to a 
series of crises. 


The quality of our Guidance services remains a source 
of deep concern. Although we have replaced the four 
(4) 4/5 counselor scheme with that of three (3) full time 
staff in an attempt to improve services, there are still 
only three (3) full time counselors to meet the 
comprehensive needs of approximately 1,100 
students, grades 7-12. One of the three guidance 
counselors has major administrative duties as 
coordinator and this produces an actual 
-counselor/student ratio of approximately 400/1. In 
addition, there is only one full time secretary to handle 
‘the vast clerical needs of a school that sends sixty 
(60) percent of its students into post secondary 
education. The Special Needs programs are also 
falling short of effectiveness because of space 
problems and insufficient support staff. 


Our library collection has decreased to less than one- 
half the number of titles recommended by the 
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American Library Association and the National 
Education Association. This has been compounded 
by the inability to properly secure current holdings. 
With a large facility, one librarian, one part-time aide, 
and no theft detection system, we suffer unfortunate 
losses. We have received a generous donation of 
books from the University of Massachusetts that will 
certainly help address this deficit. However, at this 
point, prior to processing and cataloging, it is difficult 
to assess the extent of impact. Our audio/visual 
holdings represent a poor fraction of recommended 
standards. Our radio station programming was placed 
in jeopardy by the sudden emergence of a faulty 
transmitter. This expensive piece of equipment was 
replaced through a generous donation by the 
American Legion. Without this financial assistance, 
an excellent student program would have been lost. 


All said, the reality of insufficient funding has imposed 
an enormous strain that undermines the condition of 
facilities, replacement of critical equipment, adequate 
supplies of paper and instructional materials, proper 
staffing and supervision, necessary textbooks and 
transportation. We will continue to do the very best 
for students with whatever resources exist. However, 
unless this financial picture changes, the programs 
which have defined the quality and comprehensive- 
ness of this fine school will be diminished. It would 
be tragic to deprive our students of a rich opportunity 
for a quality education or to jeopardize the fine 
reputation that Sandwich schools have so long 
enjoyed. | have faith that our community will respond 
to a need that is so clearly defined and ensure that 
the future of this lovely Town is as praiseworthy as 
its history. 


| close this report with genuine thanks to the entire 
Sandwich community. The cooperation and support 
of Townspeople, School Committee members and the 
Superintendent have made my task both pleasant and 
rewarding. | would also like to express my deep 
gratitude to faculty members and school personnel 
who are among the most devoted professionals to be 
found anywhere. Last, but not least, my warmest 
regards to the our students whose curiosity, sensitivity 
and pride continue to impress and touch me.

BOARD OF 
SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Since, at a special town meeting held in September, 
the voters endorsed the Government Study Com- 
mittee’s recommendation to transfer the executive 
governmental function to an appointed administrator, 
the town continues to work through a transitional 
period awaiting the implementation of the new sys- 
tem in the late spring. Meanwhile, the boards, com- 
mittees, and department heads have been forced to 
take on additional responsibilities in order to support 
an effective change. 


A principal responsibility has been cast upon the 
Finance Committee which has had to assume a 
greatly increased independence over creating and 
presenting the fiscal 1988 budget to the town. Budget 
preparation continues to be ever increasingly difficult 
as levy constraints prevent proper funding of the 
burgeoning needs of a growing town. 


The Master Plan Steering Committee has worked 
arduously in its attempt to have fashioned for the 
town a plan which will balance the apparently dispa- 
rate entities of fiscal capacity and rapid development. 
And the School Building Committee continues un- 
abated in its attempt to provide for the education 
space needs of Sandwich’s youth. 


The Board of Selectmen wishes to express particular 
appreciation to the Town Engineer, William Maravell, 
for his dedicated service throughout the past several 
months. Mr. Maravell exemplifies the best qualities of 
the archetypal public servant; in a time of particular 
need, he has accepted, independently of being 
asked in many cases, the burden of overseeing many 
important projects which might otherwise have suf- 
fered absolute neglect.

To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


In compliance with statutory mandate, the Town has 
completed a triennial update, and fiscal 1987 tax bills 
were issued upon full and fair cash values of all 
properties as of January 1, 1986. Sandwich must 
next update its values as of January 1, 1989. It had 
been the hope of the Board of Assessors that this 
next value updating would be substantially ac- 
complished in-house, using the Town's own compu- 
ter resources. However, since the spring 1986 over- 
ride attempts, which would have funded the neces- 
sary computer acquisitions for this project, failed, the 
Town will again have to contract with a revaluation 
company for its next update. 


Barbara Kiley, a longtime mainstay of the assessing 
department, retired this past winter. The Board of 
Assessors wishes Barbara well and expresses its 
gratitude to her for extensive devotion and contribu- 
tion through many years. Her presence will be sorely 
missed. 


Because the September Special Town Meeting 
voted that the Board of Assessors will henceforth be 
an elected, part-time board, the current Board 
foresees the need to hire additional full-time people. 
The important assessing function, upon which the 
fiscal resources of the Town depends, grows in- 
creasingly sophisticated each year. For Sandwich to 
have no computer capability for the Assessing De- 
partment and to have reduced the hours of available 
personnel at the same time is an alarming condition 
which puts the Town at jeopardy.

ARTICLE 1. - To see if the Town will hear the prelimi- 
nary recommendations of the Town Government 
Study Committee, or do anything relative thereto. 
The article was moved and seconded. Motion was 
moved and seconded for indefinite postponement. 
Motion failed to carry by voice vote. 


VOTED - That the Town hear the preliminary report of 
the Sandwich Town Government Study Committee. 
This was a voice vote and declared carried by the 
majority. 

Miss Virginia Harvey, Chairman of the Committee, 
introduced the committee members, Joseph Killory, 
John Mendonza, Stanley Torrey, Fred Legate. Each 
member reported on some aspect of the report using 
slides to illustrate and help explain costs and pro- 
jected costs. 


The report of the committee was as follows: Virginia 
Harvey - “We were appointed in June of last year as 
directed by the voters at the annual meeting in May. 
Since then we have met with representatives of every 
town department, board and committee, as well as 
with the elected officials and boards. We have had 31 
meetings (many of them attended by interested citi- 
zens). In addition, each of us has spent a good deal of 
talking with individuals and groups - and, perhaps 
more importantly, thinking about what we had 
learned. Even the most conservative estimate the 
time spent by the committee would total close to a 
thousand man hours. 


Joseph Killory - “The current full time selectmen form 
of government in Sandwich is of very recent origin. 
There is no reference to it in the by-laws and it was 
never voted into place by the citizens. The following 
quote from the 1978 Selectmen's salary study com- 
mittee describes the origin of this system: “Through 
the early 1950's tne job was a part-time one. During 
the decade (starting in 1967) marked by the service 
of Carl Hiler as Selectmen, the job evolved into a 
full-time position for one selectmen, assisted by two 
selectmen on a more or less part-time basis.” The 
report concluded that in 1977-78 all three were 
working full-time and it recommended a raise in pay 
for them.” 


Virginia Harvey - “We asked ourselves ‘How effec- 
tive is our present governmental structure?” And 
then the obvious corallary, “What kind of structure 
does Sandwich need?” Fred, will you review that part 
of our study?” 


Frederic Legate - “Our purpose was to determine - 1) 
How the town government in Sandwich was coping 
with the present demands being placed on it and 2) to 
evaluate whether or not the current structure will be 
able to cope with and handle the future demands of a 
town undergoing rapid growth. In talking with rep- 
resentatives of all town departments, boards and 
committees, it became apparent to us that the Town 
is extremely fortunate to have the many loyal, dedi- 
cated, and knowledgeable employees, officials and 
board members that it does. The fact that the present 
system works at all is because of the people, despite 
the poor organizational framework for them to work 
within. However, the present system is showing signs 
of breaking down and, in our opinion, it will not be able 
to handle future demands if it is not changed. | want to 
emphasize that our charge was not, | repeat, was not 
to determine if the system met the needs of the town 
in years past, but rather to determine if it is currently 
meeting the needs effectively, and more importantly, 
will it in the future?” 


Currently our Selectmen, department heads, and 
other elected officials are each charged with different 
responsibilities, which is similar to what you see in the 
private sector. However, what you don't have in the 
Sandwich Town Government that you have in the 
private sector is someone in charge with coordinated 
directing, and controlling the overall activities of all 
personnel and departments. 


The current Selectmen are held responsible by many 
voters for the actions of all town personnel, be they 
paid or volunteers. However, under the present sys- 
tem they do not have the “authority” to coordinate the 
activities of many departments or boards. There are 
some thirteen elected positions or boards that the 
Selectmen have no direct control over. 


The key to effective town government in the future, in 
our opinion, is to have a structure which will provide 
the town the greatest opportunity to attract and have 
in place the most professional and qualified person- 
nel possible. 


Once charged with the appropriate responsibilities, 
they must have the proper level of authority granted 
to them to enable them to get the job done. 


Sandwich has been fortunate to have some able 
administrators, however, as demands grow, those 
who run for future openings on the Board of 
Selectmen may be talented at gathering votes but not 
in public administration. 


We recognize that any system is only as good as the 
people in it. However, we think a change in the 
system-structure will increase the odds for the town 
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to attract professional administrators and then allow 
these full-time administrators to do the job they are 
paid to perform. 


The three keys to our plan are: 1) Change the three 
member full-time board to a five member part-time 
board. The board to perform and provide a leadership 
role as policy makers, setting and reviewing, and as 
an appointed authority. The second key: The ap- 
pointment of an executive secretary — a full-time — 
administrator fully trained in public administration. 
The third key: change as many elected positions as 
possible to appointed, making them accountable to 
the Elected board via the executive secretary. 


To those voters who might feel that to give up an 
elected position (and the right to vote someone into or 
out of office) is to lose control of town government, | 
would answer that without day-to-day management 
(line control), they have already given up effective 
control until the next election. 


Once these changes were made the framework for 
administrative effectiveness would be in place, al- 
lowing for the management process to take place. 


Planning-Implementing and Reviewing are the three 
necessary ingredients of good management. Estab- 
lishing clear lines of authority and a clear under- 
standing of who is responsible for what and to whom 
will make for better government. 


Before | turn the pro- 
gram back to Miss Harvey, | have a personal reauest 
The committee has attempted to meet its charge. 
lf you shoot down our recommendations, please 
don't shoot down its messengers. ° 


Virginia Harvey — “! can almost hear the question in 
each of your minds. How much will it cost? Joe, will 
you show them?” 

Joseph Killory — “By part-time implementation” we 
mean that the executive secretary will not report until 
August with a resulting saving of salary. The combi- 
nation Assistant Executive Secretary and planner 
(assuming that we receive the grant) will report in 
January. If we do not receive the grant, the town will 
have to decide in 1987 whether or not to hire one. The 
cost for the first year will be about $14,000.00 less 
than our present system. 


By 1990-91, when the grant has run out, the cost 
comparison is as you see it. No inflation has been 
built in nor any change in salaries for the Selectmen 
which are unrealistically low for such full-time re- 
sponsibility. The question which | am sure many have 
on their minds is the cost if we do not receive the 
grant. The first year will be less because there is no 
payment for the Assistant Planner. This will make the 
first year saving about $18,000.00 instead of the 
$14,000.00 | just stated. The next year, 1987-88, 
would then be the same as you see for 1990-91 — 
$12,500.00 more than the present (assuming that we 
hire an assistant in 1987-88). 


The cost of hiring a qualified head of the DPW would 
be the same whether we continue with the present 
form of government or the proposed. Approximately 
$17,500.00 the first year and $35,000.000 thereafter. 


We asked ourselves how other towns had dealt with 
the need to strengthen governmental structure. To 
answer that we read material available from State 
and Municipal agencies, we searched the statutes, 
and we invited a number of people to come and talk 
with us: an Executive Secretary from a neighboring 
town (a man who had served another Cape town as 
an Assistant Executive Secretary before his ap- 
pointment to his current position), a Selectmen who 
had served a Town both as a full-time Selectman and 
a part-time Selectman (after his Town had voted to 
add a professional administrator to handle day to day 
operations) We also turned to the field service divi- 
sion of the Mass. Municipal Association and the 
Executive Office of Community Development for 
help. We talked with Selectmen from towns which 
had already undergone the change to professional 
management and asked the question, “Any re- 
grets?” Their emphatic “No” (in every case) was 
persuasive, particularly so since it came from two 
Selectmen who had been full-time and had become 
part-time and had gone on to serve another term. 


We asked ourselves if the part-time Board of 
Selectmen, charged with the tasks of setting policy 
and planning for the future should serve as Asses- 
sors. Our immediate answer was “No” and so we 
recommend that the Selectmen appoint a Board of 
Assessors as the terms of the incumbents expire or 
are vacated. Stanley, will you elaborate on that?” 


Stanley Torrey — “The positions of Selectmen and 
Assessors are varied; requiring two separate types of 
skills. The Assessors are required to be certified by 
the State before they can set the tax rate. The skills 
required are in the appraisal field and involve estab- 
lishing values of properties for tax purposes. There is 
a great number of qualified individuals in the town 
who can bring a wealth of skills in this area. The town 
is very fortunate in that the present staff already 
includes a certified Assistant Assessor plus a very 
skilled and competent support staff. The two incum- 
bent Assessors we hope will continue to serve out 
their elected terms and will continue with their exper- 
tise in these positions. At present we spend approxi- 
mately $100,000.00 to hire an outside appraisal firm 
to update our present assessment. The State re- 
quires that this be done now, every three years. It is 
our hope that in the future we will be able to provide 
the updated assessment on a regular basis with our 
own staff who can provide a much better and hope- 
fully less expensive operation. 


We see no increase in the conflict of interest by 
having skilled people within the Town serving on the 
appointed committees. All of the information within 
the Assessor's Department is open to the public and 
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most of it is based on past information. 


To sum up, we will have more people involved — 
from three to ten in the Assessor/Selectmen area 
and an opportunity to bring skill and expertise to the 
boards. Eventually a modern, updated staff will be 
able to stabilize present costs of operation. 


One of the charges given us was to see if there were 
elected boards and/or officials under the present 
governmental structure, responsible only to the vot- 
ers at election time. 

In studying that question, we sought also to deter- 
mine whether there were individuals, department, 
boards, or committees whose work was so closely 
related that clear lines of responsibility and the 
means of coordination were established. Our full re- 
port on those questions we will present at the Annual 
Town Meeting in May. We have selected two of those 
changes to be voted on tonight. One, to change the 
Board of Health from elective to appointive status we 
chose because, by law, voters must consider that at a 
Special Town Meeting. The second, combining a 
number of departments under a qualified head and 
establishing a Department of Public Works we chose 
to present tonight because, if the voters approve the 
process required to make this change needs to be 
started as soon as possible. We are reserving com- 
ments on these two proposals until the relevant arti- 
cle is on the floor. 


Earlier | referred to recommendations we would 
make at the Annual Town Meeting in May. None of 
these require funding: None need to be on the Annual 
election ballot (as do the ones we are presenting 
tonight). They include such matters as: Library Trus- 
tees — Board of Selectmen relationships: Commun- 
ity School — an independent personnel committee: 
Planning Board and its relationship to other planning 
groups. We have two additional charges from the last 
Annual Town Meeting: one concerns a Charter and 
the other the Strong Chief/Weak Chief Law. Our 
recommendations on all of those will be made at the 
Annual Town Meeting in May. 


We have been asked many questions over the last 
few months, many of them extremely helpful because 
they served as a check on our thoroughness. | was 
asked one just last Monday night after a meeting of 
interested citizens. | was asked “Was the commit- 
tee’s decision unanimous?” It made me realize that 
we had not publicly answered that nor had we 
answered publicly an even more important question. 
“Were you all convinced right from the start?” John, 
will you answer both of them? 


John Mendonza — “In June, when we first met for the 
Government study as charged, we came together as 
an impartial group. After several meetings and inter- 
views with many people, some of us were still not 
convinced that a major change was necessary. As 
time went by and many more meetings, about the 
middle of October, we all seemed to agree that a 


change was needed. | don't like change myself, but 
with the rapid growth of our Town, we believe a 
change is necessary.” 


Joseph Killory — Recapulation of the ten articles. - In 
accordance with the directive given to us, we present 
our recommendations in the articles you have before 
you for your consideration - and - vote. 


Recapulation of the ten article - In accordance with 
the directive given to us, we present our recommen- 
dations in the articles you have before you for your 
consideration and vote. 

Articles 2, 3, and 4 — Decision on proposed part-time 
structure with professional adminitration. 


Article 5 — Pay for the two incumbents for full-time 
service from May until September if they are willing to 
serve. 


Articles 6 & 7 — Authority to request a grant to help 
pay the salary for the combined position of Assistant 
Executive Secretary and Town Planner, and to es- 
tablish a search committee for the purposes of seek- 
ing and screening applicants for the position of 
Executive Secretary. 


Articles 8 & 9 — Self explanatory. 
Articles 10 & 11 — Self explanatory. 


A recess was Called from 8:50 to 9:05 p.m. After the 
recess discussion continued and 


ARTICLE 2. - To see if the Town will vote to increase 
the number of members of the Board of Selectmen 
from three to five with the terms of office to remain at 
three years each, and to provide for the election of 
two members from terms of three years and one 
member for two years on the ballot at the 1986 An- 
nual Town Election was moved and seconded. 


Mr. Burgmann proposed an amendment to the article 
to read to see if the town will vote to place on the ballot 
the question as to whether or not to increase the 
number of selectmen from three to five. This sub- 
stitution was ruled as not being within the scope of the 
article. 

Miss Harvey then moved that the vote on Article 2 be 
a paper ballot. This was seconded and carried. Tel- 
lers appointed by the Moderator were Jonathan 
Leonard, Vivian Gosnold, Robert Ferrick, Clyde Gill, 
Howard Crowell, John Ohman and Paul Morrissey. 
VOTED - That Article 2 as printed in the Warrant failed 
to carry. This was a ballot vote - 228 Yes and 315 No. 
It was moved, seconded and carried that this Special 
Town Meeting be dissolved. The meeting was ad- 
journed at 10:20 p.m.

- To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money to be expended by the Planning Board for an 
update of the Master Plan for the Town of Sandwich, 
or do anything relative thereto. 


VOTED - That the Town transfer $75,000.00 from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund for an update of the Master 
Plan for the Town of Sandwich to be expended under 
the direction of the Planning Board. 


This was a voice vote and declared CARRIED by the 
majority. 


ARTICLE 5. - To see if the Town, because of the 
reasons set forth hereinafter, will vote to amend its 
Zoning Bylaws by adding thereto Section 7000 im- 
posing a Moratorium on the creation of any new 
building lots, the issuance of any special permits for 
multi-family construction and the issuance of any 
building permits for new building construction except 
those permits otherwise protected by Massachusetts 
statute. This moratorium to continue until August 15, 
1987 or such earlier date that the Town by Town 
Meeting vote electes to discontinue the moratorium, 
or do anything relative thereto. 


WHEREAS, the Town has been experiencing ex- 
traordinary growth which is creating an overcrowding 
of schools, school restroom facilites, public health 
facilities and other related services due to over- 


crowding and over taxation which cannot be al- 
leviated until new additional facilities are designed 
and constructed; 


WHEREAS, land within the Town which is the Mas- 
sachusetts Military Reservation which is adjacent to 
a number of homesites slated for construction, has 
been identified as the possible contaminator of 
ground water in the area due to prior operations and 
is presently subject to litigation relative to its past and 
intended activities which may affect public health 
especially for residents located close to the reserva- 
tion; 

WHEREAS, there has been evidence that incidents 
of serious disease, especially cancer, is being re- 
ported within the Town, a circumstance which is pre- 
sently being considered by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health for a 
study which may take over six (6) months to com- 
plete; 


WHEREAS, septic lagoons in the ridge district of the 
Town have been documented by the Town Engineer 
as being at a stage where they are at or exceeding 
design capacity and represent a health hazard to 
those already residing in the district which will be 
made worse if further septage flow is permitted into 
the lagoon; 


WHEREAS, the extraordinary growth the Town has 
been experiencing has had a negative impact in pro- 
viding affordable housing for its residents; 


WHEREAS, the shellfish beds of the Town have 
been closed by order of the Department of Environ- 
mental Quality Engineering of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts; and 


WHEREAS, the Town has committed itself to studies 
which should be completed within one (1) year which 
will update the Master Plan for development of the 
Town to meet the needs of present and future resi- 
dents, the public agencies referred to above should 
have completed their studies and corrective actions 
taken as required; 


NOW THEREFORE, the Town of Sandwich im- 
poses: a limitation on the creation of any new building 
lots, the issuance of any special permits for multi- 
family construction and the issuance of any building 
permits for new building construction except those 
permits otherwise protected by Massachusetts sta- 
tute. This moratorium to continue until August 15, 
1987 or such earlier date that the Town by Town 
Meeting vote elects to discontinue the moratorium, or 
do anything relative thereto. 


Exceptions from these provisions shall be granted to 
any person or persons who can substantiate that, 
after January 1, 1986 and before April 9, 1986, one or 
more of the conditions or sets of conditions hereinaf- 
ter specified have taken place with respect to the 
property which would otherwise be subject to this 
bylaw: 
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1. Having obtained approval by the Historic District 
Committee of the project sought to be exempted; or 


2. Having obtained approval by the Conservation 
Commission of the project sought to be exempted; or 


3. Having made application to the Appeals Board for 
a variance or for a Special Permit for the project 
sought to be exempted; or 


4. Having installed a domestic well which has satis- 
fied the requirements of mandatory testing; or 


5. Having had a septic system designed and sealed 
by a registered engineer working within his certified 
discipline; or 

6. Having had prepared two sets of building plans 
indicating the locations of smoke detectors, these 
plans having been subsequently signed by the Fire 
Chief or his agent; or 


7. Having ownership of a lot in Sandwich and certifi- 
cation from a lending institution that a buyer with a 
signed purchase and sales agreement had a 
mortgage to buy that lot owner’s primary resident; or 


8. Having ownership of a lot in Sandwich or having 
applied for a mortgage from a lending institution for 
purchase of a lot in Sandwich and having entered into 
an agreement with a builder for the construction of 
the applicant's primary residence on that lot. 


Also exempted from these provisions shall be the 
affordable housing project currently in progress by 
the Sandwich Housing Authority to be located on 
Quaker Meetinghouse Road shown on Assessors 
Map 58 as Lot C3-B. Further, a maximum of 15 
additional building permits for affordable housing 
units may be issued, not withstanding the provisions 
of this bylaw, subject to the further conditions 
hereinafter stated: 


a. The Sandwich Housing Authority must establish 
that the housing sought to be exempted conforms to 
the guidelines of income eligibility and rent contribu- 
tion as established by E.O.C.D. for assisted housing; 


b. The applicant for affordable housing must agree in 
writing that the housing sought to be exempted will 
remain in affordable housing status for not less than 
ten (10) years. 


lf any provision of this Bylaw shall be determined to 
be unenforceable the remaining portions shall re- 
main in full force. 


VOTED - That the Town, because of the reasons set 
forth in the Warrant under Article 5, amend the Town 
Zoning Bylaws by adding Section 7000 imposing a 
Moratorium on the creation of any new building lots, 
the issuance of any special permits for multi-family 
construction, and the issuance of any building per- 
mits for new building construction requiring a new 
septic system, except those permits otherwise pro- 
tected by Massachusetts statute, or local ordinance; 
this Moratorium to continue until August 15, 1987 or 
such earlier date that the Town by Town Meeting vote 


electes to discontinue the Moratorium. Exceptions 
from these provisions shall be granted as described 
in the Warrant under Article 5. 


This was a ballot vote - 1050 Yes; 633 No and de- 
clared NOT CARRIED by the Moderator as it failed to 
meet the 2/3 requirement.

Report of the School Building Committee: 


This Committee was appointed by the selectmen as 
directed by the 1985 Town Meeting and charged with 
the responsibility of recommending size and location 
for a new school as well as preliminary plans for full 
funding of the project. 
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We had hoped to be able to present a preliminary 
plan at this Town Meeting, However, due to several 
complications which arose, and due to our concern to 
be as thorough as possible in our work, we currently 
are planning to present a complete report at a Special 
Town Meeting in the near future. 


At this time, we can report the following: 


Latest population projections, based upon U.S. Cen- 
sus figures, School enrollments, number of building 
permits issued, and numbers of available buildable 
lots clearly indicated growth in Town and School 
populations which would necessitate accomodating 
a population of between 3100 and 3500 students by 
1990. The Schools are currently operatina at capac- 
ity levels with virtually all available space utilized. 


Due to the results of our population study, it became 
obvious that one school building would not be suffi- 
cient to meet the needs of our rapidly growing town. 
The teachers, administrators and school committee 
agreed that one large school was not an education- 
ally sound plan. The State School Building Assis- 
tance Bureau limits the capacity of elementary 
schools to four classrooms per grade. The SBAB 
reimburses communities a minimum of 60% of 
school building construction and interest costs on 
plans it approves. Sandwich may be eligible for 70% 
reimbursement. These facts also support the plan to 
construct two schools. 


The School Committee, after consulting with 
teachers, administrators and parents, deceided that 
a Kindergarten through eighth grade configuration 
was best for our school system. The School Building 
Committee resolved to build two elementary schools, 
each school on a different site, each school to house 
up to 780 students. The H.T. Wing School is to be 
renovated to accomodate up to 875 students in a 
Kindergarten through eighth grade configuration. 


During the process of Site Selection, this Committee 

established the following criteria: 

1) The land should be currently owned by the Town or 
the State. 

2) A 20 acre tract would be preferable in order to 
follow State Criteria of 10 acres plus 1 additional 
acre for overy 100 students attending the school. 

3) To be located in the area of greatest projected 
growth in Town which would also provide 
neighborhood use to the greatest extent possible. 


Using these criteria, only five sites were identified 
which were suitable for use as school building sites. 
Then these were analyzed according to topography, 
population of the area, access roads, availability of 
power, water and gas services. 


Following this intensive investigation, the choices 
were reduced to two sites. One is the land in the 
triangle bounded by Quaker Meetinghouse Rad., 
Cotuit Rd., and Route 130. The other is in the vicinity 
of the Human Services Building on Quaker Meetin- 


ghouse Rd. The former site is landlocked and the 
selectmen are currently negotiating a land swap 
and/or easement with the State which currently 
owns much of the land along Route 130. Progress to 
date appears to be very positive and is moving along 
quite rapidly. 

At this point, the Committee is not locked into any site 
and would gladly receive community input on possi- 
ble additional sites and/or a gracious tax deductible 
donation to the Town of a 20 acre parcel of land, 
preferably located in South Sandwich. 


The Committee reviewed the proposals submitted by 
sixteen architectural firms. Six of these firms were 
interviewed and their firms and previous work were 
scrutinized. The Committee then narrowed the field 
to three by unanimous vote. These three were rated 
according to nine criteria, ranked in order of prefer- 
ence and submitted to the selectmen (who are the 
awarding authority). After the selectmen award the 
contract for a preliminary study, we will prepare a 
complete report to the Town. 


It is our hope that a comprehensive package 
specifying the total figures for Architectural and En- 
gineering fees: Site Development and Construction 
Costs, and Equipment Costs will be presented to the 
Town ata Special Town Meeting soon. Following 
approval of the preliminary plan the Committee will 
get on with the planning and construction of the 
school facilities as soon as possible. 


This report was presented by Daniel Farren of the 
Committee and signed by all of the members: Carl W. 
Eschelbach, Chairman, William H. Richards, Diane 
T. Tucker, Donald J. Fleet, and Daniel Farren, Jr.

otherwise; or to take any other action relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the sum of $124,000.00 
is hereby appropriated to acquire for conservation 
purposes the land described as follows: All of that 
parcel of land located in Sandwich together with any 
improvements thereon, consisting of 27.5 acres 
more or less, shown on Assessors’ map 57 as Lots 
T4 and T5; that to raise such appropriation the Trea- 
surer with the approval of the Selectmen is hereby 
authorized to borrow the sum of $124,000.00 under 
and pursuant to Chapter 44, Section 7 (3), of the 
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General Laws, as amended and supplemented or 
any other enabling authority, and to issue bonds or 
notes therefor, provided that the amount of au- 
thorized bonds or notes shall be reduced by the 
amount of any federal or state grants that may be 
received for such acquisition; that the Conservation 
Commission is hereby authorized to apply for any 
federal or state grants that may be available for such 
acquisition; and that the Selectmen are hereby au- 
thorized to acquire such land by purchase, by emi- 
nent domain or otherwise; provided, however, that no 
sums shall be borrowed or expended hereunder un- 
less the Town shall have voted at an annual or spe- 
cial election to exempt amounts required to pay for 
the bond or notes from the limitations of Proposition 
242. 


ARTICLE 39. - To see if the Town will vote to approp- 
riate a sum of money to acquire for conservation 
purposes the land, owned by John F. Shields, de- 
scribed as follows: The parcel of land situated in 
Sandwich (Forestdale) together with improvements if 
any thereon, consisting of 48.3 acres more or less, 
shown on Assessor's Map 61, Lots X1 and X2; ex- 
cepting therefrom a lot containing not less than 
60,000 square feet as described in the option to 
purchase; to determine whether such appropriation

and X2; excepting therefrom a lot containing not less 
than 60,000 square feet as described in the option to 
purchase; that to raise such appropriation the Trea- 
surer with the approval of the Selectmen is hereby 
authorized to borrow the sum of $1,100,000.00 
under and pursuant to Chapter 44, Section 7 (3) of 
the General Laws, as amended and supplemented, 
or any other enabling authority, and to issue bonds or 
notes therefor, provided that the amount of au- 
thorized bonds or notes shall be reduced by the 
amount of any federal or state grants that may be 
received for such acquisition; that the Conservation 
Commission is hereby authorized to apply for any 
federal or state grants that may be available for such

This was a voice vote and declared CARRIED by the 
majority. 


ARTICLE 42 - To see if the Town will raise and approp- 
riate or transfer from available funds a sum of money 
to furnish the Human Services Building under the 
direction of the Human Services Building Committee 
or do anything relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town raise and ap- 
propriate $10,000.00 to furnish the Human Services 
Building under the direction of the Human Services 
Building Monitoring Committee, to consist of three 
members, one representing the Council on Aging, 
one representing the Public Health Nurse and one 
member at large, said committee to be appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen.

- To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to appoint a five member 
Personnel Advisory Committee to study and make 
recommendations to the Board of Selectmen for a 
classification and compensation plan, working con- 
ditions and fringe benefits for Town employees not 
otherwise covered by contract, and to make such 
report to the next Annual Town Meeting, or do any- 
thing relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to appoint a five member Per- 


sonnel Advisory Committee to study and make re- 
commendations to the Board of Selectmen for clas- 
sification and compensation plan, working conditions 
and fringe benefits for Town employees not other- 
wise covered by contract, and to make such report to 
the next Annual Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE 46. - To see if the Town will vote to transfer 
and appropriate the 1985 income from the Hoxie 
House and Grist Mill for the operation and mainte- 
nance of the Hoxie House and Grist Mill, or do any- 
thing relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town transfer and 
appropriate $32,984.78 from the Hoxie House and 
Grist Mill 1985 Income Account for the operation and 
Maintenance of the Hoxie House and Grist Mill. 


ARTICLE 47. - To see if the Town will vote to transfer 
and appropriate the 1985 Income from the Marina 
Account to be deposited in a special savings account 
for the use of operation, maintenance, repairs and 
capital outlay at the East Boat Basin Marina, or do 
anything relative thereto.

Report of the Municipal Building Needs Committee: 


The Municipal Building Needs Committee was or- 
ganized under authority granted from action taken on 
Article 50 of the 1985 Annual Town Meeting. 


The Committee has interviewed and reviewed with 
the various Department heads their present and 
projected space and personnel needs of the future. 
We have used the year 2000 (only 14 years away) as 
a point of projection in our questioning. The Commit- 
tee, acting as individuals, has in addition to the formal 
meetings, personally observed the operation of the 
departments so that a clearer understanding of pre- 
sent working conditions might be obtained. 


The conclusion of the Committee is that of amaze- 
ment; that the present system with its individual parts, 
bunched up in inadequate space in some depart- 
ments, spread out and out of direct contact with man- 
agement in other instances, can work at all. The lack 
of space, inability to have actual hourly, or even daily, 
contact with management and/or other department 
heads cannot be looked upon in any other light than 
that of inefficiency and extreme high cost. 


It is, therefore, the conclusion of this Committee that 
an Article should be placed in the 1986 Annual Town 
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Meeting Warrant for the purpose of naming a Munici- 
pal Building Committee and to authorize that com- 
mittee to proceed to the task of drawing up plans and 
determining costs of a central Municipal Government 
Building. These plans and costs would, in turn, be 
brought into a future Town Meeting. This was sub- 
mitted by Mr. Benjamin Fleet, Jr. Chairman and 
committee members; M. Christie Lowrance, Howard 
P. Crowell, and Russell A. Schmelzer. 


ARTICLE 49. - To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to appoint a five member 
Municipal Building Committee and to authorize said 
Committee to proceed with the task of drawing up 
plans and determining costs of a central Municipal 
Government Building to report back to a future Town 
Meeting with their recommendations, or do anything 
relative thereto. 

UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to appoint a five member 
Municipal Building Committee and to authorize said 
committee to proceed with the task of drawing up 
plans.and determining costs of a central Municipal 
Government Building and to report back to a future 
Town Meeting with their recommendations. 


ARTICLE 50. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money for the operation of the Community School 
Program for Fiscal Year 1987, or do anything relative 
thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town raise and ap- 
propriate $23,351.00; transfer $118,560.00 from the 
Community School Income Account and that 
$128,250.00 of estimated receipts to be used for the 
operation of the Community School for Fy 1987. 


ARTICLE 51. - To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
provisions of Chapter 71, Section 71E of the Mas- 
sachusetts General Laws entitled ‘Appropriations for 
and expenditures of receipts from Adult Education, 
Continuing Education, Summer School and Com- 
munity School Programs.” Acceptance of Section 
71E will allow the Sandwich Community School to 
establish a revolving account. The action derived 
from accepting Section 71E will become effective on 
July 1, 1987 or do anything relative thereto. 

VOTED - That the Town accept the provisions of 
Chapter 71, Section 71E of the Mass General Laws 
as printed in the Warrant under Article 51. 


ARTICLE 52. - To see if the Town will vote to transfer 
from available funds a sum of money to a Reserve 
Account for Fy 1987, or do anything relative thereto. 

UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town transfer 
$125,000.00 from the Overlay Surplus Account for a 
reserve account for Fy 1987. 


ARTICLE 53. - To see if the Town will assume liability in 
the manner provided by Section 29 of Chapter 91 of 
the General Laws, for all damages that may be incur- 


red by work to be performed by the Department of 
Environmental Management of Massachusetts for 
the improvement, development, maintenance and 
protection of harbors, tidewaters, foreshores and 
shores in the Town of Sandwich in accordance with 
Section 11 of Chapter 91 of the General Laws, and 
authorize the Selectmen to execute and deliver a 
bond of indemnity therefor to the Commonwealth, or 
do anyhting relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town assume liabil- 
ity as provided by Section 29 of Chapter 91 of the 
Mass. General Laws as printed in the Warrant under 
Article 53. 


ARTICLE 54. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money for Generator Supports to be installed at the 
High School, or do anything relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town raise and ap- 
propriate $3,150.00 for generator supports to be in- 
stalled at the High School to be expended under the 
direction of the School Committee. 


ARTICLE 55. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money to remove the Underground Tank at the H.T. 
Wing School, or do anything relative thereto. 


VOICE VOTE - That $16,000.00 be raised and approp- 
riated to remove the Underground Tanks at the H.T. 
Wing School. CARRIED by the Majority. 


ARTICLE 56. - To see if the Townwill vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money for repairs to the H.T. Wing School as follows, 
or do anything relative thereto: 


Window and Door Repairs .......... $ 3,500.00 
Refinishing of Classroom Area ......... 16,000.00 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That $3,500.00 for Window 
and Door Repairs and $16,000.00 for Refinishing the 
basement area into classrooms at the H.T. Wing 
School be raised and appropriated; to be expended 
under the direction of the School Committee. 


ARTICLE 57. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money to purchase a new Six-Wheel Dump Truck 
equipped with Plow and Extension Frame for the 
Highway Department or do anything relative 
thereto. 

UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That $66,500.00 be raised 
and appropriated to purchase a new six-wheel dump 
truck with plow and extension frame for the Highway 
Department. 


ARTICLE 58. - To see if the Town will vote to continue 
the Town Government Study Committee until Sep- 
tember 8, 1986 when a Special Town Meeting to be 
called by the Selectmen will be held to consider a 
series of warrant articles (including the time schedule 
for their implementation) as outlined in the report. 
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And further, to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate, or transfer from available funds a sum 
not to exceed $2,500.00 for the use of the Committee 
in printing and distributing copies of their report, or do 
anything relative thereto. 


VOTED - That the Town continue the Government 
Study Committee until September 8, 1986 when a 
special Town Meeting to be called by the Selectmen 
will be held to consider a series of Warrant articles, 
including the time schedule for their implementation, 
as outlined in the report. And further, to see if the 
Town will raise and appropriate $2,500.00 for the use 
of the Committee in printing and distributing copies of 
their report. 


Voice vote and declared CARRIED by the majority. 


ARTICLE 59. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money to purchase Three (3) New Police Cruisers for 
FY 1987, or do anything relative thereto. 


VOTED - That the Town raise and appropriate 
$39,000.00 to purchase three new police cruisers for 
FY 1987. This was a voice vote and declared CAR- 
RIED by the majority. 


ARTICLE 60. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money to hire two additional patrolmen for the Police 
Department or do anything relative thereto. 


VOTED - That $33,170.00 be raised and appropriated 
to hire two additional police officers for the Police 
Department. 


ARTICLE 61. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money to sandblast and paint the Town Hall, or do 
anything relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That $35,000.00 be raised 
and appropriated to sandblast and paint the Town 
Hall, to be expended under the direction of the Board 
of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 62. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money to purchase office equipment for the Building 
Inspectors Office, or do anything relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town raise and ap- 
propriate $7,110.00 to purchase office equipment 
and to computerize the Building Inspector's Office to 
be expended under the direction of the Building In- 
spector. 


ARTICLE 63. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money for the liability payment of teachers salaries 
due for a prior year, or do anything relative thereto. 
UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town raise and ap- 
propriate $208,607.17 for the liability payment of 
teachers salaries due for a prior vear. 

ARTICLE 64. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 


appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money for the repair of the Tree Warden's truck. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That $5,000.00 be raised and 
appropriated for the repairs and refurbishing of the 
Tree Warden's Truck and Hoist, to be expended 
under the direction of the Tree Warden. 


ARTICLE 65. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the necessary funds to establish a cros- 
sing guard at the Elementary School. 


An amendment was made and seconded to include 
$1,800.00 for this purpose. The Article as amended 
was UNANIMOUSLY VOTED by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 66. - To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
provisions of Mass. General Laws Chapter 138, Sec- 
tion 17A, allowing the Board of Selectmen to grant 
one additional All Alcoholic Beverage License per 
year to a holder of a Seasonal License. 


Article 66 was moved and seconded. A motion was 
made to table the article. 


VOTED - That Article 66 be TABLED. This was a voice 
voice vote and declared CARRIED by the necessary

Meeting was adjourned at 10:55 p.m. to reconvene 
on Wednesday, May 21, 1986.

ARTICLE 67. - To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Sandwich Town Bylaws by creating a new Section 
XXIX-Industrial Design Review Commission, outlin- 
ing the Commission's jurisdiction and authority, or do 
anything relative thereto. 


Industrial Design Review Commission 


1. Creation: There is hereby created an Industrial 
Design Review Commission consisting of five mem- 
bers, three of whom shall be appointed by the 
Selectmen to serve at their will, and one each of 
whom shall be designated to the Commission from 
the Planning Board and from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 


2. Selection criteria of three members appointed by 
the Selectmen. Appointees shall be registered voters 
of the Town. There shall be no other specific criteria. 
The Selectmen are encouraged to appoint one indi- 
vidual with experience as a registered Mas- 
sachusetts Architect and one experienced in site 
planning and landscape architecture. 


3. Jurisdiction: The Industrial Design Review Com- 
mission shall have control over the design and con- 
struction and maintenance of all improvements of lots 
of land or portions thereof located within the Town 
undertaken constructed or altered after the effective 
date of this bylaw within Industrial Limited and Busi- 
ness Limited II Districts as defined within the Protec- 
tive Zoning Bylaw of the Town of Sandwich. 


4. Authority: No construction for which a building

permit is required, no site changes and no landscap- 
ing work except regular maintenance on any lot of 
land or portions thereof located within Industrial Li- 
mited or Business Limited II zones within the Town 
without first having obtained the approval of the In- 
dustrial Design Review Commission for such activity 
as provided for herein. 


5. Procedure: a. Applicants. Any individual wishing to 
engage in activity which falls within the jurisdiction 
and authority of this Bylaw shall submit a written 
application to the Industrial Design Review Commis- 
sion by filing the same at the office of the Building 
Inspector of the Town of Sandwich. 


b. Form. The Industrial Design Review Commission 
shall from time to time designate an official applica- 
tion form and may establish submission guidelines 
which upon promulgation shall be followed by all 
applicants. All such forms shall include the name, 
address and signature of the applicant, the name, 
address and signature of the owner of the property if 
different than the applicant, a description of the prop- 
erty with reference to street address and assessor's 
map and lot identification, as well as a brief narrative 
of what activity is sought to be approved. 


c. Frequency of Review: The application approval 
process is a two-stage process. The applicant shall 
submit preliminary plans and only after such prelimi- 
nary plans have been voted as “Approved for Sub- 
mission of Final Plans” shall final plans be submitted. 
It shall be within the discretion of the Industrial De- 
sign Review Committee to determine on a case to 
case basis or upon review standards adopted by the 
Commission from time to time when there has beena 
sufficient resolution of submission requirements to 
warrant submission of final plans. 


3. Plan Submissions: Preliminary Plans shall be 
submitted with the application to the Building In- 
spector. Six copies of the plans and application shall 
be submitted. The Building Inspector shall without 
unnecessary delay, but in any event before any 
hearing is conducted on the application, forward one 
set of such plans and application to each member of 
the Industrial Design Review Commission. The 
same procedure shall be followed with respect to the 
submission of final plans. 


e. Site Plans at a scale of 1° equals 40’ - 0” minimum, 
showing: . 

1. The shape and location of the proposed buildings 
and proposed addition(s). 

2. Vehicular and pedestrian circulation. 


3. Proposed parking differentiated with regard to 
employee, public and service vehicles. 

4. Entranceways, roadways, sidewalks and loading 
areas. 

5. The general extent and nature of proposed cutting 
natural vegetation and proposed planting and land- 
scaping. 


6. The general intentions for proposed utilities, the 
location and size of septic tanks and leaching fields 
and the handling of surface drainage. 


7. The general location and types of outdoor signs. 
8. The general location and intent of outdoor lighting. 


9. The general location and type of outdoor storage, 
fencing and screening. 


10. Floor plans at a scale of 1/16" equals 1° - 0” 
minimum, showing. 

1) the general initial and future internal space re- 
quirements and relationships of the proposed 
facility, 2) the general functions and activities 
within the proposed facility, 3) any special en- 
vironmental conditions. 

11. Principal elevation at a scale of 1/16” equals 1’ - 
0” minimum, showing 1) the general massing and 
height of the proposed facility, 2) the proposed mate- 
rials for all exterior surfaces including the roof, 3) the 
proposed color and textures of the exterior materials 
and 4) any special heating, ventilating and mechani- 
cal requirementes impacting the exterior. 


f. Hearing Procedures: 


1. In addition to all requirements of the Public Meet- 
ing Law of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as 
from time to time amend, no hearing of an application 
for preliminary or final approval shall be held until the 
applicant shall produce and the Industrial Design 
Review Committee has entered into its official record 
written verification that the applicant has caused 
notice of the hearing to be advertised in a newspaper 
having general circulation within the Town not less 
than seven nor more than fourteen days before the 
hearing setting forth the information contained within 
the application or so much of it as the Commission 
shall from time to time direct and the date, time and 
place of meeting and that the applicant has mailed 
like notice. certified mail return receipt requested, to 
all abutters of the lot or lots which are referred to in the 
application including abutters seperated by a public 
or private way at least seven, but not more than 
fourteen days before the hearing at their addresses 
shown on the last preceding assessor’s records of 
the Town. 


2. Three members shall constitute a quorum. 


3. The affirmative vote of not less than three mem- 
bers shall be required to establish “Approval for 
Submission of Final Plans” or for ‘Final Approval”. 
Subsequent to the review and approval of the pre- 
liminary plans by the Industrial Design Review 
Commission, the applicant will incorporate the 
changes and modifications required by the Design 
Review Commission into the Final Plans and, in turn, 
submit these Final Plans to the Design Review 
Commission for the latter's review and approval. 

g. Final Plans. 

Subsequent to the review and approval of the pre- 
liminary plans by the Design Review Commission, 
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the applicant will incorporate the changes and mod- 
ifications required by the Design Review Commis- 
sion into the Final Plans and in turn, submit these 
Final Plans together with a new application to the 
Design Review Commission for the latter's review 
and approval. The Design Review Commission shall 
act within 21 days of acceptance of the Final Plans, 
approving it if a majority determine that the applicant 
has complied with design criteria as set forth under 
this bylaw, and rejecting the application otherwise. 
Final plans shall consist of the following: 


1. Site plans at a scale of 1” equals 40’ - 0” minimum, 
showing in detail the items shown in general terms on 
the Preliminary Plans. Plans shall be complete and 
all dimensions, sizes, and materials indicated. 

2. Floor Plans to a scale of %” equals 1’ - 0” 
minimum showing details, 1) all internal spaces, their 
relationships to each other and to the site and 2) any 
special environmental conditions. 


3. Elevations, of all sides of the proposed facility ata 
scale of Ye” equals 1’ - 0” minimum, showing in detail 
the items shown in general terms on the Preliminary 
Plans. 


4. All plans shall be complete with dimensions, 
sizes, material indications, colors, textures and the 
like to fully describe the proposed facility. Specifica- 
tions, as may be required to fully describe the finished 
facility, should accompany the drawings. 


h. Post Approval Requirements: All Final Plans and 
Specifications must be approved in writing by the 
Design Review Commission prior to a building permit 
being issued by the Building Inspector. 


1. In addition, a performance bond, the sum of which 
is to be determined by the Design Review Commis- 
sion, but which will not exceed $2.50 (two dollars and 
fifty cents) per square foot of the total lot size shall be 
furnished the Town of Sandwich prior to the building 
permit being issued by the Building Inspector. 


2. The bond shall represent security in form ap- 
proved by the Industrial Design Review Commission 
against possible failure by the applicant to carry out 
any or all work shown on the final plans approved by 
the Design Review Commission. These bonds shall 
beheldbythe Town Treasurer until the Certificate of 
Use and Occupancy is issued by the Building In- 
spector. 


3. Upon the completion of construction, including the 
sitework and landscaping, a certified architect shall 
furnish the Design Review Commission a certified 
Certificate of Completion certifying that the construc- 
tion was completed in accordance with the approved 
Final Plan and Specifications. The Certificate of 
Completion is to be received by the Design Review 
Commission prior to a Certificate of Use and Occu- 
pancy being issued by the Building Inspector or use 
of the premises. 


i. Action on Application: Unless the applicant shall 


otherwise agree in writing, all applications whether 
for preliminary or final review or for approval of a 
Bond shall be approved or denied within 60 days of 
that application being filed with the Building Inspec- 
tor. Any denial shall set forth the specific reasons for 
denial. Notice of Action shall be mailed postage pre- 
paid to the applicant, the lot owner, and all abutters 
and filed with the Town Clerk of Sandwich within 7 
days of the vote. The failure to conform to this re- 
quirement is grounds for Action of Mandamus 
against the commission. 


6. Interpretation: It shall be the duty and responsibil- 
ity of the Industrial Design Review Commission to 
administer and interpret this Bylaw. In so doing it shall 
have as its aim to provide a level of quality and 
consistency of architectural, site, landscaping and 
environmental design installation and subsequent 
maintenance which protects the public welfare of the 
inhabitants of the Town of Sandwich. Public welfare 
shall include consistent design installation and 
maintenance standards, the maintenance of a pleas- 
ant and productive work environment and the preser- 
vation of property values within the Town. 


7. Enforcement: This Bylaw shall be enforced sub- 
ject to the direction of the Industrial Design Review 
Commission by the Building Inspector of the Town of 
Sandwich by injunction or criminal prosecution, Each 
day of violation following notice of violation by the 
Building Inspector to the owner of the lot in violation 
or anyone conducting unapproved activity thereon 
shall constitute a separate offense. 


8. Minimal Criteria for Approval: The Industrial De- 
sign Review Commission, upon its review of plans 
and specifications, may make its own independent 
determination whether or not the Protective Zoning 
Bylaw of the Town of Sandwich is followed by the 
plans and specifications and in addition the following 
standards and guidelines may be considered. 


a. Landscaping: 


1. Alllandscaping shall be installed in such a way as 
to preserve, restore, and enhance the natural vege- 
tation of the site. 


2. Selective pruning and clearing of all natural veg- 
etation shall be undertaken to remove dead or weak- 
rooted trees and branches or undesirable or exces- 
sive undergrowth. 


3. Live trees of over 2” caliper are not to be removed 
except as part of an approved plan. 


4. Disturbance of the existing contours of the land 
shall be minimized. All disturbed areas shall be re- 
planted with an effective combination of shrubs, 
trees, groundcover, and lawn using the following 
planting standards. The minimum acceptable sizes 
for trees and shrubs shall be as folows: 


a) Trees - 2” - 22” caliper, 14 foot height 
b) Evergreens - 5’ - 0” 6’ - 0” in height 


c) Deciduous, ornamental and screening trees, 2” - 
2¥V2" caliper 6’ - 0” to 8’ - 0” in height. 

d) Shrubs 2%2 to 3 gallon 

e) All trees, evergreens, deciduous, ornamental and 
screening trees shall be balled and burlaped when 
brought to site. 


5. All new planting shall consist of plants as described 
above and shall be arranged in primarily informal 
groupings. Formal planting layouts will be permitted 
close to buildings only. 


6. A buffer strip of existing groundcover and trees 
shall be maintained at both rear and side site lines. 


7. When using shrubs, or other materials for screen- 
ing, said screen shall be a height at least equal to that 
of the materials or equipment being stored. 


8. Any parcel on or abutting public streets shall be 
landscaped to provide a visual setting which is in 
keeping with the neighborhood and consistent with 
the standards of this bylaw and screening of parking 
and service areas. 


b. Signage: 

1. Only one, well-designed sign will be permitted per 
lot. 

2. Signs shall state only the Company name and 
logo. 

3. Signs shall be freestanding and in keeping with the 
architecture of the project and that of abutting prop- 
erties. 


4. Signs shall be of wood with letters cut out or incised 
with contrasting colors. 


5. Structural supports shall be of wood timber. 


6. “Warm Colors” from matte black to ivory may be 
used. 


7. Signs shall be kept low. 
8. Signs shall not block visability at intersections. 


9. Signs shall not be higher than two feet above 
ground level, to bottom of cross-arm except at inter- 
sections where five feet to the bottom of cross-arm is 
sufficient. 


10. Lighting shall be provided with small spot lights, 
or acontinuous light strip with a baffle at the top of the 
sign where used. 


c. Architecture: 

1. The architectural character of each building or 
structure will be evaluated in terms of the sensitive 
integration of form, texture, and colors with the func- 
tion of the building and the particular landscape and 
topographical character of each site. 

2. Exterior walls and roofs of each building are to be 
constructed of durable permanent materials. 

3. The following exterior wall materials are accepta- 
ble: 

a) Architecturally finished concrete, precast or 
poured in place. 


b) Finished masonry units such as face brick, stone 
veneer or architectural masonry units. 


c) Glass 


d) Factory assembled and painted panel units, and 
preformed factory painted metal siding. 


e) Wood when used for trim or in the form of factory 
finished weatherproofed panels. 


f) Shingle of clapboard siding. 


An amendment was made and seconded under a. 
Landscaping - No. 5 Evergeen plantings and/or 
naturalistic wooden fencing should be placed in front 
of all industrial structures so as to effectively screen 
such structures from view when observed from public 
ways, upon maturation of the evergreens within five 
to ten years, whenever the industrial structures bor- 
der on a public way. 


This was a voice vote and declared CARRIED by the 
majority. 

VOTED - That the Town amend the Sandwich Town 
Bylaws by creating a new Section XXIX, INDUST- 
RIAL DESIGN REVIEW COMMISSION, as de- 
scribed and printed in the Warrant under Article 67 as 
amended. 


This was a voice vote and declared CARRIED by the 
majority. 

ARTICLE 68. - To see if the Town will vote to direct the 
Board of Selectmen to establish a five member Bike 
Path Committee to plan for the construction of a bike 
path extending through the Town from the Cape Cod 
Canal Service Road to the Barnstable Town Line, all 
construction costs to be reimbursed from the State 
Transportation Bond Issue, subject to the approval of 
the Selectmen, or do anything relative thereto. 


VOTED - That the Town direct the Board of Selectmen 
to establish a five member Bike Path Committee to 
plan for the construction of a bike path extending 
through the Town from the Cape Cod Canal Service 
Road to the Barnstable Town Line, all construction 
costs to be reimbursed from the State Transportation 
Bond Issue, subject to the approval of the Selectmen. 


This was a voice vote and declared CARRIED by the 
majority. 


ARTICLE 69. - To see if the Town will vote to transfer 
Lot 58-K2 to the control of the Sandwich Conserva- 
tion Commission, or do anything relative thereto. 


This Article Moved and Seconded. A motion to IN- 
DEFINITELY POSTPONE was made and seconded. 
Thia was a voice vote and declared CARRIED by the 
majority. 


ARTICLE 70. - To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to negotiate with the Division 
of Marine Fisheries, Department of Fisheries, Wildlife 
and Environmental Law Enforcement to locate a 
Marine Fisheries Management and Research facility, 
consisting of a laboratory and office space on ap- 


proximately three acres ot land owned by the Town 
adjacent to the East Boat Basin Marina; to be shown 
on a plan drawn by the Town Engineer and brought to 
a future Town Meeting for further action, or do any- 
thing relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to negotiate with the Division of 
Marine Fisheries, Department of Fisheries, Wildlife 
and Environmental Law Enforcement to locate a 
Marine Fisheries Management and Research facility, 
consisting of a laboratory and office space on ap- 
proximately three acres of land owned by the Town 
adjacent to the East Boat Basin Marina: to be shown 
ona plan drawn by the Town Engineer and brought to 
a future Town Meeting for further action. 


ARTICLE 71. - To see if the Town of Sandwich will vote 
to petition the Legislature for a special act for recall 
elections in the Town of Sandwich, or to take any 
action thereon. 


Section 1. Any holder of an elected office in the Town 
of Sandwich may be recalled therefrom by the qual- 
ified voters of the Town as herein provided. 


Section 2. Any ten qualified voters of the Town of 
Sandwich may file with the Town Clerk of said Town 
an affidavit containing the name of the officer sought 
to be recalled and a statement of the grounds of 
recall. Said Town Clerk shall thereupon deliver to the 
voter making such affidavit a sufficient number of 
copies of petition blanks demanding such recall, 
printed forms of which he shall keep on hand. The 
blanks shall be issued by the Town Clerk with his 
signature and official seal attached thereto: they shall 
be dated and addressed to the Selectmen of said 
Town, shall contain the name of the person to whom 
issued, the number of blanks to be issued, the name 
of the person sought to be recalled, the grounds of 
recall as stated in said affidavit, and shall demand the 
election of a successor to such office. A copy of the 
petition shall be entered in a record book to be keptin 
the office of the Town Clerk. Said recall petition shall 
be returned and filed with the Town Clerk within 
twenty days after filing of the affidavit. Said petition 
before being returned and filed shall be signed by 
twenty-five percent of the qualified voters and to 
every signature shall be added the place of residence 
of the signer, giving the street and number. The said 
recall petition shall be submitted to the Town Clerk by 
three o'clock p.m. on the Friday preceeding the day 
which it must be filed, to the registrars of voters in said 
Town, and the registrars shall forthwith certify 
thereon the number of signatures which are names of 
voters of said town. 

Section 3. The petition shall be found and certified by 
said Town Clerk to be sufficient, he shall submit the 
same with his certificate to said Selectmen, without 
delay and said Selectmen shall forthwith give written 
notice to said officer of the receipt of said certificate, 


said Selectmen may, in their discretion postpone the 
holding of said recall election to the date of such other 
election. If a vacancy occurs in said office after a 
recall election has been so ordered, the election shall 
nevertheless proceed as in this section provided. 


Section 4. Any officer sought to be removed may be a 
candidate to succeed himself and, unless he re- 
quests otherwise in writing, the Town Clerk shall 
place his name on the ballot without nomination. The 
nomination of other candidates the publication of the 
warrant for the recall election, and the conduct of the 
same, shall all be in accordance with the provisions of 
law relating to elections, unless otherwise provided 
by this act. 


Section 5. The incumbent shall continue to perform 
the duties of his office until the recall election. If then 
reelected, he shall continue in the office for the re- 
mainder of his unexpired term, subject to recall as 
before, except as provided in this act. If not reelected 
in the recall election, he shall be deemed removed 
upon the qualification of his successor, who shall 
hold office during the unexpired term. If the succes- 
sor fails to qualify within five days after receiving 
notification of his election, the incumbent shall there- 
upon be deemed removed and the office vacant. 


Section 6. Ballots used in a recall election shall sub- 
mit the following propositions in the order indicated: 
For the recall of (name of officer). Against the recall of 
(name of officer). Immediately at the right of each 
proposition, there shall be a square in which the 
voter, by making a cross mark (X), may vote for either 
of the said propositions. Under the proposition shall 
appear the word “Candidates”, the directions to vot- 
ers required by section forty-two of chapter fifty-four 
of the General Laws, beneath this the names of can- 
didates nominated as herein before provided. If a 
majority of the votes cast upon the question of recall 
is in the affirmative, the candidate receiving the high- 
est number of votes shall be declared elected; pro- 
vided that at least 40 percent of those entitled to vote 
shall have voted. If a majority of votes on the question 
is in the negative, the ballot for candidates need not 
be counted. 


Section 7. No recall peition shall be filed against an 
officer within six months after he takes office, nor, in 
case of an officer subject to a recall election and not 
recalled thereby, until at least six months after the 
election at which his recall was submitted to the vot- 
ers. 

UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town of Sandwich 
petition the Legislature for a special act for recall 
elections in the Town of Sandwich as described and 
printed in the Warrant under Article 71. 


ARTICLE 72. - To see if the Town will vote to express 
its support and urge the passage in the State Legis- 
lature of the so called “Barnstable County Land Bank 
Bill” and direct the Board of Selectmen to forward 
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copies of this vote to the Massachuisetts Speaker of 
the House and Senate President and any other ap- 
propriate legislative delegates, or do anything rela- 
tive thereto. 


VOTED - That the Town express its support and urge 
the passage in the State Legislature of the so called 
“Barnstable County Land Bank Bill” and direct the 
Board of Selectmen to forward copies of this vote to 
the Massachusetts Speaker of the House and Se- 
nate President and any other appropriate legislative 
delegates. 


This was a voice vote and declared CARRIED by the 
majority. 


ARTICLE 73. - To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Library Board of Trustees to designate and name 
the new wing of the Sandwich Public Library the 
“Francis G. Soule Jr. Memorial Wing,” or do anything 
relatice thereto. 


VOTED - By acclimation that the Town instruct the 
Library Board of Trustees to designate and name the 
new wing of the Sandwich Public Library the “Francis 
G. Soule Jr. Memorial Wing.” 


ARTICLE 74. - To see if the Town will vote to rescind 
the vote taken at the Annual Town Meeting March 6, 
1950, Article 7 which accepted the provisions of 
Chapter 41, Section 105 and established the “Jar- 
vesville School: as the “Clark-Haddad Memorial 
Building” and to transfer and appropriate a sum of 
money to purchase and install a bronze plaque iden- 
tifying the building as the Clark-Haddad Building, or 
do anything relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town rescind the 
vote taken at the Annual Town Meeting March 6, 
1950, Article 7 which accepted the provisions of 
Chapter 41, Section 105 and established the “Jar- 
vesville School’ as the Clark-Haddad Memorial 
Building and to transfer $1,000.00 from the Clark 
Haddad Repairs Appropriation to purchase and in- 
stall a bronze plaque identifying the building as the 
Clark-Haddad Building. 


ARTICLE 75. - To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Town of Sandwich Bylaws by adding the following 
new section under Article VIII, or do anything relative 
thereto: 


Section 3 - Non Criminal Enforcement and Disposi- 
tion of Town Bylaws 


Any Bylaw of the Town of Sandwich, or rule or regu- 
lation of its boards, commissions, and committees, 
the violations of which is subject to specific penalty, 
may, in the discretion of the Town Official who is the 
appropriate, enforcing person, be enforced in the 
method provided in Section 21D of Chapter 40 of the 
General Laws. “Enforcing Person’, as used in the 
chapter, shall mean any Selectman or any police 
officer of the Town of Sandwich, with respect to any 
offense; and the Dog Officer and his designees, 


Building Inspector and his designees, the Director ot 
Natural Resources and his designees, the Conser- 
vation Agent and his designees, the Harbor Master 
and his designees, the Health Agent and his desig- 
nees, the Licensing Agent and Sealer of Weights and 
Measures and his designees, and such other officials 
as the Board of Selectmen may from time to time 
designate, each with respect to violation of Bylaws 
and rules and regulations within their respective 
jurisdictions. If more than one official has jurisdiction 
in any given case, any such official may be an en- 
forcing person with respect thereto. 


This Bylaw to be enforced as set forth in a detailed 
statement of said Bylaw on file at the office of the 
Selectmen of the Town and said statement to be 
available for inspection there. 


VOTED - That the Town amend the Town of Sandwich 
Bylaws by adding a new section under Article VIII as 
described and printed in the Warrant under Article 75. 
This was a voice vote and declared CARRIED by the 
majority. 


ARTICLE 76. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum 
not to exceed $60,000.00 for the purchase of re- 
placement telephone equipment for Town Depart- 
ments, or do anything relative thereto. 


VOTED - That the Town raise and appropriate 
$48,000.00 and transfer from various budgets 
$12,000.00 for purchasing telephone equipment. 
This was a voice vote and declared CARRIED by the 
majority. 

ARTICLE 77. - To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to enter into a lease/ 
purchase agreement for the acquisition of replace- 
ment telephone equipment for Town Departments, or 
do anything relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to enter into a lease-purchase 
agreement for the acquisition of replacement tele- 
phone equipment for Town Departments. 


ARTICLE 78. - To see if the Town will vote to accept 
Chapter 64G, Section 3A, of the Mass. General Laws 
to impose a Local Room Occupancy Excise at the 
rate of 4% (Four Percent). Said Excise shall take 
effect on the first day of June 1986. 


An amendment was made and seconded to change 
the effective date from June 1986 to July 1986. This 
was a voice vote and declared CARRIED unanim- 
ously. 


VOTED - That the Town accept Chapter 64G, Section 
3A, of the Mass. General Laws to impose a Local 
Room Occupancy Excise at the rate of 4% (Four 
Percent). Said excise shall take effect on the first day 
of July 1986. 


This was a voice vote and declared CARRIED by the 
majority. 
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ARTICLE 79. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money to fund several Social Service Programs for 
services to be performed for and on behalf of 
Sandwich residents as listed below, or do anything 
relative thereto:

ARTICLE 80. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money for Legal Services of Cape Cod and Islands 
for services to be performed for and on behalf of 
Sandwich residents, or do anything relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED / That the Town raise and ap- 
propriate $2,000.00 for Legal Services of Cape Cod 
& Islands for services to be performed on behalf of 
Sandwich residents. 


ARTICLE 81. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 
money for Independence House, Inc., Cape Cod’s 
Resource Center for Battered Women, or do any- 
thing relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town raise and ap- 
propriate $1,200.00 for Independence House, Inc., 
Cape Cod’s Resource Center for Battered Women. 


ARTICLE 82. - To see if the Town will vote to hear the 
report of the 350th Anniversary Committee, or do 
anything relative thereto. 

UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town hear the report 
of the 350th Anniversary Committee. 


ARTICLE 83. - To see if the Town will vote to raise and 


appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of 


money for payment to the Town of Barnstable for 
privileges at Sandy Neck Beach, subject to a favora- 
ble agreement executed between the Town of 
Barnstable and the Town of Sandwich, or do anything 
relative thereto. 


VOTED - That the Town transfer $11,726.00 from the 
Beach Parking Account for payment to the Town of 
Barnstable for privileges at Sandy Neck Beach as 
printed in the Warrant under Article 83. Voice vote 
and declared CARRIED by majority. 


ARTICLE 84. - To see if the Town will vote, as provided 
in Article XVIII Section 1 of the Town of Sandwich 
Bylaws, to approve as the site for construction of low 
income housing units by the Sandwich Housing Au- 
thority a portion of Town owned land located on 


Quaker Meeting House Road shown on Assessor's 
Map 58 as Lot C3-B, contiguous to the land voted at 
the 1985 Annual Town Meeting of sufficient size to 
conform to the Zoning Board requirements, or do 
anything relative thereto. 


VOTED - That the Town approve, as provided in Article 
XVIII Section 1 of the Town of Sandwich Bylaws, as 
the site for construction of low income housing units 
by the Sandwich Housing Authority, a portion of 
Town owned land located on Quaker Meeting House 
Road, as printed in the Warrant under Article 84. 


This was a voice vote and declared CARRIED by the 
majority. 


ARTICLE 85. - To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
action of the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational 
Technical School District Committee in accepting the 
provisions of Chapter 188, Section 13, of the Acts of 
1985 which provides that the District may receive, 
subject to appropriation, a professional Development 
Grant or Grants for the purpose of supplementing 
teacher compensation at the Upper Cape Regional 
Vocational-Technical School, or do anything relative 
thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED - That the Town accept the 
action of the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational 
Technical School District Committee in accepting the 
provisions of Chapter 188, Section 13, of the Acts of 
1985 as printed in the Warrant under Article 85.

This was a voice vote and declared CARRIED by the 
majority. 


- To see if the Town will vote to accept 
as a gift $1,000.00 from H. Eugene Carr for the pur- 
pose of establishing a special fund, the interest from 
which is to be awarded annually to a Town employee 
or volunteer chosen by the Board of Selectmen de- 
emed to have worked to best enhance and promote 
the Town of Sandwich in the preceeding year or do 
anything relative thereto. 


VOTED - That the Town accept as a gift $1,000.00 
from H. Eugene Carr for the purpose of establishing a 
special fund as printed in the Warrant under Article 
89. 


This was a voice vote and declared CARRIED by the 
majority. 


ARTICLE 90. - To see if the Town will vote to release a

PLANNING BOARD 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of Sandwich: 


The “Building Boom” has continued again through 
this year. The attempt by the selectmen to convince 
town meeting to impose a moratorium on building 
within the town was unsuccessful and the town’s 


condition has continued to deteriorate as a result of 


town meeting’s decisions. During the year, the Plan- 
ning Board was required to approve 21 Preliminary 
Plans, 20 Definitive Plans and 43 Approval not Re- 
quired Plans which added a total of 230 new lots to 
those already available to be build upon. 


Town meetings did take one step that could help the 
town’s situation over the next few decades by voting 
to approve money for the updating of the town’s 
outdated Master Plan. With the aid of the Master Plan 
Steering Committee appointed by the selectmen and 
ably chaired by Miss Nelda Hoxie, the Planning 
Board has retained the services of the firm IEP of 
Northboro, Massachusetts to conduct the update of 
the Master Plan which is underway as the report is 
written. In addition to Miss Hoxie, the Steering Com- 
mittee is made up of Kevin Kirrane, Joan Russell, 
Patrick Tatano, Harold Bolsovier, David Carleton, 
and Robert Winters, with Mrs. Jeanette E. Roden- 
baugh acting as secretary to the Committee to have a 
draft of the updated Master Plans ready for 1987 
town meeting along with any zoning bylaw changes 
necessary to implement the updated plan. 


During the year, there was a change of faces around 
the Board with the resignation of Mr. Arthur Bouvier 
and Mr. Robert George who were replaced by the 
appointments of Mr. Donald Dickinson and Mr. 
Joseph Bradley, respectively. The year also saw the 
resignation of Mr. Edward Kelly as Town Engineer to 
be replaced on a temporary basis by Mr. Joseph F.

TOWN ENGINEER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of Sandwich: 


It has been a year of personnel changes in the office 
of the Town Engineer. Edward S. Kelly resigned as 
Town Engineer effective July 25, 1986. Susan L. Hall, 
Assistant Technician resigned effective August 8, 
1986. 


Joseph Guillemette was appointed as acting Town 
Engineer and very capably guided the office until 
October 15, 1986, when the present Town Engineer 
assumed office. Lauren Wysocki, clerk, has rendered 
invaluable service throughout the year. On De- 
cember 29, 1986, Leo W. Pellitier was hired as an 
Engineering Assistant. 


During the year, a contract was let to renovate the 
Septage Disposal Lagoons which are now operating 
as designed. Contract is 95% complete. Average 
daily volume was 12,000 gallons per day for the 
month of July. As the DEQE permitted discharge is 
13,400 gpd, facility capacity will be attained in about 
four years. Since there is about a four-year lag bet- 
ween initial house occupancy and the first septic 
pumping, the facility is already committed to houses 
built and occupied. Consequently, a permanent solu- 
tion for septage disposal needs to be sought out at 
this time. 


This office continues to provide technical advice and 
inspections in the Landfill operation for the Highway 
Department and DEQE. Involvement continues with 
the Solid Waste Advisory Committee of the Town and 
the Otis Solid Waste Transfer Station. 


Advice and support is provided to the School Building 
Committee, the Human Services Center, Board of 
Appeals and other boards, committees and agencies 
of the Town. 

The bulk of time and effort is spent in reviewing 
subdivision applications, inspecting construction, 
and working with the Planning Board. 

| personally wish to thank the many citizens, officials, 
engineers and surveyors, contractors and develop- 
ers for their support in helping me get off to a good 
start in the best interest of the Town.

The Personnel Advisory Committee was authorized 
by the approval of Article 45 on the Warrant of the 
Regular Town Meeting of Sandwich, in May 1986. 
Appointed by and advisory to the Selectmen, the 
Committee was called to its first meeting by Board of 
Selectmen on November 5th 1986. 


The charge by the Board of Selectmen included re- 
viewing and evaluating the position descriptions, the 
classification and compensation plan for those Town 
employees not covered by a union contract, and the 
appointed officials and Department Heads. As a re- 
sult of the review the Committee may recommend to 
the Board of Selectmen changes in the classification 
structure, the reclassification of specific positions, 
and changes in the pay scale, to accompany a re- 
vised classification structure. 


During the months of its existence in 1986, the Com- 
mittee has collected data for comparable Towns and 
jurisdictions on comparable position descriptions, 
salary scales, and personnel rules. The Committee 
has also interviewed the non-union employees as 
part of the procedure to evaluate the positions, and is 
currently moving on to an evaluation of the classifica- 
tion structure. 


Additionally the Committee is charged with reviewing 
the personnel rules currently in effect for the non- 
union employees of the Town, including fringe be- 
nefits and working conditions and making recom- 
mendations for their revision. 


The recommendations of the Committee will be 
made in the Committee’s report to the Regular Town 
Meeting, and include both proposed personnel rules 
changes, and changes in salary levels of the non- 
union personnel of the Town, together with and funds 
required to implement the recommendations.

To The Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


As Chief of Police, | respectfully submit my annual 
report for 1986. 


1986 was a busy year for the Sandwich Police De- 
partment with a total of 5791 complaints investigated. 
Serious crime rose 12% with 391 offenses in 1986 
compared with 385 in 1985. 


Breaking and entering, one of our more serious 
problems, decreased to 109 from 121 in 1985. 222 
larcenies were investigated, up from 216 in 1985. 
Two rapes and two robberies were investigated in 
1986 compared with none of either in 1985. 162 
cases of vandalism, a continuing problem, were in- 
vestigated, up from 160 in 1985. Other criminal in- 
vestigations included assault, 29 up from 27 in 1985, 
and auto theft 19, up from 13 in 1985. 9 drug viola- 


tions and 7 arsons were investigated, along with 5 
offenses against family. The remaining complaints 
were of a lesser criminal or service complaint nature. 


Of the 5,791 complaints, Sandwich village accounted 
for 2,161, South Sandwich 1,560, East Sandwich 
1,312, Forestdale 721, and Sagamore Beach 37. 


2,362 complaints were received between 8:00 a.m. 
and 4: p.m., 2,272 were recorded between 4:00 p.m. 
and 12 M, and 1,157 between 12:00 M, and 8:00 a.m. 


Thursday was the busiest day in 1986 with 917 com- 
plaints, followed by Monday 864, Wednesday 860, 
Tuesday 848, Friday 842, Saturday 783, and Sunday 
677. 


A total of 279 arrests were made by members of the 
department in 1986 and 114 inebriated persons were 
taken into protective custody and later released or 
transported to a detoxification center. 


1258 motor vehicle citations were issued, of which 
673 required court action and 585 were written 
warnings. 


259 motor vehicle accidents were investigated, up 
from 206 in 1985. No one was killed as the result of a 
motor vehicle accident in Sandwich in 1986. 


Officers investigated 1,084 citizen reports of suspi- 
cious persons, vehicles or incidents, answered 795 
burglar and holdup alarms, all but two of which were 
false and served 297 summonses. 


Continuing its intensive housecheck program, the 
department's members made 6,977 checks of vacant 
homes. 109 homes and businesses were found open 
by officers during security checks. 


Assistance rendered numbered 1003, 565 to the Fire 
department and ambulance, 125 to other law en- 
forcement agencies and Town departments, 16 to 
mentally disturbed persons, 40 to homeowners, 62 to 
disabled motorists, 60 escorts, 72 civil matters, 3 
medical assists and 60 dog and conservation calls 
were handled by the police. 


86 Firearms ID cards were issued, along with 79 
pistol permits. 


$14,070.56 was turned over to the Town Treasurer 
from the sale of gun licenses, copies of police re- 
ports sold to attorneys and insurance companies, 
auction of found and surplus property and rentals on 
the police alarm board and alarm service fees.

The Fire Department responded to a total of 1,837 
calls during 1986. This shows a decrease of some 
163 runs for the year. 


Building fires in 1986 decreased slightly in number, 
but estimated losses almost tripled. This was due to 
the fact that there were a number of early morning 
fires of a suspicious nature. 


Ambulance runs were down by some 84 runs from 


last year. This is a category that we are happy to see 
decrease. The Town now operates with two Class 1 
vehicles. The Class 5 vehicle that we had has been 
put out of service because it just cannot meet the new 
regulations required. Also, we are expecting delivery 
very soon of the new rescue vehicle which was ap- 
proved at the Town Meeting. 


| would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich for 
voting the monies to purchase a new pumper for the 
Town. Delivery of this vehicle is expected in the fall. 
We still have a 1972 pumper (our newest unit) that is 
in serious need of repair. We have done some work 
on this unit ourselves, but much more is needed. | 
realize that monies are hard to come by, but there are 
some things that have to be given priority. 
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Figures show that the number of buildings being con- 
structed in the town are increasing by leaps and 
bounds, but the number of personnel required to 
protect this growth is not. The Fire Department is 
going to have to increase the work force to keep up 
with the growth. 


Here it is again, my annual pitch about smoke detec- 
tors in the home. All | can say is it is proven that they 
do save lives. It is a very slight cost for the protection 
you are given. Also, lets get those house numbers on 
your homes. The sooner that we can locate a home, 
the more we can do in an emergency. 


During 1986 there were 945 people who had their 
blood pressure taken at Fire Headquarters, this ser- 
vice is available to all. 


In 1986 as in every year, the members of the 
Sandwich Fire Department have attended many 
schools and training sessions. It is constantly neces- 
sary to keep the personnel updated in all phases of 
firefighting and emergency medical techniques. 
Remember, in case of fire, medical, or any type of 
emergency, call 888-2323. All other business should 
be done by calling 888-0525. Tot Finder decals are 
still available at Headquarters station.

This is my first report as Highway Surveyor for the 
Town of Sandwich. This past year has brought many 
significant positive changes in the way Sandwich 
maintains its highways. By employing a modified 
Public Works concept an increased level of coopera- 
tion has been created between Highway, Park, Tree, 
Conservation and Sanitary Landfill. Chronic drain- 
age, roadside litter, increasingly populated gravel 
roads and vandalism of street and highway signs 
continue to plague this department. The use of a work 
order system to record and direct requests for work 
has radically increased department efficiency. 


Three new approaches to pavement maintenance 
were instituted by this department, stone sealing in 


place of sand sealing, stone sealing has a longer life 
expectancy and creates a stronger wearing surface. 
Another process, asphalt slurry seal was applied to 
some of our oldest Type-| paved roads, this process 
is akin to the sealing often seen on individual drive- 
ways with the addition of a stone dust aggregate for 
increased durability. Fiber matting was placed under 
a section of Rte. 130 resurfaced during the fall. These 
materials prevent cracks from reflecting from old 
surfaces through to new surfaces. 


Drainage improvements have been carried out 
throughout Town, a solution to the problem at Gully 
Lane was the largest project undertaken by this de- 
partment. This both improved its appearance and the 
function of drainage, while preserving its integrity as 
one of our most ancient ways. All of our drainage 
problems exist in subdivisions which should have 
had adequate drainage upon acceptance by the 
Town. 


Street sweeping, catch basin cleaning, roadside litter 
cleanup, and roadside brushing and mowing were 
carried out by our staff throughout the year. 


The development of a sidewalk/bikepath system for 
the south side of Town continues to be a goal of this 
department. As paving projects are carried out, 
sidewalks and bikepaths will be created along these 
roads. 


Throughout the year the Highway Department pro- 
vided assistance to the Council on Aging, aided in 
development of the Human Services Building, the 
Public Library, the Little League, Arbor Day prog- 
rams, the Schools, and assisted all Departments in 
any way possible. 


| would like to extend thanks to the people of 
Sandwich, the Board of Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee for supporting the purchase of the two 
new Dump Trucks. 


| would like to take this opportunity to welcome and 
express thanks to our new Town Enginee;, William 
Maravell . Also, my deepest appreciation to my 
foreman Barry Jones, and my secretary Patricia 
Grady, without their assistance and support, my job 
would be impossible. 


Special thanks to all of my staff, Highway, Park, 
Landfill, as well as all of the hired trucks and contrac- 
tors who assist us throughout the year. 


As in any Town, the Highway Department cannot 
operate on its own, we are indebted to Police, Fire, 
Water District, Schools, Treasurer, Accounting De- 
partment, Board of Health, Planning Board, Building 
Inspector, Dog Officer, the Library, and all the other 
departments for their continued cooperation 
throughout the year, we are deeply grateful.

This is my first report as Foreman of the Park De- 
partment. 


This year the Park Department saw the addition of 
two full time crew chiefs, to bring its year round staff to 
three men. These men and the co-operation received 
from the Highway Department enabled us to provide 
the Town with an increased level of services, some 
new, some re-activated. 


While actively engaged in the management of 1400 
acres of Conservation Lands, we were able to keep 
Town Parks and cemeteries in fine trim. Our summer 
crew of 3 to 4 students did an exceptional job of 
landscaping and grounds maintenance, their efforts 
were responsible for keeping beaches, parks and 
comfort stations clean during our busiest season. 


Public buildings, including the Grist Mill, Dunbar 
House, the Library, the Town Hall Annex, were 
cleared of overgrowth, and the Library patio was 
cleared and reopened. 


We especially enjoyed being able to re-establish the 
Towns Gardens and perennial beds, and create new 
floral displays in part of Sandwich outside the Historic 
District. This Autumns planting of over 6000 bulbs 
should brighten the Spring of 1987. 

Asin the case of Cemetery grounds maintenance, we 
have ceased the purchase and use of chemical fer- 
tilizers and pesticides. 

Special thanks to my staff, Richard Saline, and 
Ronald Haskell for their assistance throughout the 
year. 

Also, thanks to all the other departments in the Town 
for their continued co-operation throughout the year.

TREE WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citi- 
zens of Sandwich. 


| hereby submit my fifth report as your Tree Warden. 


Sandwich has been fortunate to preserve tree plant- 
ing, pruning, and removal programs, in spite of recent 
fiscal shortfalls. The use of Conservation Land to 
raise Shade Trees has abetted this cause. The most 
significant factor in the re-greening of Sandwich fol- 
lowing the decline of the American Elm was having 
William J. Ellis as Tree Warden for thirty continous 
years. His advocation for, and development of Tree 
planting maintenance programs over this period has 
insured Tree shaded Streets for Sandwich for future 
generations. The effects of his attempts will show for 
many years. By diversifying species, instituting set 
back plantings, strictly regulating Utility Companies 
wishing to trim the Towns Trees, he was able to 
stabilize our Tree Community; our Town will be 
forever in his debt. It is a source of great pride that | 
continue his work. 

The Advisory Landscape council also deserves 
praise for their monetary and spiritual support of the 
planting programs. 


The Gypsy Moth continues to cause problems each 
year, although their numbers have decreased. 


Our Elm Tree population has stabilized, injection and 
sanitation (speedy removal of diseased Trees) have 
helped to preserve these populations. 


Recent development along our Scenic Roads, which 
are under the control of the Planning Board and the 
Tree Warden, have resulted in increased scrutiny of 
Shade Trees along these roads. 


Arbor Day ceremonial plantings on the School 
grounds were held, and this year we plan to expand 
this concept to our adult population, with a day long 
planting program. 


Our association with Stockbridge School and the 
University of Mass. has continued to benefit the 
Town, at present two employees of the Tree Depart- 
ment, Malcolm George and David Ropes continue 
their education at U-Mass in the field of Arboriculture. 
The developement of their skills has been a tre- 
mendous contribution to the Towns Tree Manage- 
ment programs. 


Special thanks to the Highway and Parks Depart- 
ment for their assistance in planting and storm 
cleanup. 


Also, thanks to all Town Departments for their assis- 
tance throughout the year.

SOLID WASTE 
COMMITTEE 


The committee continued to meet monthly through- 
out 1986 in its ongoing effort to prepare the Town for 
solid waste disposal at SEMASS in the spring of 
1988. Presently, SEMASS is eight months ahead of 
schedule which is good news, and the committee has 
consequently concentrated its efforts on determining 
the most economical and environmentally secure 
way to collect and transfer solid waste to SEMASS in 
Rochester. 


During 1986, the committee engaged the engineer- 
ing firm of SEA Consultants to study and prepare a 
report consisting of the following: 
1.Hydrological Study of Existing Landfill 
2.Operational Plan for Landfill 
3.Expansion Plan for Landfill 
4.Transfer Station Conceptual Design 
5.Determination of Waste Quantities and Costs 


While the study is ongoing, it is evident that solid 
waste disposal costs will be increasing signficiantly 
in the near future and that monies will be requested 
at the 1987 Annual Town Meeting to design a 
transfer station in Sandwich. The Town is in the 
unique position of having the shortest and therefore 
least expensive transfer to SEMASS, and for this 
reason, participation in other schemes and regional 
approaches does not make sense either operation- 
ally or financially. 


Once again, | am amazed at the time and effort 
displayed by various citizen volunteers within 
Sandwich and wonder where would the Town be 
without such people. Therefore, a heartfelt Thank 
You to the people of the Solid Waste Committee.

Empowered by the citizens of Sandwich to oversee 
development within our Town’s public water supply 
zones of contribution, the Water Quality Review 
Committee reviewed 13 projects, both commercial 
and residential, for compliance with Sandwich’s 
water resource protection bylaw. 


Recognizing the importance of safeguarding our 
drinking water supply, and knowing that we are fortu- 
nate in that much of our water resource districts are 
as yet undeveloped, we have adopted a policy re- 
quiring strict compliance with the provisions of our 
Bylaw. 


In general, project proponents have demonstrated a 
genuine willingness to alter plans and incorporate 
innovative engineering ideas in order to meet protec- 
tive zoning requirements. 


Enforcement orders were served in two instances, 
both problems were quickly rectified. 


As Chairman, | would like to thank all the Town De- 
partments and personnel, in particular the Inspec- 
tor's Office and Appeals Board, whose watchfullness 
made certain that all projects within water resource 
districts were brought to our attention.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Again this year, the Board has directed its energies 
toward addressing the problems of surface and 
groundwater pollution. Our Program of septic system 
monitoring and repair has led to a marked decrease 
in the number of high volume pump outs in the com- 
mercial sector, and fewer complaints of failed 
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domestic systems. Also to this end, the Board has 
adopted regulations barring the installation of new 
septic systems in sensitive coastal areas such as 
dunes, and barrier beaches; prohibiting the use or 
sale of toxic septic system additives and requiring the 
submission of groundwater pollution studies as a 
prerequisite to obtaining a permit to install on-site 
systems in areas of high ground water. 


Our agent has initiated a systematic listing of all local 
water test results in order to locate and investigate 
areas of existing and potential well contamination. 


Fees received by the Board amounted to $93,686.00 


Mr. Stetson Hall, Director, Barnstable County Health 
Department is appointed as County Health Officer for 
the Cape area and his staff is appointed as health 
service personnel for Sandwich.

PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of Sandwich 


The Town of Sandwich Nursing Agency is a town 
operated Home Health Agency under the direction of 
the Board of Selectmen. 


The Town of Sandwich Nursing Agency continues to 
serve the residents in the geographical area of the 
Town of Sandwich (Sandwich, East Sandwich, South 
Sandwich, Forestdale, and Sagamore Beach — the 
portion of Phillips Road and Sand Castle Drive that 
belongs to Sandwich.) 


The Sandwich Health Association continues to finan- 
cially sponsor the conferences (clinics). The confer- 
ences are available to all residents of the Town of 
Sandwich and include: 


1. Well Children Conferences 

2. Well Men Conferences 

3. Well Women Conferences 

4. Preschool physicals for entrance to kindergarten 
5. Lead Poison Screenings 


The Board of Health continues to work in conjunction 
with the Agency to offer the annual flu clinic to the 
citizens of Sandwich. 


Patricia Rathbun our part time nurse resigned in Feb- 
ruary. Kathleen Currier assisted the Agency until 
Jody Reilly was oriented to the functions of the 
Agency. Ms. Currier has assisted us in the past and 
will continue to do so in the future. 


The Medicare Program informed the Town of 
Sandwich Nursing Agency, that as of July 1, 1987, 
Blue Cross of Massachusetts will no longer be our 
fiscal intermediary with the Program. Blue Cross of 
Maine will be taking over the function for the East 
Coast. 


With the introduction of the D.R.G.’s people are being 
discharged to their home with a shorter hospital stay. 
We, the Agency, are seeing people in more acute 
conditions, but for a shorter period of time. Medicare 
as always will pay for skilled services on an intermit- 
tent basis for a short period of time. It is a patient's 
right to have a referral made to a Certified Home 
Health Agency. Most patients will receive only three 
(3) weeks coverage. The Medicare Program re- 
serves the right to deny payment for the services 
already rendered. 


Hospice of Cape Cod was certified by Medicare. 
They now can care for the terminally ill and be reim- 
bursed by the Medicare Program. As in the past, the 
Town of Sandwich Nursing Agency will continue to 
work with the Hospice Program. 

The first week of December, the Town of Sandwich 
Nursing Agency went through a Medicare audit. The 
audit consisted of the Medicare audit people closely 
examining twenty (20) reports requested from the 
Agency. A low denial rate was received by the 
Agency. 

The Town of Sandwich Nursing Agency was in- 
formed by the Barnstable County Health and En- 
vironmental Department, that as of June 30, 1987, 
they would no longer provide supervision to the 
Agency. 

On recommendation from the Group of Professional 
Personnel, approval of the Board of Selectmen, and 
with financial assistance from the Sandwich Health 
Association, a consultant was contracted to study the 
supervision requirements of the Agency. The Condi- 
tions of Participation in the Medicare and Medicaid 
Programs deem it necessary to have a masters de- 
gree nursing supervisor available to the Agency. 
On December 1, 1986, the Town of Sandwich Nurs- 
ing Agency moved into their new quarters in the 
Human Services Building on 270 Quaker Meeting 
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House Road. The building is shared with the Council 
on Aging. We are in the process of settling in but 
finding the move very exciting. 


The Agency's Nursing and Business Staff continue to 
attend meetings to increase their knowledge and ex- 
pertise for the betterment of the Agency.

The purpose of the Council on Aging is to act as a 
Community resource and Advocate to create and 
promote opportunities for the optimum in health, in- 
dependence, and well-being for Elders of Sandwich. 
Established in 1972 the Council co-ordinates with 
many other agencies in the Town to accomplish our 
aims. 

The first half of this year presented many difficult 
situations <o contend with; our Secretary, Trudy Har- 
ris, was out for three months due to a serious opera- 
tion; we moved to the Human Services Building for 
September and were forced to cancel all classes and

Report of Sandwich 


HOUSING 
AUTHORITY 


Calendar year had some bright and some not so 
bright moments for Sandwich Housing Authority. The 
Authority continued to perform its function as the 
primary advocate for the development of a balanced 
housing program to serve the needs of the commun- 
ity. Many segments of the community are becoming 


aware of the acute shortage of affordable housing to 
meet the needs of our local service and public sector 
workforce and the emerging generation of young 
people who have known Sandwich as their 
“hometown”. 


In reponse to their challenge the Authority has been 
working on several initiatives: 


a) Applications for additional funds to develop family 
public housing. 


b) Initiation of a development plan for Dunbar House. 


c) Assistance in having Sandwich designated as a 
“Partnership Community” in the Massachusetts 
Housing Partnership to take advantage of the 
Homeownership Opportunity Program for first-time 
homebuyers. 


d) Assistance to the Town in developing a Memoran- 
dum of Agreement with the State under Executive 
Order 215. 


e) Linkage with other affordable housing develop- 
ment programs in the Cape Cod region. 


The Authority is pleased to report that the State did 
grant an additional $468,000 to support the de- 
velopment of six units of three bedroom family hous- 
ing. In support of this application Town Meeting voted 
to donate additional land to SHA to site the housing. A 
Citizens Advisory Committee and representatives of 
the Sandwich Housing Network provided valuable 
input into the site and unit design for this develop- 
ment which now envisions developing twelve units on 
a 19 plus acre site. 


When Sandwich was cited by the State under Execu- 
tive Order 215 as being overly restrictive toward the 
development of affordable housing it meant that the 
Town was subjected to the loss of discretionary state 
grant funds unless it took remedial action. The action 
came in the form of a Memorandum of Agreement 
developed and signed by the Board of Selectmen, 
the Planning Board and the Housing Authority. The 
MOA was approved by the State. As a result, the 
Town must develop specific action steps to insure 
that affordable housing is built in Town. As a first step 
the Housing Authority has been encouraging the 
Master Plan for community growth, development and 
land use. It has also urged the Planning Board to 
negotiate for affordable units when granting approv- 
als to private developers. 

The Authority's own development schedule was 
slowed by the revelation, during title search, that the 
land donated by Town Meeting action as the site for 
twelve units of family housing was not that described 
in the deed. The Town’s attorney is working to re- 
solve the problem so that the Authority may proceed 
to construction during calendar 1987. 


Anne Barton resigned from the Board when she 


moved to Boston to work at a shelter for homeless 
women. Her seat was filled by Dorothy J. Torrey.

The Sandwich Conservation Commission met at 
7:30 P.M. on the first and third Wednesday of each 
month in the Mohring at the Sandwich Junio/Senior 
High School during this past year. 
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The board dealt with sixty-two (62) Requests for De- 
terminations and forty-seven (47) Notices of Intent 
which were acted upon in accordance with the Mas- 
sachusetts Wetland’s Protection Bylaws. The Com- 
mission denied four (4) Notices of Intent and ac- 
cepted the withdrawal of one (1) proposal. 


The board received the resignation of J. Louis 
Roberti who has devoted many quality years to the 
Conservation Commission and to the town itself. His 
experience and exemplary demeanor will be missed. 
Cohen Peters is welcomed to the board to fill the 
vacancy. Mr. Peters brings diverse environmental 
experience to the Commission and will enhance the 
productivity of the board. 


In addition, the Conservation Commission said 
goodbye to Tony Martin (Conservation Agent) who 
served the town faithfully for more than a decade. 


The Conservation Commission divided the duties of 
the Agent’s position last year. Patrick Tatano was 
appointed Land’s Manager in which he is able to give 
a more comprehensive service to the Town’s Con- 
servation lands needs. The Building Inspector, David 
Gelinas, acts as the board’s agent and his task is to 
provide and follow through on all application proce- 
dures and project progress.

ENVIRONMENTAL 
TAKS FORCE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Sandwich, Massachusetts 


The continuance of the Environmental Task Force 
was established by the reappointment of all members 
by the Board of Selectmen. 


The completion of two major tasks has occupied 
much of the effort of the group in its public meetings 
and work sessions. Of first concern was the comple- 
tion of the Applications for Self Help Funding through 
the Division of Conservation for the three parcels 
whose purchase options had earlier been negotiated. 
As a cost-saving measure assistance was rendered 
to the two land appraisers by procurement and prep- 
aration of topographic and survey plots, soil, percula- 
tion and vegetative cover date, unique features, and 
hypothetical subdivision layouts for the determina- 
tion of highest and best use evaluations. The appli- 
cations and appraisals were completed and submit- 
ted for the Sandwich Conservation Commission to 
the Division of Conservation Services on July 29th. 
With the extraordinary help on very short notice in 
early August the Highway and Park Departments’ 
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field crews provided access to these prope‘ues for an 
Official inspection tour by the Director of the Division 
of Conservation Services and his field assistant. 
Their comments regarding these parcels were very 
favorable The applications are under current consid- 
eration. 


A number of public presentations detailing these 
purchases were made to various civic groups, and a 
final presentation made at the 1986 Annual Town 
Meeting. The three purchases, totaling 118.46 acres 
at a cost of $1,704,000,were approved by a 98% 
vote; this was followed on election day by a 74% vote 
to exempt from the provisions of proposition 2¥2 the 
amounts to purchase these properties. 


The second major task was the completion and pub- 
lication of the Conservation and Recreation Plan for 
the Town of Sandwich. All draft data, text, and 
graphics were completely reviewed and updated to 
January 1986. The final 134 page report was com- 
pleted and delivered to the Division of Conservation 
Services on September 29th, with further distribution 
to all Sandwich Boards, Schools, and the Library. 


Throughout the year informal negotiations have been 
held with owners of other lands deemed desirable for 
conservation acquisition. Assistance was given in the 
most recent acquisition of the Sam Nye’s Mountain 
property. 

The Task Force in continuing to participate with the 
Master Plan Steering Committee in its deliberations 
and collection of data. The implementation of the 
goals and objectives of the Conservation and Recre- 
ation Plan are also underway.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Sandwich Historical Commission was estab- 
lished in 1971 by Town vote accepting the provisions 
of the General Laws Chapter 40 Section 8D. The 
Commission’s purpose under law is to research, .es- 
tablish, and update an inventory of the Town's his- 
torical assets, using standard forms and definitions in 
the following categories: 


A. Areas of distinct character and appearance 
through facades of buildings, waterways, plantings, 
streets, walls, and other elements of appearance and 
historical background. 


B. Buildings over 100 years old, and all public build- 
ings. 

C. Monuments and Markers such as statues, or 
plaques mounted on memorial boulders. 


D. Sites of historical events such as the Old Briar 
Patch and Christopher's Hollow. 


E. Burial Grounds, especially markers older than 
1830. The Commission has an inventory of markers 
in 18 local burial areas. 


F. Structures, such as dams, walls, roads, bridges, 
the Canal. 


The Commission’s inventory of Sandwich historical 
assets is located at 145 Main Street in the Archives 
office, and is available to the public to consult during 
office hours. Information such as the age and history 
of various houses can be obtained for a fee. 


The Commission's inventory files and its collections 
of old maps, deeds, and photographs is an important 
town asset in itself, and is a worthy and protected 
place to deposit historical items. If families with old 
deeds, letters, or photographs of Sandwich would 
prefer to retain posession, then it is urged that they 
bring in these treasures to be safely copied, iden- 
tified, and returned. 


The Historical Commission has no direct relation to 
the Old King’s Highway Historic District Committee.

The Archives Center was set up in 1977 by town vote 
to establish a town office which could bring together 
historical information on Sandwich from all sources. 


The Center is in the upstairs area at 145 Main Street, 
and employs two archivists and a secretary, all 
working part-time and amounting to less than one 
full-time employee over the year. This is a modest 
investment for a town which prides itself on its historic 
character and appearance. 


The book “Sandwich A Cape Cod Town’, has virtu- 
ally sold out generating a clear profit to the town of 
over $6,000. A reprinting of 1,000 copies is planned, 
with correction of typos and some updating plus in- 
clusion of a detailed new section on sources used to 
establish the text. The Archives completed its types- 
cript of Sandwich Vital Records to 1885, and at 
year-end was awaiting word on fundraising for publi- 
cation by the New England Historic Genealogical 
Society in Boston. 


The Archives is cooperating with the committee 
planning the town’s 350th anniversary of settlement, 
and had prepared a substantial historical article with 
photographs for publication at that time.

MILL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

In accordance with tradition the Dexter Grist Mill 
invites the citizens of Sandwich to visit the mill as 
welcomed guests of the town. Visiting hours are from 
10 a.m. to 4:45 p.m. during the summer months. 


During the tour, guides present a brief history of the 
mill and explain it’s mechanical operation. Visitors 
have an opportunity to view one of the few remaining 
17th century grist mills still working as it did over 300 
years ago. 


The mill is renowned for the quality of it's stone- 
ground corn meal and visitors from hear and far re- 
turn each year to stock up for the season and get 
another copy of our delicious corn meal recipes. 


The Dexter Grist Mill is unique; it’s machinery repre- 
sents the earliest type used in the country. It is sym- 
bolic of our early American heritage and stands at the 
heart of our town as a source of pride to its citizens. 


itis one of the most photographed locations on Cape 
Cod, serving as a back-drop for high school prom 
pictures, weddings, state and national publications.

A special note of thanks to director Gene Schott of the 
Heritage Plantation for his generous assistance. 


Itis important to note that during the 1986 season the 
mill experienced mechanical and structural problems 


and was unable to grind corn from July 11 to August 
26. Engineers were employed to survey the problems 
and the selectmen were advised as to the necessary 
repairs. Time, weather, and wear have taken their 
toll on the mill since its restoration in 1961 and the 
time has come to make repairs to the building, re- 
taining walls of the mill pond, the herring run and the 
mechanical parts of the mill. 


The shingles are badly worn, floor boards, stairs and 
shutters are in need of repair. The support of the 
exterior bearing of the water-wheel and the sluice- 
gate have deteriorated. At present the herring run is 
in poor condition and in inoperative. The dam is 
seeping and the mill pond and raceway should be 
cleared of debris and tree stumps. Walkways and 
flowerbeds are in need of up-grading. 

As an historical landmark it is vital that an architect be 
selected who will maintain the 17th century motif and 
that the work be done by a craftsman skilled in his- 
torical restoration. 

The assistance of many town departments will be 
needed to ready the mill for the coming year. Most 
important — the townspeople are encouraged to 
lend their support by stopping in for a visit and trying 
our corn meal.

The Committee reorganized at their May 1986 
meeting. Rose M. Merritt of Bourne was re-elected as 
Chairperson; Helen G. Westergard of Marion was 
re-elected as Vice-Chairperson; David P. Sampson 
was elected as Secretary, and Kim Carman: of 
Wareham was re-appointed as Treasurer. 


During the past year the Upper Cape Cod Regional 
Vocational Technical School has continued its efforts 
to improve relationships between the school and it’s 
constituent school systems and communities. Efforts 
on the part of Administrators and teaching staff to 
establish both short and long range goals which will 
lead to the improvement of the school have yielded 
substantial improvements. 


The school has participated in a Chapter 74 Program 
audit conducted by the Massachusetts Department 
of Education, Division of Occupational Education, 
and in April hosted an evaluation team from the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges. 


Both of these visitations resulted in positive recom- 
mendations which will be utilized to improve instruc- 
tional programs and services. 


Several initiatives to improve services through col- 
laboration with other schools and school systems are 
currently underway. During the spring months, sev- 
eral evening school programs were offered for the 
first time in many years through a partnership with the 
Sandwich Community School. This partnership will 
continue into the fall with the offering of programs of 
interest to citizens of our district. 


Partnership with the Cape Cod Technical School’s 
Community Education and Training Program has 
been established with the assistance of a federally 
funded grant intended to pool the resources of both 
vocational schools. Through this partnership pro- 
gram, collaboration with the Division of Youth Ser- 
vices, Office for Job Partnerships, and federally 
funded programs aimed at specific target populations 
have been developed and implemented during the 
summer months. We expect the Cape Cod Technical 
School partnership to continue and grow as we Ssur- 
vey the occupational needs of citizens in the Upper 
Cape and attempt to establish programming both in 
the day school program and in the afternoon, even- 
ing, and summer programs to satisfy these needs. 


School staff have taken advantage of a variety of 
alternative funding sources in order to acquire 
equipment, materials, and staff to improve school 
programs. Materials acquired through grant prog- 
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rams this year include $29,000 for advanced test 
equipment in the Electronics Program, $14,000 for 
micro-computers in the Health Careers Program, 
$81,000 for remedial services for language arts and 
math under the Chapter 1 Program, and $12,000 to 
fund a Vocational Special Needs teacher and to de- 
velop a school brochure which will help to share 
information regarding the school’s programs and 
services. 


Outside work projects this year included an addition 
to the Church of the Nazarene in Onset and finaliza- 
tion of a two year construction project on the Human 
Services Building for the Town of Sandwich. 


In the coming year, we hope to improve existing 
academic and occupational programs through up- 
grading of curriculum and improvement of available 
facilities and equipment. We also expect to be offer- 
ing a variety of additional afternoon, evening, and 
summer courses of interest and value to the citizens 
of our district. 

We welcome input from the community at large re- 
garding the development and operation of the 
school’s programs and services. We also invite you 
to visit the school and become aware of the oppor- 
tunities it offers. 

Our appreciation is extended to the Regional School 
District Committee, the several advisory boards 
which assist us in making educational decisions, 
various town and school officials who support our 
efforts, and the Administration and other school 
employees who continue to make Upper Cape Reg- 
ional a successful educational institution.

Life long learning is for everyone — all ages and 
abilities. Since 1975 when the Sandwich School 
Committee adopted this philosophy of Community 
Education the residents of Sandwich have re- 
sponded with enthusiasm and support. 


Financially, the Community School continues to 
make progress towards the goal of becoming a self 
funding department of the School Committee. With 
the help of the newly instituted revolving account this 
goal should be realized in the near future. 


When | first started reporting to the Town on the 
programs of the Community School it was easy to list 
the programs and give a brief outline of each — that 
was eight years ago. Since then, the Community 
School has grown in program offerings to the extent 
that a listing of individuai programs would be too 
complicated to report. The evening classes which 
used to be the cornerstone of the Community School 
Offerings have given way to a wider variety of prog- 
rams both educational and recreational. The Com- 
munity School is now responsible for the following: 
Summer School, Evening Enrichment Classes, 
Aerobics, Driver Education, Summer Camps, Dance, 
Gymnastics, Preschool, Afterschool Extended Day 
Care, G.E.D. (High School Equivilancy) as well as the 
scheduling of all school facilities and fields daily office 
tasks. The Community School Office is also used as 
a clearinghouse for information. Since we interact 
with many community agencies, people have come 
to rely on us for information concerning their com- 
munity. As Sandwich continues to grow, SO will the 
Community School and our responsibility. 


| would like to express my sincere appreciation to the 
School Committee for their continued support of 
Community Education; Dr. Nicholson for his leader- 
ship; the Community School Executive Council, 
chaired by John Gmeiner, for their many hours of 
volunteer time and especially the residents of 
Sandwich who continue to support the concept of 
Community Education by taking part in our programs.

SCHOOL BUILDING 
COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich and 
The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The School Building Committee has labored during 
the past year in the orderly and detailed process of 
developing the specific items required to provide the 
most economical, efficient educational facilities for 
the students of the Town of Sandwich. The objective 
of the process is to stay within the State guidelines in 
order that the Town will receive the maximum State 
reimbursement available. 


To this end, the Committee has refined the detailed 
educational specifications for the proposed two new 
schools and Wing School renovation, hired the ar- 
chitectural firm of HMFH Architects, Inc. of Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts, and selected suitable build- 
ing sites for the new schools. The site selection pro- 
cess was complicated by unclear land titles. The 
Committee requested Town Counsel to take proper 
steps to insure clear title for the two sites being consi- 
dered. This matter is still pending. 


The Committee also received a preliminary cost es- 
timate from the architect for the current school build- 
ing and renovation project. This estimate is in the 
$30,000,000. range. These monies will construct and 
fully equip the two new schools and renovate the 
Henry T. Wing School. All outside playfields, utilities, 
road systems, parking lots and landscaping is in- 
cluded. Upon completion, hopefully by Fall of 1989, 
the two new Kindergarten through grade eight 
facilities will house 780 students each while the Wing 
School will house 875 students at the Kindergarten 
through grade eight level. 


A request for funds to continue with architectural 
services was presented to the Town at a Special 
Town Meeting on October 20th. This Meeting ap- 
propriated a sum of $1,050,000. for Architectural and 
Engineering fees and other related expenses for the 
project. This appropriation was overwhelmingly sup- 
ported by the October 30th Referendum vote. The 
Town Meeting also approved the transfer of a parcel 
of conservation land in the vicinity of the Human 
Services Community building off Quaker Meetin- 
ghouse Road to the control of the Town for use as a 
school building site. This transfer requires the ap- 
proval of the State Legislature. 


Since May, the Committee has worked with the ar- 
chitect, the Schoo! Committee, the school administ- 
ration, professional staff of the H. T. Wing and Junior 
High Schools, parents, and other interested citizens 
toward completing the Schematic Design Phase of 


the project. This phase is scheduled for completion in 
early February, 1987. The Design Phase of the pro- 
ject will then begin in order to provide detailed build- 
ing plans for constructing the buildings and for the 
renovations of the Wing School. 


The Committee would like to express its regret that 
one of its members, Mr. Donald Fleet, aso a member 
of the School Committee, resigned from this Com- 
mittee in August for personal reasons. Mr. Fleet's 
seat on the Committee has been ably filled by Mr. 
James Foley, a member of the School Committee. 


The School Building Committee will present the next 
phase of the project for approval to a Town Meeting to 
be held in 1987.

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GENERAL INFORMATION 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETINGS 


School Committee meetings are held at 7:30p.m. on 
the third Wednesday of each month at the Sandwich 
Elementary School. 


SCHOOL ENTRANCE 


Kindergarten: 

Any child resident of Sandwich may attend Kinder- 
garten provided he/she has reached the age of five 
years on or before September first of the year of 
entrance. 


The State Laws require that all children seven years 
of age and over, who are physically and mentally 
able, attend school. 


BIRTH CERTIFICATE 


A birth certificate is required for all children entering 
either Kindergarten or Grade 1. 


MEDICAL REQUIREMENTS 


Medical requirements for school entrance are im- 
munizations, according to the General Laws of Mas- 
sachusetts, certified by a doctor. 


State Regulations: The School Committee or Board 
of Health shall cause every child in the public schools 
to be separately and carefully examined by a physi- 
cian duly registered in Massachusetts within six 
months before entrance to school or during the first 
year after entrance and at intervals of either three or 
four years thereafter. 


NO SCHOOL 


Every effort will be made to have school whenever 
feasible. On days when transportation by bus is im- 
possible, school will not be in session. Notice will be 
broadcast over radio stations WQRC, WOCB, WCIB, 
WCOD, WBZ, and WHDH beginning at 7:00 a.m. In 
addition, there will be signals from the fire stations at 
7:00 a.m. and 8:00 a.m. as follows: four signals from 
the East Sandwich and Forestale Stations and the 
Sandwich Station will sound 2 pause 2 signal four 
times. In the event that it becomes necessary to close 
school before the regular dismissal time due to 
power failure, severe weather conditions, etc., the 
above radio stations will broadcast this information at 
12:00 noon. 


Report of the 
School Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Residents 
of the Town of Sandwich: 


As elected public servants responsible for the educa- 
tion of students, the School Committee continued in 
its role as an Agency of the State and as representa- 


tives of the School System in Sandwich. 


The October 1 enrollment for the 1986-1987 school 
year was 2482 students, an increase of 177 students 
from the October 1 enrollment of 1985. As of January, 
the enrollment had risen to 2514 students. 


The Massachusetts Assessment Program, a section 
of the Massachusetts Public School Improvement 
Act of 1985 (Chapter 188) mandated that students be 
tested biennially, beginning in 1986 in Grades 3, 7 
and 11, statewide. With its focus on curriculum im- 
provement, the testis a survey of student attainments 
of basic and higher order skills in Reading, 
Mathematics and Science. The program is designed 
to produce reliable results at the school, district and 
state levels and not for individual students. 


Scoring was based on a state average of 1300 for 
each item. The Comparison Score Band (C.S.B) is a 
statistic which was included in the report to permit a 
school to compare its results to schools with similar 
background factors.

Commissioner of Education Harold Raynolds, Jr. 
suggests that these scores “offer a rich source of 
information to support your local efforts to plan for the 
improvement of school programs, instruction and 
services.” 


The most recently announced statistics for the aver- 
age cost of educating a pupil in the Commonwealth 
for the 1985-1986 school year was $2,988.00 per 
pupil 

Sandwich, in that same period of time, spent 
$2,507.00 per pupil. 

Chapter 188 brought Sandwich some exciting op- 
portunities for educational growth through the School 
Improvement Councils at the Elementary, Junior 
High and High School levels, through the develop- 
ment of Horace Mann Teachers, and through a 
Talented and Gifted Grant. | 


Other Federal and State Grants have also helped 
fund programs and equipment for our students. 
These include Chapter | Grants, Project Adjust, Wing 
New Technology Grant, Occupational-Vocational 
Education Grant, LEA Incentive Grant, Chapter II 
Block Grant. 


We wish to thank those parents and community 
members, administrators, teachers and students 
who have given their time, energy and enthusiasm to 
enrich our children’s educations through these and 
other grants and programs. 


The School Committee members served, this past 
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year, on many sub-committees concerned with the 
school system, school facilities and the community: 


The Negotiations sub-committee reached an agree- 
ment with the Sandwich Educators Association for a 
three year contract through the 1988-1989 school 
year. 


Representatives of the School Committee have 
worked diligently on the School Building Committee 
to plan for the future schools, as noted in their report. 


Union 10, a committee composed of Sandwich and 
Mashpee school committee members to employ and 
share the services of the Superintendent and the 
Administrative office have seen the need, because of 
the growth in both towns, to dissolve the Union and 
employ their own Superintendents as of the summer 
of 1987. 


The Facilities Use sub-committee established new 
fees and a new fee structure for use of the facilities 
which become effective on July 1. All fees which were 
collected in the past year were returned to the town’s 
general fund. 


The Policy sub-committee introduced new or revised 
policies to the School Committee for its consideration 
and approval, including Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome, Assaull/on a Studenvon a Teacher, Do- 
nations, Employment Funding, Hazing, SPED Dis- 
cipline, and Transportation. 


Additionally, members served on the Cape Cod Col- 
laborative, the Community School Council, The Ath- 
letic Boosters, Public Relations, Budget, Bus Safety 
Task Force, and Space Needs Task Force. 


Here, again, the School Committee extends its 
gratitude to citizens, teachers and administrators for 
their assistance in helping the School Committee 
sub-committees better serve the School System and 
the Community. 

The School Committee is always available for citizen 
input and we welcome your communication.

SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


This is my seventh and final annual report while act- 
ing in the capacity of Superintendent of the Union 
No.10 Schools. A vote of the Sandwich and Mashpee 
School Committees, which compromises Union 
No.10, has brought about the dissolution of the 
superintendency union that has existed since the turn 
of the century, initially as Union No.15 and later as 
Union No.10. Union No.10, until 1973, included the 
Town of Bourne as well as Sandwich and Mashpee. 


In July of 1987, Sandwich will become a school sys- 
tem on its own, and | feel privileged and look forward 
with great anticipation to the task of assuming duties 
as the first Superintendent of Schools for the Town of 
Sandwich. The opportunity to focus full attention on 
the needs and concerns of Sandwich at this time of 
rapid growth and new school construction is a wel- 
come and highly desirable challenge in the administ- 
ration of our schools. 


In April of this year, sixteen Sandwich school 
administrators and our seven school committee 
members will devote two full days to establishing 
both long range goals and intermediate objectives for 
our system. Hopefully, as a result of this effort we 
shall be able to proceed united and committed to 
planned progress in our school system. 


Naturally, as we focus on these goals we realize the 
need to be economically realistic regarding the fiscal 
constraints under which we are struggling. We are 
aware, nevertheless, that it is the desire of this com- 
munity to continue with the same high quality of edu- 
cation it has historically enjoyed. 


Enrollment in our K-12 school system increased by 
10% from October 1985 to October 1986. The annual 
addition of another 250 students, each year, is 
creating serious problems for September 1987, 
especially the need for space. There is, at this time, 
no further room for students in either school, and as a 
result, six portable classrooms have been included in 
budget requests for the May 1987 Town Meeting. 
These additional classrooms will assist with provid- 
ing five rooms for additional teachers at the kinder- 
garten to fourth grade levels and one additional spe- 
cial education resource room. 


Recent state curriculum assessment testing as well 
as testing of student mastery of basic skills, along 
with standarized achievement testing, indicates that 
our students, at all levels K-12, are continuing to 
score at and above state averages. This is despite 
the fact that our per pupil expenditure is well below 
the state average. Such an apparent dichotomy 
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speaks well for the calibre of the professional staff, 
students and parents of the Sandwich School Sys- 
tem. It is with pride that | recognize the committment 
and dedication by so many, to serving the children 
of Sandwich. With such spirit | look forward to the 
years ahead with a confidence that despite the many 
obstacles before us, the continuing dedication of our 
professional staff and consistently enthusiastic sup- 
port of Sandwich parents, will ultimately show this 
school system to be not only the best on the Cape, 
but one of the finest in the Commonwealth.

ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOL 


The increase in pupil enrollment continues at a 
startling pace, and as of January 1987 grades K-6 
enrollment stood at 1408, up from 1,280 in January 
1986, an increase of 128 pupils over that twelve 
month period; and up from 1374 in September 1986, 
an increase of 34 pupils over the first four months. We 
anticipate an additional increase of at least twenty 
five pupils by June of 1987. To accommodate the 
continued increase of pupils at the Elementary 
School, which has exceeded its capacity, several 
spaces not originally designed for instructional pur- 
poses have been utilized — basement rooms in the 
1927 building for a Kindergarten Class and one for a 
physical education class, the stage for a Music Class, 
an Art Class in a storage room off the regular art 
room, two classes in the multi-purpose room, and 
classes in other areas that do not provide the op- 
timum space for education. 


While our regular school curriculum program con- 
tinues, student growth has resulted in the addition of 
twenty four new members to our staff this year. Clas- 
sroom teachers now number fifty two with the support 
Staff in Physical Education, Music, Art, Special Edu- 
cation and Administration numbering over forty. 


The elementary school has requested six portable 
classrooms to be added to the elementary complex to 
absorb the projected increase of six classrooms and 
teachers with a projected enrollment of 1520 for the 
1987-1988 school year, in lieu of going to double 
sessions. 


Despite the lack of space and increasing student 
enrollments, the Elementary School continues to 
provide a sound curriculum in all the basic subject 
areas, as well as providing students with extra- 


curricular programs and events to enhance their 
learning experiences. 


During this past year, the students and staff have 
been involved in several special programs which 
have complimented the regular curriculum, and pro- 
vided students with increased opportunities to 
explore diverse educational activities. 


Art History, supported by Heritage Plantation, is pre- 
sented in each classroom on a monthly basis. This 
program extends student awareness of art as a re- 
flection of the culture of a society. 


Educational Outreach, also sponsored by Heritage, 
Offers a diversity of lessons in history and cultural 
anthropology. Both of these valuable educational re- 
sources have extended our curriculum and provided 
significant educational opportunities for our students. 


Thornton Burgess Society, through its Project Life, 
brings a series of lessons in natural science to stu- 
dents in grades four, five and six. Professional 
naturalists conduct in-house lessons which develop 
student knowledge of ecological systems. These les- 
sons are followed by field trips to local sites where 
children have the opportunity to apply their scientific 
knowledge of the microsystem which they have 
studied. 


Commonwealth Electric has also provided a valuable 
component to our Science Program. Lessons and 
field trips conducted by their expert consultants have 
provided discovery and awareness in electrical 
energy generation for our students. 


Future Problem Solving is a volunteers based pro- 
gram which is offered to a limited number of students. 
Here students are introduced to strategies which 
allow them to plot the contingencies of a given pro- 
blem and seek a resolution. We have found this pro- 
gram to be an asset to encourage students’ critical 
and creative thinking strategies. 


All Grade Three students participate in Plimoth Plan- 
tation’s Winter Educational Outreach Program this 
past year. Through this program, students were able 
to participate in a memorable encounter with the past 
at Plimoth Plantation and in school. Stepping out of 
the past, a resident Pilgrim of 1627 Plimoth greeted 
each class in the speech, dress and manner of the 
17th Century. The pilgrim brought to each classroom 
tools, household items, slides and costumes for stu- 
dents to try on. This in-class visit was followed up by a 
field trip to Plimoth Plantation. We are most grateful 
to Coca-Cola for underwriting the cost of the Pilgrim 
Classroom visits, and to the Elementary School PTA 
for their funding of the admission charge for all stu- 
dents to attend the two hour workshop at Plimoth 
Plantation. 


In Reading, we have adopted a new program for 
Kindergarten through Grade Two this past Sep- 
tember. This program, published by Economy in 
1986, emphasizes the teaching of phonics and com- 
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prehension skills, as have all other reading programs 
used in the school. However, through changes in the 
sequence of teaching phonetic skills, this program is 
giving Children in Grade one the opportunity to read 
earlier in the year. The Holt program is used for 
reading instruction in Grades three tnrougn six. We 
have added an enrichment reader called RISE for 
students in Grades four to six who demonstrate ad- 
vanced ability. Quality literary selections and sophis- 
ticated questioning techniques are used to develop 
higher level thinking skills. We are extremely pleased 
with the positive feedback we are receiving from the 
use of these new materials. 


More inservice time is scheduled this year for 
teachers to develop strategies for the teaching of 
writing. The three sessions will give the entire faculty 
the opportunity to participate in this training. Much 
has been accomplished in the past two years in this 
area of the curriculum, and these upcoming inservice 
sessions will provide all teachers with increased 
competency for instruction of pupils in this important 
curriculum area. 


In Mathematics, the D.C. Health Mathematics pro- 
gram was implemented this year. Teacher evaluation 
of its effectiveness in the educational process have 
indicated that it provides a superior curriculum with 
appropriate ancillary materials for all developmental 
needs. A Mathematics inservice was held in order to 
introduce teaching strategies which would further 
enhance the impact of the Health program. A major 
component in our Mathematics education is the use 
of manipulatives to demonstrate concretely the 
realities of Mathematics algorisms. All teachers now 
have access to cuisenaire rods. Diene’s blocks and 
other materials which enable them to extend chil- 
dren’s mathematical awareness through the utiliza- 
tion of educationally sound teaching strategies. 


The Elementary School staff is currentiy reviewing 
new programs in Science and Social Studies. Pilot 
programs are now in place, enabling teachers to 
evaluate the strengths of various series in terms of 
our curriculum needs. More intensive review is con- 
tinuing for this year and we plan to adopt a new 
Science Program (K-6) for the 1987-1988 school 
year. We are particularly concerned with the extent of 
interactive, “hands-on” experiences offered within 
the context of new programs and have set this criter- 
ion for our final adoption resolution. 


The staff has been involved in several committees to 
increase communication with parents to reinforce the 
children’s school program and foster their educa- 
tional growth. A Homework Policy has been estab- 
lished and shared with parents through the PTA 
Newsletter IMPACT. The policy was developed in 
response to an expressed parental concern, and to 
provide consistency across each grade level. 


The staff has also been working all year on a Report 
Card Revision. Our purpose is to provide parents with 


a progress report which accurately reflects student 
growth and achievement, and will inform parents of 
specific students strengths and weaknesses. We are 
committed to further developing and maintaining 
strong lines of communication with all parents, and 
have actively sought parental input in this area. and in 
program development. 


Two committees which have assisted in strengthen- 
ing communication have been the School Improve- 
ment Council and the Principal's Council. The School 
Improvement Council was formed as a result of 
Chapter 188 of the Mass. General Laws, and has the 
responsibility to appropriate $12,500 in money 
awarded to the school as a result of this statute. The 
funds are to be used to establish innovative 
academic programs, expand student services, de- 
velop alternative education programs, cultural edu- 
cation programs, and staff training. The School Im- 
provement Council this year has appropriated money 
for inservice speakers, Dr. Glenn training, mini- 
grants for staff to extend curriculum areas, rental of 
kits from the Children’s Museum, purchase of short 
story anthology books for the Great Books program, 
purchase of physical education equipment, and sup- 
port and collaboration monies for grant awards. The 
Principal’s Council is a committee comprised of pa- 
rents and staff which meets to discuss mutual con- 
cerns and arrive at potential resolution. 


The Elementary School was the recipient of several 
grant from the Department of Education this past 
year. Two grant awards were given in the area of 
Gifted and Talented Education. The first grant award 
was for $10,000 and was funded under Chapter 188 
Discretionary Grants money. This grant has allowed 
us to form a broad based committee comprised of 
administrators, teachers and parents whose task will 
be to begin planning a gifted and talented program for 
our school. The second grant award was for $4,982 
and was funded by the Commonwealth Inservice 
Institute Multi-Year Grant Program. This grant award 
was for the first of three years. This grant will allow 
staff to receive training in differentiating curriculum 
for all ability levels and expose them to the many 
facets of Gifted and Talented Curriculum program- 
ming, to meet the needs of gifted and talented stu- 
dents. We are grateful for the support we have re- 
ceived from the Superintendent of School Commit- 
tee, and for the funding from the Department of Edu- 
cation, of our efforts in this curriculum area, and are 
eager to accomplish the task at hand. 


The Elementary School was also the recipient of a 
Commonwealth Inservice Grant award in the amount 
of $2400 for Technological Assistance. This Wing 
News Technological Grant will provide inservice 
training for teachers and educational staff in order for 
them to gain proficiency in word processing, compu- 
ter generated graphics, data base and other instruc- 
tional related techniques. This training will enable 
participants to assist students in mastering these 
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computer strategies within the framework of our in- 
house student television program, WING NEWS. 


As a part of an ongoing educational assistance affili- 
ation, Mass Maritime Academy has donated four new 
Apple Ile Computer Systems to the Elementary 
school. We are indebted to Dr. Beninghof and Dr. 
Gucwa of the Academy for their extensive support of 
our efforts in educational technology. 


We have also begun to develop a K-1 Transitional 
Class program, which we are hopeful of implement- 
ing in the 1988-1989 school year. This program 
would provide students who are developmentally 
delayed upon completion of kindergarten, but are not 
cognitively delayed, with a program which will ad- 
dress their specific needs, and provide them with the 
individualized help and developmental skills neces- 
sary to perform successfully in school. 


An integral part of staff development is our inservice 
program. Inservice programs provide effective staff 
curriculum development and are designed in re- 
sponse to individual, building, or system needs as 
identified through a sharing and pooling of ideas. 
Inservice programs originate from a broad base to 
serve the total school staff and, ultimately, all stu- 
dents. The Elementary School Staff has had the op- 
portunity to attend several outstanding inservice 
programs this year. Included were the following - Dr. 
Stephen Glenn on “Developing Capable Young 
People”, Mr. Norman Bossio on “Managing Profes- 
sional Stress”, Dr. Ronald Larrivee on “Classroom 
Management and Discipline”, Dr. John Collins on “A 
Writing Management Program,”, Mr. Timothy 
Ryhkoffs two sessions on “A Process Approach to 
Writing in the Classroom”, and Mrs. Sara Pheeney 
on “Gifted and Talented Curriculum Programs”. We 
are grateful for the support of the Superintendent and 
School Committee in the development of these in- 
service programs. 


The entire school staff is extremely pleased and 
grateful for the continued support and time our PTA 
organization has contributed to our school commun- 
ity. Their tireless efforts and assistance truly support 
and enrich our educational programs. From their 
Volunteer Program, to fund-raisers such as the Book 
Fair and Harvest Fair, to educational programs such 
as their Lecture Series, Folk Festival and Fine Arts 
Committee, their efforts, time and financial support 
do make a difference. Of particular note is the Fine 
Arts Committee’s sponsorship of the Poobley Greegy 
Puppet Theatre and David Hession Space Program 
for all our students. We recognize the significant sup- 
port and program extension made possible by our 
PTA, without whose energy and commitment to qual- 
ity education, our students educational experiences 
would be greatly diminished. 


Special note must be made in regards to all staff 
members - teachers, clerical staff, custodians, 


cafeteria workers, aids, and bus drivers - who give so 
much of their time, energy and devotion to enable the 
school to function so smoothly. Many of their efforts 
go unnoticed and it can be attributed to a special 
dedication to the pupils. Our success could not have 
been accomplished without these special people. 


In closing, the past year has been one of challenge 
and productivity at the Elementary School. We sin- 
cerely appreciate the support and cooperation of all 
members of the Sandwich Community, and School 
Committee and the Superintendent who have made 
our commitment to providing for the diverse needs of 
our students a truly rewarding experience.

Report of the Sandwich 
Junior/Senior High 
School 


This past year has been a challenging but productive 
one for the junior/senior high school. Student en- 
rollments continue to represent a steady increase 
which has raised our January 1, 1987 figure to 1110 
students. 


The school year began with significant change in 
staffing. Thirteen new professional staff joined our 
faculty - ten as replacements and three as additions. 
With all change, there is loss, but so to there springs 
opportunity. It pleases me to report that the caliber 
and enthusiasm of the large group of new siaff has 
provided a year filled with excitement and a renewed 
sense of idealism. Overall, these replacements have 
advanced the quality of our programs and services. 


The additional faculty in Foreign Language and 
Mathematics has produced some badly needed relief 
to class sizes, and extended course offerings that 
would otherwise have been closed to students. The 
quality of our Guidance services has been enorm- 
ously enhanced with the addition of a long awaited 
fourth counselor. This has reduced the student/ 
counselor ratio to approximately 300/1. It should be 
noted that one of these positions also includes sig- 
nificant duties in administration and coordination of 
guidance services. In order to truly address the com- 
prehensive needs of students, the counselor / 
student ratio should be more in the order of 250/1. 


Cuts in this year’s budget prevented the addition of 
other much needed staff. This resulted in the elimina- 
tion of Advanced Placement Chemistry, Biology, 
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Computer Science and European History. We were 
also forced to eliminate sections of low level Science, 
Social Studies and Business. Beyond that disturbing 
fact, these cuts have resulted in overcrowded clas- 
ses in English, Science, Social Studies and Math. 
The projected enrollments for 1987/88 make addi- 
tional staffing critical. 


We have exhausted our creativity in providing for the 
growing needs for space. Currently, we have 110 
students over the designed capacity of this building. 
Unlike the large, square, windowed classroom that 
most adults remember, our classrooms were de- 
signed with no windows, limited ventilation and highly 
restrictive angular dimensions. While the classrooms 
of old could easily accomodate 30-40 students, our 
classrooms should not house more than 25. Many of 
them, despite issues of safety, health, movement and 
productivity have 29 or more students. 


The junior high program has been effectively sepa- 
rated from the high school. Beginning and ending 
school one period later and following a staggered 
schedule, the junior high utilizes separate buses and 
move through the building while the high school stu- 
dents are in classes. Social activities, cocurricular 
activities and events have also been completely 
separated. 


This change has made significant improvements, 
and there is consistent agreement that our junior high 
students are more relaxed, confident and less hurried 
socially. | am particularly pleased with the commit- 
ment that our faculty has made to the junior high 
philosophy and objectives. Their dedication and un- 
compromising concern for students have developed 
a program that is viewed with confidence and pride by 
everyone in this school community. As a result of last 
year's budget cuts, we were forced to raise our athle- 
tic fees from $10 to $32 for all athletes in each sport, 
grades 7-12. The increase was used to restore the 
junior high sports program which was facing elimina- 
tion. While we do not consider it proper for a public 
school to charge such fees, this principle was over- 
shadowed by the clear detrimental effects of depriv- 
ing 7th and 8th graders of this healthy activity. Steps 
were taken to insure that no student would be 
excluded from athletic opportunity because they 
were unable to pay. 


The high school program, despite limited space and 
serious financial constraints, has enjoyed a smooth 
and successful year. Students and faculty continue to 
exhibit a cheerful spirit in adjusting to the demands of 
beginning the day so early. 


Our students continue to excel in every area of this 
comprehensive high school. Statewide testing de- 
monstrated that our students are achieving signific- 
antly above the norms in English, math and science. 
While we are pleased with these results, we are 
looking prescriptively at those skills and under- 


standings that appear to require greater emphasis 
and reinforcement. In addition, student performance 
did fall short in measuring up to those systems that 
this entire school community would like to be com- 
pared. 


The performance of students on SAT's reflect a 
steady rise and remain well above national, state and 
local averages. This is particularly noteworthy when 
you consider that we have an above average number 
of students taking these exams. It is a principle of 
mathematics that as you increase the test-taking 
pool, the average score will generally drop. Once 
again, we have an excellent number of National 
Merit, commended, semifinalist and finalists. 


The band and chorus have performed brilliantly and 
achieved distinctive honors in district and state com- 
petition. 

Our athletics teams have made a rapid adjustment to 
the demands of competition in the South Shore 
League and have firmly established our reputation 
both for the caliber of play and the quality of our 
character and sportsmanship. 


There are a host of other cocurricular activities which 
have quietly, but no less effectively, realized a 
genuine measure of excellence by students and fa- 
culty. A number of these have provided rich services 
to this school and community. 


In an effort ro enhance the effectiveness of our in- 
structional programs, we have defined and articu- 
lated parameters for effective teaching. Reviewed 
and endorsed by department heads, faculty and the 
Student Council, they have been accepted as a clear 
expression of sound teaching practices. This has 
become part of our Teacher’s Handbook and is 
utilized as a specific measure for evaluating and pre- 
scribing improvements to instruction. With this as a 
catalyst, our process of staff evaluation has been 
reviewed and improved. There has been a significant 
upgrading in the consistency, specificity and produc- 
tivity of this important process. 


We have also developed a corollary document 
termed parameters for effective learning. This simply 
and clearly defines the essential role and respon- 
sibilities of students in the process of learning. This 
has been incorporated into the Student Handbook 
and is used to establish fundamental expectations 
regarding attendance, preparation, attitude and be- 
havior. 


Used together, these parameters will serve as guides 
for students and teachers in the process of achieving 
excellence in both teaching and learning. 


The high school has firmly established the Student 
Study Committee as a resource in identifying and 
comprehensively addressing student problems. This 
Committee is composed of representatives from 
guidance, regular staff, special needs, school nurse, 
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community service officer and administration. Refer- 
rals are made by individual faculty who have iden- 
tified a serious or continuing concern regarding the 
intellectual, social or emotional adjustment of a stu- 
dent. Each case is comprehensively reviewed and 
appropriate actions are formally defined. This struc- 
ture has effectively pooled information and brought 
coordination to efforts in assisting students. 


| continue to be pleased and grateful for the manner 
in which this school community has pulled together in 
addressing problems and advancing the quality of 
our programs. We have received generous and 
timely support from all of our parent groups - SHAPE, 
the Athletic Boosters Club, which purchased cham- 
pionship banners that now adorn our gymnasium 
walls fostering a sense of pride and tradition; the 
Band Boosters, which realized their goal of purchas- 
ing new band uniforms. Thanks and recognition also 
go to the American Legion for donating essential 
equipment for our radio station. Finally, a word of 
gratitude to Paul Mennett for publishing our student 
newspaper and the principal's monthly newsletter. 


It would be impossible to conclude without reiterating 
our growing concerns regarding financial support for 
this school. There is a clear need to assist everyone 
in being well informed regarding these concerns, and 
| recognize a professional responsibility to be an 
advocate for our students, staff and programs. 


The caliber of any community is a direct reflection of 
the quality of its schools. Property values, community 
services, social and cultural activity, delinquency and 
the nature of growth itself, are primarily defined by the 
comprehensiveness and quality of the school sys- 
tem. 


Beginning in 1978, this school has adjusted itself to a 
series of escalating cuts in its operating budget, de- 
spite the fact that student enrollments have been 
steadily increasing. This has resulted in a quiet but 
pervasive erosion in both the quality and com- 
prehensiveness of education for students. Were it not 
for the extraordinary effort and commitment of faculty 
and support staff, the impending crisis would have 
occurred long before now. We have tenaciously ab- 
sorbed each financial setback, attempting to 
minimize the disruption to programs and maintain a 
high level of excellence in service to students. 
Operating without critical resources needed to prop- 
erly do the job, our staff has never lost its professional 
commitment. However, the combination of high ex- 
pectations, a steady loss in effectiveness and pro- 
longed frustration is taking it predictable toll. The 
spirit, enthusiasm, and morale of faculty is faltering 
and we will increasingly have to face the exodus of 
our finest people, and a mediocrity that is not in 
keeping with Sandwich tradition. 

The clearest perspective concerning this truth is best 
seen in the indisputable fact that our cost per pupil 
figure is $400 less than that of the state average. With 


1100 students at the junior/senior high school, this 
means that for the current year, we have $440,000 
less than the average Massachusetts high school to 
fund our programs and facilities. The very best efforts 
of school personnel to minimize the intense impact of 
such a discrepancy can no longer be successfully 
sustained. 


This disturbing reality imposes an enormous strain 
that severely undermines the condition of facilities, 
maintenance, replacement of critical equipment, 
adequate supplies of paper and instructional mate- 
rials, library books, textbooks, proper staffing, super- 
vision and transportation. 


1. From the exterior, we enjoy a truly beautiful school 
site and facility. Unfortunately this creates an image 
of affluence tht masks our deteriorating con- 
ditions. Many a home has been sold on the strength 
of a realtors tour past the high school, which leaves 
perspective buyers confident and impressed. Most 
citizens of Sandwich, in the absence of direct contact 
or information, would also quite naturally conclude 
that things look fine. However, the high school build- 
ing and all of its equipment is 10 years old and show- 
ing serious signs of wear. It is essential to note that 
this facility absorbs extensive use from a highly suc- 
cessful community school program. This constant 
activity has clearly accelerated the process of aging 
our facility and its equipment. There are few high 
schools anywhere that experience such constant use 
(7 days each week, 17 hours a day, all year long). 


Since 1978, our budget has not permitted an ongoing 
plan for the proper repair, replacement and upgrad- 
ing of pivotal equipment. Major areas of this complex 
facility have been poorly maintained and, thus, we 
are facing predictable problems. There are serious 
unmet needs for repairs and replacement of electri- 
cal, plumbing, and hardware fixtures. Essential 
equipment used in woodshops, graphic arts, home 
economics and business are desperately in need of 
replacement and upgrading. There is daily frustration 
with students who are unable to type because type- 
writers are inoperable, critical audiovisual used for 
instruction is unavailable, duplicating and copy 
machines that are limited and strained, administra- 
tive computer equipment that is aged, inefficient and 
costly to service. 


2. Textbooks represent a difficult and increasingly 
enbarrassing situation. For 5 years, we have put off 
the needed replacement, upgrading and addition of 
textbooks. We function without proper reserves to 
provide books for students registering during the 
year. With the average life of a text at approximately 5 
years, we should be replacing one-fifth of our texts 
each and every year. This means that with 1100 
students who have at least 5 texts each, there are 
approximately 5500 texts requiring rotation. At a con- 
servative $20 per textbook, replacing 1100 texts 
each years would cost $20,000. Over the past 5 
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years, we have arranged far less than $12,000 each 
year, and it clearly shows. (This is a net deficit of 
$10,000 each year. The 1987 /88 requests reflect the 
fact that we have many badly worn, outdated 
textbooks that, in too many instances, are incompati- 
ble with the needs of students. In many cases, the 
age of our texts make it impossible to reorder books 
to cover the increasing enrollments as these titles are 
unavailable. 


3. The school library has been steadily losing its 
ability to properly support the instructional program. 
The collection of books has decreased to less than 
one-half of the number recommended by the Ameri- 
can Library Association. Instead of 20,000 volumes, 
we have a total of 9,739. We have 19 magazine 
subscriptions, while national standards call for 150 
titles. A consistent lack of funding to add and replace 
needed collections has been compounded by the 
inability to protect current holding. Unable to afford a 
standard theft detection system and improperly staf- 
fed, we face an unfortunate loss of materials. We 
have secured a generous donation of books from the 
University of Massachusetts that will certainly help to 
address this deficit. However, at this point, prior to 
processing and cataloging, it is difficult to assess the 
extent to which this will actually impact our needs. 
With only one librarian and one part-time aide, these 
books will be a very long time processed. For the 
record, a school of our size should have 3 full-time 
librarians and 2 part-time aides. Our audiovisual 
holdings also represent a poor fraction of recom- 
mended standards for filmstrips, records and other 
materials that support classroom instruction. Unless 
there is decisive action to address these critical 
areas, the great reputation that our school has en- 
joyed will be in some jeopardy. It would aiso be very 
fair to suggest that the status of our accreditation will 
be in genuine question. Sandwich High School cur- 
rently has accreditation by the New England Associ- 
ation of Schools and Colleges that is contingent upon 
our addressing a number of recommendations that 
we are not postured to satisfy. Despite what some 
would have you believe, the potential for losing our 
accreditation is very serious business. This would 
have clear implications for our graduates in compet- 
ing for admission to increasingly stiffer college re- 
quirements. At a time when there is such concern 
about raising standards, it is disgraceful to even have 
to mention this as a consideration. 


While it is abundently clear that this Town has a very 
serious fiscal dilemma, our schools have no respon- 
sibility in creating this problem nor any capacity to 
solve it. At approximately $440,000 less than the 
state average, the junior/senior high has assumed 
too full a measure of the burden. The genuine villian 
in this seemingly endless frustration is that our tax 
base is unmanageable. Continued failure to override 
Proposition 272 and properly fund our budget will 
result in a dismantling of critical services to students 


and the community. 


In closing, we pledge to continue an unyielding effort 
to provide the best possible education with whatever 
resources we are provided. My genuine thanks go to 
this entire school community for making my job so 
pleasant and rewarding. There is a growing sense of 
partnership and shared mission which represents a 
critical base for the development and advancement 
of this school. A special word of gratitude goes to the 
faculty and support personnel whose professional 
posture and devotion remains our very richest asset.
